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THE VALUE OF A HOBBY 


By MAJ. GEN. G. 


From a talk delivered to the Fabens, Texas, 
Parent Teachers Association, by Major 
General G. Ralph Meyer, U. S. A. (Retired). 


During the past fifty years the 
working hours for the average man 
have been reduced materially. In 
1900 a man would have to work fifty 
to sixty hous a week to earn a living 
for himself and his family. Now he 
can do it in forty hours or less a 
week. True, the hours which a man 
works in a business or profession 
have not been reduced to the same 
extent but other things have changed, 
so that he does in fact have more 
leisure, more spare time than he had 
fifty years ago. 

One of the developments which we 
have come to anticipate as a result of 
the increase in spare time is a greater 
interest in the arts, an increase in 
the number of men and women who 
become participants in some form of 
the arts, music, painting, sculpture, 
to mention a few. But there remains 
a vast number of men and women 
who have no interest in these things 
and no desire to take part in them. 
One cannot but ‘wonder just what 
these people do with the added spare 
time which they now have. 

This added spare time comes in the 
form of two or three hours each day 
with perhaps a half day or even a 
whole day on Saturday. In addition 
the worker of today usually gets a 
vacation of two weeks at some time 
of the year. There is thus opened up 
a vast field of enjoyment for the man 
or woman who has learned to draw 
pleasure from activities which - are 
readily available to all of us where- 
ever we may live. 

Another important fact is that our 
life span is growing longer. There 
are many more elderly retired people 
in the United States today than there 
were fifty years ago and the indica- 
tions are that this number will con- 
tinue to grow. With social welfare 
and other pension systems operating, 
there are many people retiring at 
sixty to sixty-five years of age ‘who 
are going to have several years of 
leisure remaining to them. 

There is probably nothing more 
deadly than to have time on your 
hands with nothing of interest to do. 
Men and women who find themselves 
in such a situation are likely to be- 
come morose, discontented, neur- 
asthenic. They find no pleasure in life 
themselves and frequently bring un- 
happiness to those with whom they 
are associated. 

In view of these facts -it would 
seem reasonable and desirable for 
people to prepare for the time when 
they can no longer take an active 
part in business or professional life. 
How can this best be done? In my 
opinion and the opinions of many 
other observers the answer is to 
have a hobby. 


RALPH MEYER 


Perhaps we should establish just 
what is meant by the term “hobby”. 
Basically it is an activity which is 
followed for the pleasure that is de- 
rived from it rather than for any 
financial gain. In most hobbies 
the pleasure is mental, physical, 
pleasure, or improvement is_ in- 
cidental. What is one man’s hobby 
may be another’s method of making 
his living. My hobby for many years 
has been the study of birds. There 
are many men and women who have 
made this their profession. They 
have made their living by studying 
birds and writing about them, photo- 
graphing or painting them, serving 
as teachers of the subject or as cur- 
ators of museums. 

Just what should we look for in a 
hobby? It seems to me that a hobby 
should provide mental and physical 
activity essentially different from 
that used in our business or profes- 
sion. And of the two forms of ac- 
tivity, mental and physical, I con- 
sider the mental the more important. 
This is particularly true of the man 
‘who retires in his sixties. The 
amount of physical activity which is 
required to keep him in good condi- 
tion is little. But a sudden cessation 
of mental activity after years of 
thinking his way through all the 
problems with which he has been 
confronted is deadly. That is what 
kills or makes a person discontented 
and unhappy when time hangs heavi- 
ily on his hands. 

The- field of hobbies is therefore 
as broad as the field of human ac- 
tivities. It is desirable that the 
search for a hobby be begun early, 
for a child may follow several lines 
before he finds one which can hold 
his interest through the years. For 
the adult the search may be much 
easier or it may be infinitely more 
difficult. Most children find almost 
everything to be of interest. They 
ask countless questions in their 
eagerness to learn. Frequently they 
are satisfied with a small amount of 
information and their minds turn to 
something else. But from time to 
time they find something which they 
pursue with sustained interest. Only 
by experiment in different fields can 
they find the line which can hold 
their interest for years. The Boy and 
Girl Scout merit badge system is a 
good example of a way to familiar- 
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ize children with different forms of 
hobbies so that they can find one 
which will last throughout their 
lives. 

A good way for you, an adult, to 
start your search is to try to de- 
termine what in this world holds 
greatest interest for you outside 
your business, profession or 
trade. Having found that make up 
your mind that you are going to 
learn everything you can about that 
subject. It will undoubtedly involve 
reading, studying and thinking. It 
is quite probable that it ‘will necessi- 
tate getting around to observe and 
to learn by actual experience. And 
as you progress in knowleage in 
your chosen field you will begin to 
find yourself interested in other 
things to which you have never be- 
fore given any thought. 

We may consider almost any field 
of human endeavor or interest. Let 
us take, for exampie, natural history. 
Suppose you are interested in insect 
life. You can find books on the sub- 
ject in any library and the librarian 
will help you to find the book or 
books which will give you the in- 
formation which you need to start 
you on the road to learning. You will 
spend time in the open air looking 
for the insects you’ve been reading 
about. Then you begin to learn 
about their habits, how and upon 
what they feed, how they produce 
and rear their young, and the many 
ways in which each species has de- 
veloped so as best to survive in a 
world in which each insect is a po- 
tential meal for some other insect 
or bird. And as you go on with your 
observations and studies you find 
that you have to become familiar 
‘with things other than insects in 
order that you may understand in- 
sects better. So your interests spread 
until you find that all the spare 
time you have is not enough to en- 
able you to see and learn as much 
as you want to. 

Or perhaps you have no interest 
in insects but like to work with 
plants, trees, flowers. As soon as 
you start studying you will find that 
your interest broadens. How many 
different kinds of plants grow in 
your own yard? Not just the trees 
and shrubs and flowers that you have 
planted but all kinds, the weeds and 
the grasses. Drive out mto the 
desert and see how many different 
kinds of plants you will find there. 
Then try to learn the names of all 
the plants you have found, the color 
of the flowers, the kind of seeds they 
have. How can _ you identify the 
plants in the fall and winter? If you 
are truly interested you will soon 
find that you have opened an ab- 
sorbing new avenue for the enjoy- 
ment of life. 

There are so many interesting 
things in this world of ours that you 
can spend a lifetime learning about 
them and still feel that you have but 
scratched the surface. I have spoken 
of things which are alive, insects and 
plants. But there is a vast field 
among things which were alive ages 
ago such as fossils; or things which 
never lived such as rocks, china, 
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glass. No matter what field you 
choose to explore you will be more 
and more amazed as its details: un- 
fold before you. 

I have left to the last another fer- 
tile field for those seeking a hobby. 
I refer to the field of humanity, 
service and helpfulness to one’s fel- 
lowman. Whether it be in civic work, 
church work, hospital, or general 
human welfare the person choosing 
one of these for his field will find 
plenty to occupy his or her spare 
time. There will be no lack of men- 
tal activity and there is every prob- 
ability that there will be ample phys- 
ical activity. 

Many times during my life I have 
had people ask me: What good does 
it do to learn about birds, you can’t 
make any money out of your know- 
ledge?” Herein lies the real value of 
a hobby; you are learning new things 
about the world that you live in 
simply for the pleasure of knowing. 
You may learn such by reading what 
others have written but you learn 
a great deal by your own observation 
in your chosen field. And if you are 
truly interested in your hobby you 
will, sooner or later, observe some- 
thing which no one else has seen or 
reported. It is a wonderful sensa- 
tion to find something new to the 
world. 

I wish to leave one more thought 
with you. Man is the only animal 
on earth, who seeks to know about 
everything that exists in his  sur- 
roundings and then to make a per- 
manent record so that those who fol- 
low him may learn from his exper- 
ience. That desire on the part of 
man may be subconscious or intui- 
tive as it probably was among tne 
early races of men who left their 
crude drawings of animals and his- 
torical events on the walls and ceil- 
ings of caves. Or it may be inten- 


tional as it is in those 'who write of’ 


contemporary life. Since this char- 
acteristic of wishing to know his sur- 
roundings is one of the most out- 
standing differences between man 
and the other animals is it not 
strange that so many of us take no 
interest in anything cther than our 
immediate necessities? 

To you parents, I would earnestly 
recommenca that you encourage your 
children to acquire an interest of 
some kind which may remain with 
them through life. ‘they will prob- 
ably prefer to learn by ovservation 
rather than by reading and that is 
well. But once their interest is true- 
ly aroused you will find that they 
will seek the information they desire 
wherever it may be found. And to 
all adults I would say: seek now the 
field in which you wish to use your 
spare time in order that you may 
find real happiness when ail your 
time is spare time.

Mrs. Dolly Morrow, formerly of 
Lynn, Massachuseits, is a collector 
of crosses and the origin of her hob- 
by began in the 1930’s.

HISTORICAL RECORDS

ELISABETH RETHBERG 


By JOHN B. RICHARDS 


Toscanini proclaimed that Rethberg 
was the greatest living soprano when 
she sang for him at Milan in 1929. 
Mengelberg said that she had the 
most beautiful voice in the world; 
Nikisch declared he was always 
moved to tears by her singing. The 
HMV catalogues of the 1930’s state: 
“What Destinn was to the opera-goers 
of the first decade of the century, 
Rethberg is today—the lyric soprano 
par excellence.” Such encomiums are 
only lavished on a select few and 
there seems to be little doubt that 
from the purely vocal standpoint, 
Rethberg will rank among the great 
sopranos of all time. Her dramatic 


ability was not on the same high 
plane as her vocal excellency but it 
must be emphasized that she deliber- 
ately subordinated acting to singing, 
as will be explained more fully later 
in this article. 


Her voice was a lovely pure soprano 
of adequate power, rich, poetic and 
warm in tone, of great compass and 
even throughout the entire range, 
with the ability to color itself to meet 
all dramatic demands and capable of 
a ravishing flood of sound, an exquis- 
ite mezza-voce or a whispered pianis- 
simo without losing its immaculate 
quality. Her breathing was impecca- 
ble, her smooth cantilena an object 
lesson, her phrasing elegant, her dic- 
tion clear, her expression absolutely 
sincere and her perception truly ar- 
tistic. From 1922 onwards she sang 
dramatic and lyric roles only but she 
was able to undertake soprano roles 
requiring colorature technique and 
did, in fact, sing them with great suc- 
cess while at Dresden. ‘ 


Rethberg was born on September 
22, 1894, at Schwarzenberg, a lovely 
town in Saxony on the beautiful 
wooded slopes of the Frzgebirge. Her 
real name was Elisabeth Sattler and 
she was the youngest of five children. 
Her parents were both musical and 
gained more than a local reputation 
by their public and private concerts. 
Her father, a school teacher, was a 
fine player on the organ and piano; 
her mother had a sweet soprano voice. 
Elisabeth must have inherited her 
musica] ability from her parents, es- 
pecially from her mother, and “grow- 
ing up with Schubert, Schumann and 


Brahms,” as she later put it, she de- 
veloped a taste for good music and 
showed exceptional promise at.a very 
early age,. When only a year old she 
could sing in time and in tune before 
she could even talk. At the age of 
four she“began to study the piano 
with her father and found the instru- 
ment so much té her liking that at 
times she literally had to be dragged 
away from it. While still young she 
could sing all her mother’s songs, ac- 
companying herself at the piano, She 
particularly. loved Schubert at that 
time and is reputed to have sung the 
entire Wintereise when seven years 
old. She learned to play by heart the 
great sonatas and was often in de- 
mand at piano concerts by the time 
she was ten. Throughout her career 
she remained a fine pianist and found 
the accomplishment of inestimable 
value when studying new roles and 
songs. Apart from this purely util- 
itarian aspect, however, the years she 
spent with the piano music of Beeth- 
oven, Schubert, Schumann and 
Brahms had a subtle and more pro- 
found effect on her art. They un- 
doubtedly contributed to her beauti- 
fully classical style of singing, to her 
restraint and feeling for form; they 
also lead to her love of Lieder which 
later found an expression in numerous 
song recitals. 


For some time it was uncertain 
whether Elisabeth would become a pi- 
anist or a vocalist and it was not 
until she was seventeen that she de- 
cided on the latter. After a period of 
serious study she gave her first pub- 
lic concert on December 4, 1911, when 
she sang a group of Liszt songs, ac- 
companied by her sister Kathie, “with 
a technical perfection many profes- 
sionals might envy. Her reading was 
exemplary for one so young.” (Erz- 
bebirgischer Volksfreund). 


From Easter, 1912, to Michaelmas, 
1913, she studied at the Dresden Con- 
servatory but, pecoming dissstisfied 
with her vocal teacher, she left and 
went to Waltin, a pupil of Iffert, with 
whom she worked until war broke out. 
The Iffert meth-d, supplemerted by 
deep breathing exercises, produced ex- 
cellent results. Hearing her sing at a 
concert in 1915 Fritz Reiner arranged 
an audition at the Dresden Opera 
where she shared the musical direc- 
tion with Kutzschbach and Strieglers. 
As a result she was given a contract 
and, taking the name of Rethberg, be- 





gan her operatic career by singing 
small parts and acting as understudy. 
She was expected to sing any soprano 
role offered her, whether lyric, dra- 
matic or coloratura, and so had a won- 
derful training. Her debut on June 
22, 1915, as Orsena. a difficult color- 
atura role in J. Strauss’ Zigeuner- 
baron, was a distinct success and not 
long afterwards she was taking the 
lead in the same opera. 


Rethherg worked hard at Dresden 
and added role after role to her reper- 
toire. In July, 1918, she performed 
the enloratura music of Kostanze in 
Die Fntfuehrung aus dem Serail, and 
especially Marten aller Arten, with 
such “perfect skill and ease that the 
listener forrot the extraordinary dif- 
fienlty of the part.” In December, 
1918, the Dresden Anzeiger stated 
that “as far as Lieb-Evchen is con- 
cerned, Die Meistersinger has reached 
the greatest possible nerfection at 
Dresden.” In August, 1919. the Dres- 
den Volkszeituna reported that “Reth- 
berg’s Irene in Rienzi was particular- 
lv brilliant”; and a little later that 
she had “nut on the mantle of Minnie 
Nast as Mimi... achieving with Pat- 
tiera a signal success.” 


Besides opera Rethberg studied or- 
atorio and Lieder, and in 1919 
Kutzschbach wrote: ‘“Rethberg is the 
best woman singer at Dresden. She 
has one of the loveliest voices ever. 
Not since Lilli Lehmann have I heard 
a singer with the same distinguished 
qualities. She is mistress of every 
style and is equally good on the con- 
cert platform and the operatic stage.” 


By 1920 Rethberg’s fame had 
spread throughout Germany and over 
the borders: One result was that 
Richard Strauss wished her to create 
the part of the Kaiserin in the first 
performance of his opera Die Frau 
ohne Schatten in Vienna. Although 
that honor eventually went to Jeritza, 
Rethberg sang the role and scored a 
great personal success when the opera 
was performed in Germany, first at 
Dresden and later at Berlin. Yet of 
all the roles she ever studied, Reth- 
berg has always considered the Kais- 
erin the most exacting because of the 
great vocal range required, the tre- 
mendous leaps (sometimes two oc- 
taves) throughout the melodic line, 
and the extremely high and sustained 
tessitura of the last act. In 1920 Nik- 
isch heard Rethberg sing at the Bach 
Festival in Leipzig and engaged her 
for concerts at the Gewandhaus there. 
Invitations followed to sing and give 
guest performances in the great cities 
of Germany and Europe. 


In 1921 she was praised for her 
work at the first Scandinavian Bach 
Festival and for her many Lieder re- 
citals and concerts in Berlin. During 
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the autumn of 1921-22 she was a 
guest star at the Berlin State Opera 
and achieved splendid notices. “A 
wonderful voice of rare beauty in tone 
and color.” (Nov., 1921) “Her Count- 
ess in Figaro is a well-considered, dis- 
tinguished creation.” (Nov. 1921) 
“We have never yet heard so sweet 
and beautiful a Euridice.” (Jan. 
1922) “Her Pamina was outstanding. 
Not. since the heyday of Claire Dux 
have we heard such glorious Mozart 
singing in Berlin.” (Jan. 1922). 


Many details of Rethberg’s early 
career are contained in the book Elis- 
abeth Rethberg’s Ihr Leben und Kun- 
stlertum published in 1928 at Schwar- 
zenberg, from which I have drawn 
freely for this article. It is availahle 
at the New York Public Library. The 
authors, Horst Henschel and Fried- 
rich, assert that Rethberg sang 106 
parts at Dresden but do not list them. 
They do, however, give the following 
list of her characterizations at Dres- 
den in 1921: Agathe, Aida, Anna 
(Hans Heiling), Butterfly, Elisabeth, 
Elsa; Euryanthe, Evchen, Countess, 
Ilia (Idomeneus) Inez, Kaiserin, Kon- 
stanze, Leonora (Il Trovatofe), Marie 
(Bartered Bride), Mimi, Micaela, 
Nedda, Octavian, Pamina, Saffi, 
Sophie and Tosca. A most imposing 
array and a great tribute to her ver- 
satility! During Rethberg’s seven 
years’ stay at Dresden Richard Tau- 
ber was her colleague and must have 
partnered her quite often, but apart 
from their collaboration in Zigeuner- 
baron, no details are given either in 
the Rethberg biography mentioned 
above or in the recent excellent book 
written about Tauber by his wife. 


In 1922 Rethberg sailed for the U. 
S. A. which she henceforth made her 
permanent home. She did return to 
Dresden from time to time, however, 
for a series of Lieder recitals and op- 
eratic performances in 1925 and 1927; 
to create the title role of Richard 
Strauss’ Aegyptian Helen at the world 
premiere in 1928, and for a special 
“Rethberg Week” at the Dresden Op- 
era in 1930 when honorary member- 
ship of all the state theatres in Sax- 
ony was conferred on her.

RICHARD J. JOSE II

When next we hear of Richard 
José, it is 1915. The man with the 
marvelous counter-tenor voice, the 
highest kind a male singer can have, 
is now 42, prematurely white haired 
because of the accident in the Brook- 
lyn theater, but once more in good 
health. He has also starred in a mo- 
tion picture—a silent one, of course— 
for the K. and R. Film Company, of 
126-1382 West 46th Street, New York. 
The picture is named for the song, 
“Silver Threads Among the Gold,” 
with which the singer is inseparably 
identified, and when it is shown in 
the larger cinema houses, José goes 
along and sings several numbers, in- 
cluding, of course, “Silver Threads.” 

I have a copy of The Kanr Journal, 
a publication issued in July, 1915, by 
the makers of the film. which was 
written and produced by Pierce Kings- 
ley. It is devoted almost entirely to 
blurbs for the picture and to much 
information, written in a richly senti- 
mental vein, about Richard José’s ca- 
reer. There is a picture of the Madi- 
son Square Garden of that day, which 
had been transformed from a sports 
arena into a film house and was de- 
scribed as “the largest motion picture 
playhouse in the world, seating 12,000 
people.” We are further told that the 
screen, or “sheet,” was 26 by 34 feet 
(also the largest in the world), and 
that the “throw” from the projectior 
booth to screen was 815 feet. “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold” was the 
first film to be shown at the Garden. 
It appears to have been a rustic 
drama, mingling humor and pathos, 
of “The Old Homestead” type, as wit- 
ness this comment from the Moving 
Picture World: “This is something 
more than a picture. It is the simple 
old rural romance told again freshly 
and truly. The story runs along 
smoothly and convincingly.” And the 
New York Dramatic Mirror remarked: 
“The Picture has a really stirring 
hold upon the tender feelings of its 
audiences. It harks back to the ele- 
mental surprisingly well. It is as- 
tounding how much the picture does 
get under the skin. They register a 
big heart punch.” A hand bill which 
advertised the picture said that 
“America’s Sweetest Contra-Tenor 
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will positively appear in person and 
sing at each performance. His won- 
derful golden voice has thrilled the 
hearts of millions of song-loving peo- 
ple. He made immortal ‘Silver 
Threads Among the Gold,’ ‘When You 
and I Were Young, Maggie,’ ‘Belle 
Brandon’ and scores of other undying 
gems. Mr. José will sing a selected 
program in conjunction with the beau- 
tiful, thrilling, laughing, heart throb- 
bing photo drama in which he also 
appears—‘Silver Threads Among the 
Gold,’ the ‘Way Down East’ of the 
screen. In six parts, with 250 people 
and 210 scenes of wondrous beauty 
and surpassing realism never before 
seen in filmdom.” 

The most interesting thing about 
the Kanr Journal is “The Life Story 
of Richard J. José,” sub-titled “The 
Sweet Singer Who Made (‘Silver 
Threads Among the Gold’ famous.” I 
shall now quote from the article: 

Richard J. José was born in, 
Cornwall, England. . . When Dick 
José was hardly able to toddle, his 
father would sit at the organ with 
the baby Dick on his knee, and play 
and sing, so that almost the first 
words lisped by little Dick were the 
words of a church hymn. Before he 
was three years of age he could 
sing ‘Will You Meet Me at the 
Fountain?’ At the age of eight, he 
was known as the phenomenal boy 
soprano. His fame spread all over 
the country and he was taken to 
London, where he sang before the 
crowned heads, after which the boy 
was heard all through the prov- 
inces. 

Owing to a sudden attack of ill- 
ness of his father’s, from which he 
never recovered, the boy’s tour 
ceased. The mother, who was an in- 
valid, was left along with little 
Dick, two other sons and two 
daughters of tender years. The fa- 
ther had a brother ... ina mining 
camp at Virginia City, Nevada, who 
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after hearing from his sister-in- 
law, sent her money and persuaded 
her to allow little Dick to visit him, 
as he was the oldest of the chil- 
dren. So at the age of ten, the little 
lad left Cornwall with a tag sewed 
to the lapel of his coat, bearing the 
address of his uncle.. . . He made 
the entire trip alone. When the boy 
reached his long journey’s end he 
found that his uncle had died while 
the lad was on the ocean, so at that 
tender age when a child needs the 
guidance of a parent most, little 
Dick found himself homeless and 
alone in a strange land and in one 
of the wildest mining camps of 
America at that time, and often he 
was forced to sleep with but the sky 
for a blanket. 

One night, hungry and weary, he 
found himself peering through the 
window of a concert hall and gam- 
bling house, where the roughest el- 
ement of the mining camp gathered 
nightly. The boy was cold, his sock- 
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less feet were lacerated from his 
well-worn and broken shoes. As he 
listened .to the ribald song accom- 
panied by a piano, he was clutched 
from behind by powerful hands, 
which shook him until his teeth 
chattered and a harsh voice rang in 
his ears, demanding to know what 
he was doing there. Little Dick, not 


knowing what to say to the man,- 


muttered “I can sing, mister.” The 
man laughed and took Dick by the 
hand and led him into the gambling 
house and calling the proprietor 
said, “Hey, Doc, here’s a kid that 
sez he kin sing,’’ and with that he 
pushed the boy toward the owner of 
the place. The latter ordered little 
Dick to get out and pointed to the 
door. Dick, in a trembling voice, 
while big tears began to flow, told 
the proprietor that he could sing. 
Several of the players were then at- 
tracted to the scene by this time, 
and as the boss grabbed the boy to 
throw him out they intercepted and 
put the lad up on the little stage 
and told him to sing. While hunger 
pains gnawed at his little body he 
sang in a sweet plaintive tone “Sil- 
ver Threads Among the Gold.” The 
place was soon hushed in silence, 
the roulette wheel stopped, the 
clinking of the chips and coins were 
silent and from that gathering of 
fearless gamblers not a sound came, 
while most of them were actually 
crying. When the song was finished 
and the tension was at the break- 
ing point, someone said, “Do you 
know any more songs, Bub?” Dick 
nodded and started to sing the 
hymn he loved the best, “Nearer, 
My God, to Thee.” Men who had 
not seen the inside of a church for 
years removed their hats and fell 
to their knees on the floor. The boy 
was forced to sing this hymn three 
times. All gambling was suspended 
for the night, and the boy’s pres- 
ence threatened to put the place out 
of business. They gave him food 
and offered him drink. The latter 
the boy refused, and up to the pres- 
ent day, with “Silver Threads” 
above his own brow, Richard José 
has never known the taste of liquor 
in any form. 

After the episode in the gambling 
house, the news spread about the 
camp how the boy’s singing stopped 
the game. It was heralded to the 
ears of a kindly minister, who was 
the parson of a little church. . . He 
took Dick to his home and cared 
for him. The following Sunday he 


‘took him to church and during the 


singing of a hymn that little Dick 
had learned in far away England, 
he joined in and sang with all his 
heart in the melody. Before it was 
half over the boy realized that he 
was the only one in the whole con- 
gregation that was singing. Tears 
dimmed the eyes of all. In a few 
words the minister told his congre- 
gation Dick’s sad story. After the 
services almost everyone in the con- 
gregation wanted to adopt the boy. 
The choice went to a kindly black- 
smith’s wife. Soon Dick started 
bravely to learn the blacksmith 
business under W. J. Luke and his 
good wife, who were all that fond 
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parents could be to little Dick. . . 
The minister was at the head of a 
select school for girls that held 
three classes each day, including a 
night class. To this latter class 

Dick was admitted as the only boy 

in the entire school. After his day’s 

. work in the blacksmith shop, he at- 

tended school from 7 p. m. to 9 

p. m., and to this kindly minister 

Mr. José owes his education, which 

has been a thorough one in every 

respect, and if ever a man followed 
the Golden Rule that man is Rich- 
ard José. 

I pause here long enough to note 
another discrepancy. What, I wonder, 
is the truth about young José’s uncle? 
Had he gone away, “no one knew 
where,” as the Victor folder said, or 
had he died, as related in the Kanr 
Journal? And no doubt you have no- 
ticed that the latter says the boy left 
England at the age of ten, whereas 
The Billboard fixed his age at eight 
and the Victor circular at twelve. 
Now, back to the Journal, which con- 
tinued, under the head of “Mr. José’s 
Theatrical Career”: 

Mr. José’s fame as a sweet singer 
spread from Virginia City through- 
out the country and he was known 
everywhere as the “Singing Black- 
smith.” He was induced to join the 
San Francisco minstrels .. . where 
he made a sensation which was 
soon heralded to New York. At 
that time Lew Dockstader was 
forming his minstrel company to 
open on Broadway near 29 Street, 
which was afterwards known as 
the Princess Theater. Mr. José was 
engaged as the premier ballad sing- 
er for this company. While singing 
there, the late and dearly beloved 
Denman Thompson heard him sing. 
He was so impressed with José’s 
sweet voice that he started negotia- 
tions to secure his services for “The ' 
Old Homestead,” and Mr. José 
opened in this time-honored play at 
the Academy of Music in New 
York, where it ran a straight year 
and came back time after time. A 
strong . affiliation sprang up _be- 
tween Mr. Thompson and Mr. José, 
which continued up to Mr. Thomp- 
son’s demise. 

Mr. José toured for eight years 
with “The Old Homestead” and be- 
came known and revered by the- 
ater-goers the land over. During his 
engagement with “The Old Home- 
stead” there was one song that Mr. 
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José sang alone and which Mr. 
Thompson listened to at every per- 
formance. It was called “Day After 
Day.” A stage hand with the com- 
pany would place a chair in the en- 
trance near to José’s position on 
the stage, and Denman Thompson 
would sit there and listen to the 
singer render this pathetic ballad 
to the dear old lady character in 
oo play. Many and many a time 

has dear old “Uncle Josh’s” hand- 
kerehief wiped away a tear. When 
the song was ended Mr. Thompson 
would rise from his chair and go to 
his dressing room apparently in 
deep thought... 

As Mr. José’s fame spread he had 
many offers to star in his own com- 
pany, so during the last season with 
the “Old Homestead,” Mr. Kith of 
the famous vaudeville circuit in- 
duced Mr. José to sign a contract. 
When Mr. José informed Mr. 
Thompson, the latter said, “You 
won’t leave me until the end of the 
season, will you, Dick?” and Mr. 
José said, “No, indeed, Governor, 

T’ll be with you until your season 
ends.” The following year Mr. José 
and Mr. Thompson met and both 
were on their way to play in Pitts- 
burgh. During the conversation Mr. 
Thompson said, “Well, Dick, I ain’t 
heard the old song, ‘Day After 
Day,’ since you left us, and some 
evening during the week I want you 
to sing it for me.” 

“Why, Governor,” Dick replied, 
“you have a fine quartet and fine 
singers. Why don’t you let one of 
them sing it? You know that you 
are welcome to use my song.” 

Denman Thompson shook his 
head and said, “No, Dick. I don’t 
want to hear anyone but you sing 
that song, and when you !eft my 
company the song went with you.” 


It will be remembered that Dan. 


Quinn, in the letter quoted in the first 
installment of this series, mentioned 
José’s singing of the song, “Day After 
Day,” as being worth going miles to 
hear. He and Denman Thompson, the 
“Uncle Josh Whitcomb” from whom 
Cal St=wart got his idea of “Uncle 
Josh Weathersby,” certainly appear 
to have been in agreement on that 
point. 

Getting back to the Kanr Journal, 
we find a touching account of “Mr. 
José’s Return to His Native Village”: 


Twelve years after his arrival in 
America he sailed for Cornwall, 
England, to pay a visit to his 
mother, brothers and sisters. News 
of his coming was heralded about 
among the miners and villagers 
who had known him as a child. 
During his long absence Dick never 
forgot the dear old invalid mother 
and his brothers and sisters, and a 
good portion of his earnings always 
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found its way to the dear ones at 
home. His mother’s joy knew no 
bounds when the good news reached 
her that Dick was coming home and 
she was under the impression that 
Dick was coming home for good, 
and the other children did not spoil 
the illusion, but they knew that 
their brother’s home was in Amer- 
ica with his wife and his other in- 
terests. Mr. José arrived at the 
Cornwall station, which was about 
two and one-half miles from the old 
home. He was met by his brother. 
It was a beautiful moonlight night 
and Dick wanted a good talk with 
his brother before entering the 
home, so prevailed on him to walk 
the distance, which they did. 

As they passed along the way, 
Mr. José noticed in the window of 
every house tallow candles had been 
placed. At first he did not give it 
serious attention, but as the lighted 


candles appeared more numerous

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DECOYING WILD

The story of the decoy, a wooden 
image of a duck, used in hunting 
wild ducks, is fairly clear. Early in 
the 17th century the English  be- 
came acquainted with it through the 
Dutch. The Dutch, great colonizers 
before the English, may have learned 
to make them in the New World. 
Here, in the coastal regions of the 
Atlantic seaboard, the settlers got 
from the Indians the: idea how to 
lure the migratory fowls with de- 
coys. The Indian prototypes were 
basketlike structures of woven bul- 
rushes, stuck with feathers. From 
this evolved finally in the skilful 
hands of the settlers, the wooden de- 
coy. 

The name decoy, — the philolo- 
gists are not unanimous about it 
—seems derived from the Dutch 
Kooi. Spelman in his ‘“Glossarium 
Archaiologicum” of c. 1641 says 
that “Sir W. Wodehouse (who -lived 
in the reign of James I., 1603-25) 
made among us the first devise for 
catching Ducks, known by the for- 
eign name of Koye.” Evelyn’s Diary 
under date of September 19, 1641, 
records: “We arrived at Dordt (Hol- 
land) passing by the Decoys, where 
they catch innumerable quantities of 
fowls.” 

Another clever method of decoy- 
ing ‘wild fowls was practiced centur- 
ies ago by the natives of the West 
Indies. Richard Eden in his “Decades 
and Historye of Travaile in the West 
and East Indies” drawing mainly 
from. the writings of Peter Martyr of 
1493 and 1511, gives an account of 
hunting in Hispaniola, which for its 
quaintness we shall quote in full: 

“There is another kind of fowling, 
heretofore never heard of, and 
pleasant to consider. We have de- 
clared how that in certain of the 
islands, and especially in Hispaniola 
(San Domingo), there are diverse 
lakes or standing pools. In some of 
these (being no deeper than men may 
wade over them) are seen great mul- 
titudes of water fowls. The fowls 
which use these lakes are of diverse 
kinds: As ducks, geese, swans, see- 
mews, gulls, and such other. We have 
said also that in their orchards they 
nourish a tree which bears a kind of 
great gourds. Of these gourds 
therefore well stopped lest any 
water should enter in at their rifts 
and cause them to sink, they cast 
many in the shallow pools: where 
by their continual wandering and 
wavering with the motions of : the 
wind and water, they put the towis 
out of suspicion . and fear. :The 
fowler in the meantime, disguising 
himself as it were with a vizor, put 
a great gourd-on his, head much, like 
to a helmet, with two holes near 
about his eyes, his face and whole 
head beside being covered therewith. 
And thus enters he into the pool 
even unto the chin. For being from. 
their infancy exercised in swimming 
and accustomed to the waters, they 
refuse not to continue therein a long 
space. The fowls thinking this gourd 
to be one of the other that swim 
upon the water, the fowler goes soft- 
ly to the place where he sees the 
greatest flock of fowls: And with 
wagging his head, counterfeiting the 
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Chinese method of catching ducks. 
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moving of the ‘wavering gouras, 
draws near to the fowls: where soft- 
ly putting forth his right hand, he 
suddenly snatches one by the legs 
and plunges her into the water where 
he puts her into a bag which he has 
with him of purpose. The other 
fowls supposing that this dived into 
the water of her own motion to seek 
for food (as is their manner) are 
nothing moved hereby, but go for- 
ward on their way as before, until 
they also fall into the same snare. 
I have here for this cause entered 
into the declaration of their manner 
of hunting and fowling, that by these 
more ‘pleasant narrations I may 
somewhat ~-mitigate and assuage the 
horror’ conceived in your stomach 
by the former rehearsal of their: 
bloody acts and cruel manners.” 
Similar accounts are given by 
other early writers, relating to Cuba, 
St. John and Jamaica. Gonzales

Fernandez d’Oviedo, writing in 1535, 
tells of the Indians hunting wild 
geese, using, however, a great num- 
ber of pitchers instead of gourds. 
The procedure, otherwise, is , the 
same. The geese get used to the 
sight of the pitchers drifting about, 
and, when the natives finally ad- 
vance in the water with their heads 
hidden by a pitcher, it is an easy 
matter to catch the geese by their 
feet, pull them under the water, and 
drown them. 

The adjoined illustration is from 
an engraving on copper by M. Van 
der Gucht (1660-1725).

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and some cork-wood tied under each 
arm,” he relates, “they float with the 
tide and wind among those great 
flocks of birds which covered these 
bay waters. Then, with a hand out- 
stretched on each side, they would 
quietly pull under water such ducks 
as pleased them, and so continued 
to gather ducks as one might gather 
figs from a tree. They held them 
under water until they drowned, and 
the flock, supposing them to have 
dived for food, did not miss them at 
| Lesh ad 

It is a surprise, however, that 
such an unusual method of decoying 
wild fowls 1s not confined to one 
area or even one continent. This is 
a case, apparently, where a singu- 
lar ingenuity sprang up in widely 
different regions. We have heard of 
it being practiced in China, and our 
search for positive evidence disclosed 
this to be true in various parts of 
China and even in the reaches of the 
Ganges in India. 

In H. T. Wade’s “With Boat and 
Gun in the Yangtze Valley” (Shang- 
hai, 1895), occurs the following pas- 
sage under the heading “Catching 
Wild Ducks.” 

“A method which came under my 
observation during a shooting trip 
was this. At the close of a cold De- 
cember, some seven miles from the 
walled city of Kintang, near a large 
pond, I saw a man beckoning me, 
and as I approached he asked me not 
to shoot the ducks in the pond. He 
explained that his friend was in the 
water; so I waited to see what would 
happen. After some time his friend 
landed wearing a large bamboo col- 
lar or cangue, and carrying a basket 
containing a few wild and three tame 
ducks secured together by a string. 
He was dressed in a goat-skin, with 
the wool inside; his stockings were 
stitched to the clothing, and so oiled 
as to be nearly water-proof. Thus 
accoutred he immersed his body, us- 
ing the cangue as a float. He slow- 
ly approached the wildfowl, and 
when near enough  dexterously 
caught the unsuspecting duck by the 
leg, and dragged it under water. I 
watched him until he had gathered 
nearly the whole lot.” Mr. Wade 
adorned his account with a Chinese 
drawing which we herewith repro- 
duce. 

Another account from China, 
closely paralleling in method the one 
from. Hispaniola, related here is 
contained in the interesting book by 
a French Jesuit priest, Pol Korrigan, 
“Causerie sur la Péche Fluviale in 
China” (Shanghai, 1909), and in 
translation reads as follows: 

“At the commencement of winter 
large droves of wild ducks arrive on 
the shores of the Nan-how Lake. 
Some fishermen conceived the idea 
to catch the birds by hand. The 
problem, however, was not so easily 
solved. The point was to approach 
the ducks so as not to scare them. 
To do this it was necessary to ac- 
custom them to view without alarm 
an unusual object which finally was 
able to hide the enemy and permit 
him to come as close as_ possible. 
One must imagine the ho!lowirg out 
of some pumpkins and placing them 
here and there on the shallow lake 


where the ducks are wont to gather. 
“Little by little they become ac- 
quainted to this sight, swimming 
about among the pumpkins without 
paying further attention. One more 
or less, it would not matter to the 
ducks, whether the pumpkins float 
with or even against the wind; the 
ducks don’t scan the sky to find from 
where the wind was blowing. 
“Then one day there are two or 
three pumpkins which advance des- 


pite the fact that a perfect calm 


reigns over the expanse of water: 
It’s not the wind which is driving 
them. They are indeed cunning de- 
coys for catching the birds. The 
fishermen have placed the hollowed 
pumpkins over their heads. A few 
holes permit them to look about and 
breathe. They undressed in the tall 
rushes and carry only a kind of bag 
on their belt. Covered by the water 
up to their shoulders they come 
closer and closer to the ducks with- 
out being observed. Arrived among 
them a nimble hand takes hold of 
the feet of one and pulls 1t unaer 
the water. There a twist of the 
neck finishes the transaction. It is 
nothing unusual for the other birds 
to see one of their number disap- 
pear from their midst. To them it 
merely dived, as it should, to get 
its food. The fisherman thus con- 
tinues till his bag is full, or as long 
as he can stand the submersion in 
cold water against which he pro- 
tected himself by greasing the skin.” 

Arthur de C. Sowerby, the re- 
knowned naturalist, who travelled 
extensively in China, confirms that 
the catching of wild ducks with the 
use of gourds, exactly as described, 
is also practiced in the region of 
Tai-yuan Fu, in Shansi_ province, 
practically at the other end of China. 

As to India this kind of hunting 
was known on the Ganges in Hindus- 
tan, where it was practiced some- 
what differently. In a book, pub- 
lished in London in 1812, “China, its 
Costumes, Arts, Manufactures etc.” 
by M. Breton, the Chinese method 
is described. and then continues: 
“The Hindus make use of earthen 
jars instead of calebashes; they are 
commonly the earthen vessels which 
the Banians dress their rice in, and 
which, not being glazed only serve 
once. They are then thrown into the 
river, as useless, and float about in 
great numbers. The dutk-catchers, 
in like manner, conceal their heads 
in these earthen jars, and approach 
their aquatic game, which have no 
notion of fear, and suffer themselves 
to be caught without the least re- 
sistance.” 

A German explorer, Otto E. Ehl- 
ers, in his book “An _ Indischen 
Fuerstenhoefen” (At Indian Prince- 
ly Estates, Berlin 1898), describes 
Indian method of duck catching, as 
observed in 1890 in the neighbor- 
houd of Gorakhpur, near the Nepal 
border. “The hunter,” he says, “puts 
an earthen vot with eye-holes or a 
hollowed out pumpkin over his head 
and fastens a bag weighted with 
lead to his belt. Then he advances, 
submerged with only the head above 
water, to the ducks sporting in the 
water. A floating crock or pumpkin, 
all what they see, does not alarm 
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them, but the hunter gets hold of one 
duck after another, pulls it under 
the water, wrings its neck and puts 
it into his bag.” 

Wild fowl are wary birds and it 
speaks well for the ingenuity of the 
natives of two continents to have 
evolved ages ago an efficient method 
to bag them in quantities which the 
modern hunter may well envy. We 
have been profuse in quotations but 
thought it helpful for the student of 
prints or natural history to form his 
own opinion about the close relation- 
ship of a peculiar method of hunting, 
so widely distributed and not dealt 
with in the ordinary source-books of 
information.

Mrs. Otto Madlener, Chicago, wno 
recently arranged reservations at the 
Chicago Historical Society for four 
meetings of the Chicago chapter of 
the National Society of Autograph 
Collectors, began her collection “Just 
for Fun,” like many collectors. Now 
her collection has many big names 
as a result of her hobby pursuit. 

Mildred Bolger, writing recently 
in the Chicago Daily News reveaied 
many interesting facts of Mrs. Mad- 
lener’s collection. 


“A few years after the war Mrs.’ 


Otto Madlener completed a collection 
of autographs of World War II gen- 
erals and admirals to pass on to her 
two sons. Her latest collection of 
autographs—of present day authors 
—was started ‘just for fun.’ 

“She began by sending out letters 
to the writers, asking their opinions 
on autograph collecting. Results 
were varied, and interesting. 

“Most terse was Ludwig Bemmel- 
man, who scrawled, ‘go see a doc- 
tor,’ in green ink across Mrs. Mad- 
lener’s letter before returning it. 

“Kenneth Roberts, who in his latest 
book, ‘I Wanted to Write,’ sneers at 
the Pulitzer Prize, expressed himself 
as tolerant of the idea but ‘wonderea 
‘what do they do with them.’ 

“Frances Parkinson Keyes in her 
return letter indicated that she col- 
lected fans and maps. 

“The late Hervey Allen and Struth- 
ers Burt each sent back long tetters 
in answer to Mrs. Madlener’s query. 
— Hemingway didn’t answer at 
all. 
“Taylor Caldwell said she didn’t 
appreve of the idea, but admitted 
that she, herself, had a fine collec- 
tion. 

“Daphne du Maurier’s famous bi- 
ography of her father’s life couldn’t 
have been written, she told Mrs. 
Madlener, if it had not been for the 
preservation of his letters. 

“Philip Wylie wrote caustically: 
‘Inasmuch as you are collecting only 
‘opinions’ and not autographs I will 
refrain from writing’—and ended his 
note with a typewritten signature!” 
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Our Bicycle Song Sheet Collection 1869-1944 


By ROLAND C. GEIST

Our bicycle collection numbers 82 
cycling song sheets. According to 
various catalogs, at least 106 bicycle 
songs were published between 1869 
and 1944. These may be classified 
as pictorials, containing pictures of 
bicycles or cycling on the covers, and 
non pictorials. About 75% of the 
sheets collected were pictorials. ‘he 
collection represents about fifteen 
years of buying and gathering these 
items. The prices paid varied from 
25 cents to five dollars depending 
upon rarity, condition, age, color, and 
edition. 

Bicycle songs are an important 
link in the history of American trans- 
portation. The 1869 pictorials illus- 
trate the old velocipede or bone 
shaker type of wooden wheeled front 
drive machines. The 1880 group show 
the old high wheels both ordinary 
and star models, the later had a small 
wheel in front to prevent “headers” 
often sustained by high wheel cyclists. 


From 1890 on, the songs show the_ 


modern safety two wheelers. 

The collection also illustrates the 
evolution of sport costumes for wom- 
en. In 1869 the cycling ladies wore 
wide and long skirts, bloomers were 
worn in 1894 and Harry Armstrong 
dedicated a song to the daring cycling 
girls of the period. ‘The chorus of 
this song reads:— “Oh those bloom- 
ers, Oh Those Bloomers, Look en- 
chanting on you girls, Men admire 
your attire, And to meet you they 
desire.” Thus the bicycle gave Amer- 
ican girls an opportunity to shed the 
long voluminous skirts for the more 
practical bloomers and_ slacks. In 
1940 Oscar Hammerstein II composed 
“My Bicycle Girl” for the American 
Jubilee at the New York World’s 
Fair for the bicycle ballet. Today, 
the modern cyclist wears divided 
skirts, slacks or shorts. 

Of all the bicycle songs ever writ- 
ten, one stands out as memorable 
and is sung whenever cyclists pedal 
along together. This number is 
“Daisy. Bell” composed by Harry 
Dacre in 1892. In 1894 he wrote an 
answer to it entitled “Fare-You-Well- 
Daisy Bell.” The chorus goes as fol- 
lews: 

“Fare you well, Daisy Bell, I 

will ride alone, 

Fare you well, sweetheart, Thus 

we have to part, 


Say good by, do not cry, When 
your lover’s gone, 

Now I mean to have a machine, 
specially built for one.” 


This song never achieved the popu- 
larity of the original “Daisy Beil” 
but it is an interesting and rare col- 
lectors item. 
Many bicycle songs are listed in 
“Transportation in American Popu- 
lar Songs,” published by the Gros- 
venor Library Bulletin, Volume 27, 
Number 3 of June 1945, at Buffalo, 
New York, and in “Handbook of 
American Sheet Music” compiled and 
published 1947 by Harry Dichter, 
Philadelphia 31, Pennsylvania.

It includes examples 
of folk art, decorative arts, and 
household and farm implements dat- 
ing from the early settlements to the 
beginning of industrialism in: New 
England. Selections are on view in 
the U. S. National Museum, and the 
museum is planning to install the en- 
tire collection to illustrate American 
customs and occupations between the 
1620’s and 1830’s.

Folk Art Museum 


Established in Santa Fe 


The International Folk Art Muse- 
um. has been established in Santa Fe, 
N. Mex., as a result of the Museum 
of New Mexico. It is expected that 
it will be opened in about a year. 

The museum is the gift of Miss 
Florence Dibell Bartlett, of Chicago, 
whose collection of folk art of New 
Mexico and Latin America has al- 
ready been presented to the museum. 
Included in the collection are peasant 
costumes, jewelry, ceramics, wood 
carvings, embroideries, textiles and 
furniture. 

The museum program calls for the 
establishment of an_ ethnological 
study center, maintenance of studies 
for folk art production, and probably 
the construction of outdoor exhibits.

Visual Education Is Aided 


By Children’s Museums 


Editorial in the Florida Times Union 

Following the example of Jack- 
sonville. the City of Miami has 
opened its own Children’s Museum. 
It is the second in the State, and the 
36th in the Nation. 

The children’s museum movement 
is one which started in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., 50 years ago, but which has 
made its greatest progress only in 
recent years. Its purpose is to pro- 
vide young people—not necessarily 
cnly those of ’teen age or earlier 
years — with objective showings of 
things of which they have learned in 
school. It is “learning by seeing”; 
and in promoting the incentive to this 
form. of self-education the children’s 
museum, wherever in operation, has 
become one of the useful auxiliaries 
to “school and books.” 

The experience of those in charge 
of the local museum has proven the 
eagerness of children to acquaint 
themselves with facts which, first 
learned in books, are the more per- 
manently and better impressed by 
visual observation. Lessons in na- 
tural history, in particular, become 
the more impressive when the child 
knows where it can go actually to 
see the things of which it has gained 
its first knowledge from pictures and 
printed lines. 

Adults also have availed them- 
selves of the advantages provided by 
the local institution. As many 
grownups as children may often be 
seen making the rounds of the exhi- 
bition cases. Displays. however, are 
simple. They are planned to give the 
child an attractive and correct inti- 
mate view which may lead to further 
investigation and study. 

The start that has been made with 
these two museums in Florida may be 
expected to lead to the establishment 
of others, in communities where 
there is a_ realization of the im- 
portance of the extension of visual 
education. “Learning by seeing,’ like 
learning by doing, has long since 
proved its worth.

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CIRCUS WINTER QUARTERS 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


The shift of circus winter activities 
from the rugged climates of north- 
ern states to the mild climes of the 
South is near complete. 

Of the 18 principal tented circus 
enterprises now engaged in prepara- 
tion for the opening of their 1950 
season, 15 have their winter bases 
in Southern States and on the coast 
of California, while only three re- 
main in the North. 

This is sharply contrasting with 
the situation which existed 50 years 
ago. In preparation for the 1901 
season, 22 principal circuses were 
prepared for their openings in the 
North and only eight were in the 
South or California. 

Indiana, with four circuses cal- 
ling the Hoosier state home, headed 
the parade. Three each had quarters 
in Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Louisiana, two were located in Con- 
necticut and Georgia, and one each 
in North Carolina, Texas, Missouri, 
Illinois, Washington, California, New 
York, Iowa and Michigan. 

Florida’s summer-like winter months 
provide good training and construc- 


tion weather for five circuses to- 


head the list today. Oklahoma is 
second with four, California and 
Georgia have two, and there are one 
each in Texas, Ohio, South Caro- 
lina, New Jersey and Illinois. 

The little town of Hugo, in south- 
eastern Oklahoma, has become. the 
“Peru, Indiana,” of the modern cir- 
cus world. For Hugo is now the 
home of three circuses, more than 
are quartered in any other city or 
town in the United States. 

Peru, Indiana, was once the capi- 
tal of the circus world by reason of 
the fact that the American Circus 
Corporation which operated out of 
that city, owned the John Robinson, 
Sells-Floto and Hagenbeck-Wallace 
circuses, all of which had quarters on 
the same farm near the city limits. 

In the town of Hugo, two circuses, 
Al G. Kelly-Miller Bros., the largest 
of current motorized circuses, and 
the Cole and Walters circus jointly 
share quarters just east of the city 
limits, while Stevens Bros. Circus 
is on the Highway south of town. 

Fifty years ago, Barnum & Bailey 
Circus and Buffalo Bill Wild West 
Show, sharing quarters in Bridge- 
port, Conn., were the enly two from 
a single city. 

The shift to the south was started 
by the Ringling Brothers when they 
moved the Ringling Brothers and 


Barnum & Bailey Circus from Bridge- 
port to Sarasota, Fla., in 1927 
Since that time there has been a 
great turnover in the number of. 
circuses on the road. In fact, there 
is but one that was in operation at 
the time of the Ringling move, Hunt 
Brothers, which is one of the three 
shows still wintering up north, at 
Florence, New Jersey. The others 
are Mills Bros. at Circleville, Ohio, 
and the Ayres and Kathryn Davies 
circus of Dixon, Ill., which only plays 
a small area of midwestern states. 
Most of the operators of other cir- 
cuses started their shows in the 
South, or moved to the South soon 
after getting under way with their 


enterprises. 


While most circuses have perma- 
nent quarters which they own or 
lease, others are moved from time 
to time to different locations which 
are decided upon principally in one 
of the two ways. 

Sometimes, circuses pick winter 
quarter locations near the point 
where the season closes. Others se- 
lect quarters in close proximity to 
where the shows are to open their 
seasons the following spring. 

The Clyde Beatty circus is a case 
in point. In the past five years, the 
show has wintered in Nacogdoches, 
Texas, Shreveport, La. and El] Mon- 
te, Calif. The two former locations 
were near the show’s closing stand, 
while El Monte is in the Los Ange- 
les area, where the Beatty show 
has made its first big stand of the 
season in recent years. 

Most of the circuses now on the 
road own their winter quarters lo- 
cations and have made improvements 
on the premises especially for circus 
operations. These improvements in- 
clude ring barns, elephant barns, 
permanent cages for caged animals, 
dormitories for working men, canvas 
lofts, ete. 

But other circuses select likely 
locations, such as former army in- 
stallations or fair grounds, where 
there are groups of buildings which 
may be converted to their purposes. 

the present winter quarters 
towns, Macon, Ga, has_ probably 
been the winter home cf a circus for 
a greater number of years than any 
other. Currently, King Bros. Circus 
is wintering in Central Park there. 
As far back as 1920, the Sparks cir- 
cus, and later Downie Bros. circus 
spent the winter in Macon. 

Movement of circuses to the south 
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has changed the methods of prepai- 
ing a show for the new season, a 
change for the better. 

Nowadays, the circuses which win- 
ter in the South have outdoor train- 
ing rings, or keep big tops in the 
air for training purposes. As a re- 
sult, it is possible to bring the per- 
formers to quarters a few ‘weeks 
before the season opens and rehearse 
group acts in unison. Thus, the per- 
formance becomes closer knitted to- 
gether for better results from the 
opening day 

A circus often appears in mid- 
season form during the first week of 
the season nowadays, whereas in the 
old days several weeks were re- 
quired to whip the show into shape. 

Biggest problem occasioned by 
having winter quarters in the South 
for circus managements is the early 
season routing. In the South, circus 
time is in the fall when crop money 
is in the hands of the dominant agri- 
cultural class. That means the cir- 
cus must either make long jumps to 
reach quickly the industrial midwest 
and east, or play to mediocre busi- 
ness the first few weeks to get out 
of the southern territory. 

The Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
& Bailey Circus solves this problem 
by its annual 1,300 mile jump from 
Sarasota, Fla., winter quarters to 
New York City for its opening. One 
recent season, the Dailey Bros. Cir- 
cus, wintering at Gonzales, Texas, 
traveled over 1,000 miles to its first 
stand, to avoid showing in the South 
in early Spring. 

Most of the other southern shows 
make quick jumps northward to get 
to the industrial belts quickly, and 
then leisurely cover the Southern 
states from September to November.

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Museum Acquires Two 
. Important Paintings 


Through the generosity of an 
anonymous donor, the Museum of the 
City of New,, York, N. Y., has ac- 
quired. from the Bland Gallery two 
paintings. of paramount imporcance 
— “The Erie Canal Celebration, New 
York, 1825” by Anthony Imbert, and 
“Moonlight Skating — Central Park, 
The Lake and Terrace” by John 
O’Brien Inman. 

The opening of the Erie Canal — 
the great water highway to the West, 
which linked the Great Lakes :to the

Hudson River and the Atlantic Ocean 
—was a prime factor in New York’s 
early preeminence as a leader of 
American trade and finance, and 
played a major role in. the young 
Nation’s expansion. The occasion, 
which was solomnized here a hundred 
and tyenty-five years ago on a 
November 4th “mild as May,” 
brought an influx of 20,000 visitors 
to New York from all directions, and 
was marked by impressive land and 
water parades.

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presented . .. in the City and Har- 
bour of New York, has never been 
axhibited or surpassed in the old 
or new world .. .” Anthony Imbert 
has captured all the glory of one of 
New York’s proudest moments in his 
great painting, which shows the 
American “grand, gala fleet” circling 
about the visiting British sloops of 
war “Swallow” and “Kingfisher,” 
anchored in the Hudson River, with 
Castle Garden and Governors Island 
in the distance. Captain Baldock, 
Commander of the “Swallow,” car- 
ried the canvas back to England with 
him, and it came down in his family 
through the years, until its purchase 
from his descendant, Lieutenant 
Colonel P. J. Bellamy (of Cauleston, 
Exmouth, Devonshire) by an Amer- 
ican expert in the early 1930’s, at 
which time it returned in appropri- 
ate triumph to the city of its origin. 
The Artist, a former French Naval 
Officer, first listed as a “painter” in 
“Longworth’s 1825-26 New York Di- 
rectory,” won prompt recognition as 
one of America’s pioneer lithograph- 
ers. The Museum is indeed fortunate 
in the possession of this painting, 
which is at once a great historic docu- 
ment and work of art. 

The moonlight scene in Central 
Park, against the background of the 
newly completed Terrace north of the 
Mall, with the Bethesda Fountain 
looming behind the graceful skaters 
in their delightfully rendered elegant 
costumes of the late 1870’s is an 
accomplished genre painting of great 
gaiety and charm. It bears the signa- 
ture of John O’Brien Inman, A. N. A. 
(1828-1896), the son of the artist 
Henry Inman, and was_ probably 
painted shortly after his return to the 
City of his birth in 1878, following 
a sojurn of twelve years in Paris, 
Rome and London. It shows a de- 
cided French influence in the treat- 
ment of the figures and makes a fine 
contribution to the New York scene 
of the period.

Beeson Museum, 
Becoming Shrine of West 


An article in the Dodge City, Kas., 
Daily Globe, states. that Beeson mu- 
seum in South Dodge has grown too 
large for its present quarters and a 
new building is to be erected to 
house the historical treasures of the 
early days of Dodge City and the 
southwest, according to Merritt L. 
Beeson who has operated the muse- 
um for the last 18 years. 

A former office..building at the 
Dodge City army air base was being 
moved to the new museum site 
recently. It will serve as living 
quarters and a fire-proof structure 
100x386 feet in size is to be built to 
house the historical relics, Mr. 
Beeson said. 

The new museum site is just west 
of highway K45 at the extreme 
south end of Second avenue. 

The Beeson museum was started in 
1932 and in the years since then an 
enormous amount of material has 
been collected. Operated by Mr. and 
Mrs. Beeson and their daughter, 
Irene, the museum provides a fas- 
cinating study of local history. 

Only about half of the material on 
hand can be displayed in the present 
space available, Mr. Beeson says. 
More than 3,000 photographs per- 
taining to early-day history of the 
area are included in the museum’s 


material. Over a six-year period end- 


ing about 10 years ago Mr. Beeson 
compiled detailed written data on 
early Dodge City history. The ma- 
terial totals more than 2,000 single- 
spaced typewritten pages, even 
though it covers only the period up 
to 1887. 

_ All of the work is based on records, 
including newspaper files, county re- 
cords and various other sources. A 
card index with more than 5,000 en- 
tries and _ representing more than 
200 names has been compiled on the 
material. 

Photographs of all sheriffs ana 
postmasters as well as pictures of 
many of the persons who figured in 
the city’s early history are included 
in the museum’s material. 

In the Beeson museum. persons in- 
terested in local history can see such 
things as the Delmonico hotel re- 
gister which Bat Masterson signed 
when he last visited Dodge City vu 
October 17, 1887, a piano which was 
played for several years in the Long

Friends, seeing the array of 
historical’ relics, would comment on 
them, the word was spread and fre- 
quently other persons would give the 
Beesons some relic they had to add 
to the collection.

Lincoln and Telegraphy 


In the first of an intensely inter- 
esting series of articles on the United 
States military telegraph corps in 
the days of Lincoln, published in the 
May “Century”, Mr. David Homer 
Bates says: “Abraham Lincoln has 
been studied from almost:every point 
of view, but it is a notable fact that 
none of his biographers has ever ser- 
iously considered that branch of the 
service with which Lincoln was in 
daily personal touch for four years— 
the military telegraph; for, during 
the Civil War, the President spent 
more of his waking hours in the War 
Department telegraph office than in 
any other place except the White 
House. While in the telegraph office 
he was comparatively free from of- 
ficial cares and, therefore, more in- 
clined to disclose his natural traits 
and disposition. During the last four 
years of Mr. Lincoln’s all too brief 
public career, even until the day be- 
fore his tragic ending, the writer was 
most fortunate in being able to see 
him and talk with him daily, and us- 
ually several times a day; for he vis- 
ited the War Department telegraph 
office regularly, morning, afternoon 
and evening, to receive the latest 
news from the front. His tall, home- 
ly form could be seen crossing the 
well-shaded lawn between the White 
House and the War Department with 
unvaried regularity. In cool weather 
he invariably wore a gray plaid shawl 
thrown over his shoulders in careless 
fashion, and, upon entering the tele- 
graph office, he would always hang 
his shawl over the top of the high 
screen door ouening into Secretary 
Stanton’s room, adjoining. This door 
was nearly always open. He seldom 
failed to come over late in the even- 
ing before retiring, and when return- 
ing to the White House after dark,

New York Water Power 


At Albany last week, Senator Ful- 
ler and Assemblyman O’Brien intro- 
duced by request a bill urging the 
State Water Supply Commission to 
devise plans for the progressive de- 
velopment of the water powers of the 
State for public use under State 
ownership and control. The commis- 
sion is to adopt regulations govern- 
ing the use of the water powers and 
prevent a monopoly thereof. It is to 
proceed at once to gather all possible 
information relating to these ‘water 
powers, and to present a preliminary 
report to the Governor and the Legis- 
lature next January and a final re- 
port to the Governor a year lIater. 
The sum of $50,000 is appropriated. 
A statement given out in connection 
with the bill sets forth that it “was 
drafted for and in accordance with 
the views of the Committee on For- 
ests of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation.”

“Four thousand years ago dark- 
eyed Egyptian misses ‘vamped’ their 
men with powder, rouge, mascara 
and lipstick. They even painted their 
nails,’”’ wrote Hope Johnson in an in- 
formative article in the New York 
World-Telegram and Sun, recently. 
Continuing, Miss Johnson said in

. “All of which ‘would seem to indi- 
cate there’s nothing very new in 
the world of cosmetics, except for 
one fact: It’s taken a good part of 
the intervening four thousand years 
for that handbag essential of today, 
the compact, to evolve. The first 
powder compact was manufactured 
less than 100 years ago. 

“Back when Cleopatra was making 
history, the proper place for her ex- 
quisite cosmetic containers of finest 
alabaster and ivory was under the 
bed. However, some surviving pic- 
tures show Egyptian glamour girls 
with beauty boxes beside their chairs, 
ready for a last minute bit of prim- 
ing and powdering. 

“Greek and Roman courtesans ad- 
ded their bit to the art of make-up. 
Nero, himself, used cosmetics. Cru- 
saders brought back rare cosmetics 
to their ladies.

century courts of France, England 
and Spain. 

“But, although courtiers had long 
found it useful to carry their snuff, 
scissors and combs in exquisite boxes, 
it was not until 1860 that the first 
powder compact was made, _ in 
France, by the Dorin Co. This firm 
had been manufacturing powder and 
rouge for the French court since 
1750. 

“The first compacts were simple, 
unhinged, round and oval boxes of 
paper. More elaborate ones were de- 
corated with velvet and silk. Eventu- 
ally, compacts became known as 
“dorins.” During World War I, the 
U. S. government’s excise tax law 
referred to compacts as ‘dorins.’ 

“Almost as soon as the compact 
was introduced in Europe it was ex- 
ported to America, where face pow- 
der was still considered a rather 
dashing thing to use. Actresses were 
the main consumers. Previous to the 
advent of ‘dorins,’ American women 
who used powder had brought pellets 
of hard powder and scrapped the de- 
sired amount off as needed. 

“Maurice Levy is credited with 
making the first metal compacts to 
be sold in the United States. These 
appeared in 1917 when powder was 
just beginning to be more generally 
accepted as part of a lady’s toilette. 
They ‘were made of brass, were un- 
hinged, and cost about 50 cents. 

Today’s woman carries in her 
handbag practically as much make- 
up as Cleopatra had in her bedroom. 
Ask any man.” 


SIMPLEX CASH 
REGISTER 


Patented 1868 
By J. T. LOVETT 


This interesting forerunner of our 
modern day cash register ‘was re- 
cently discovered in the loft of an 
old Central New Jersey barn. 

Operational Procedure: “The bot- 
tom drawer is opened by placing the 
fingers, under the drawer pull, in a 
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specific combination of levers, said 
combination being known only to the 
operator. The drawer being thus 
opened, the operator takes there- 
from sufficient marbles to drop in 
appropriate round holes at the top 
ot the register — corresponding in 
amount to the purchase being then 
completed. 

“'he marbles roll down inclines, 
each tripping a desired figure, 
whereupon the purchase total pops 
into view ‘behind the glass panel at 
the top of the register. After the 
purchase price is thus indicated, the 
bottom drawer is again tripped, and 
a loud gong sounds. 

“At the close of business each day, 
the total amount of purchases is 
ascertained by reading the figures 
immediately above the top marbles 
in each slot inside the register.”

Schoolmaster’s Bell

This bell is more than 200° years 
old and was first used in a Chinese 
Temple by the Priest, who carried 
the bell through the aisles ringing it 
and sprinkling Holy water from the 
bowl-part of the bell in one of the 
ceremonies. There is a dragon carved 
on the front to keep away the 
evil spirits. If you want to ring this 
bell, press the knob at the top and 
the bell rings at the bottom. 

Later this bell became the old 
schoolmaster’s bell. He put his hand 
underneath the jack at the top of the 
long stem and carried it round the 
room to bring order in the school 
room. When the students did not be- 
have they were sprinkled with this, 
now, unholy water.

Dick stopped and looked from house 
to house. . . “Brother,” said Dick, 
“what’s going on here? Why so 
many candles burning in windows?” 
The brother shook his head and in- 
timated that he did not know, leav- 
ing Dick perplexed. As they reached 
an old stone arch which was the 
gateway to the village proper, Dick 
was amazed to see the top of the 
arch literally covered with burning 
tallow dips and not a soul about. 
Dick said, “What is this for?” 
pointing at the lights, and looked 


searchingly at his brother. The lat- . 


ter looked up with a smile on his 
face and a tear in his eye and said, 
“T guess it’s for you, Dick. The 
folks want to show you how wel- 
come you are at home.” This simple 
honest tribute to the wanderer’s re- 
turn unnerved him completely and 
he sobbed in his brother’s arms in 
gratitude to the kind hearts and 
appreciation of their sincere wel- 
come. As they passed through the 
arch, on each side of the street ev- 
ery window held flaming candles. 
Soon the brothers reached the gate 
of the old home. Not a light of any 
description was seen about the 
house. Dick’s heart almost stopped 
beating. He grasped his brother’s 
arm with but one thought, “Mother, 
is she—” The brother assured him 
that mother was all right. “But 
why. is there no light about the 
house?” The brother took Dick’s 
arm and entered the gate. Instead 
of entering the front door, he 
walked Dick around to the garden 
at the back of the house. The broth- 
er spoke quite loud, “Welcome home, 
Dick,” and, as if by magic, lights 


sprang up from candles, lanterns 


and rushes, and over a_ hundred 
voices started to sing, “We Shall 
Meet at the Fountain,” the hymn 
made famous in Cornwall by little 
baby Dick José. . . 


During the two summer months 
that Dick remained in Cornwall he 
was lionized by all. Night after 
night meetings were arranged, and 
Dick was forced to do more singing 
in his two months visit than he 
ever had to do in two years in 
America, and today it is one of the 
most pleasant memories of his old 
home. As the time drew near for 
Mr. José to leave for America to 
fulfill his theatrical engagements, 
he did not know how to break the 
news to his mother, and Dick’s 
brother pleaded for him to say noth- 
ing. The last night, ere his depart- 
ure for America, he and his mother 
sat side by side at the fireplace, 
with no light but the glow from the 
fire upon their faces, while Dick’s 
sister sat on the floor at one side 
and the brother on the other, and 
Dick sang “Silver Threads Among 
the Gold” and other songs to them. 
In reailty Dick was saying a last 
good-bye to the dear soul. After he 
had kissed her good night and she 
had retired to sleep, the brothers 
sat in almost silence until two in 
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the morning, when Dick tip-toed to 
his mother’s bedroom door for a 
look at the dear one, and then si- 
lently stole from the house. 


A strange coincidence regarding 
the above episode in producing the 
photoplay, “Silver Threads Among 
the Gold,” was that the author knew 
nothing of the parting scene de- 
scribed here, and in fact did not 
even have in his manuscript the 
last scene of “Silver Threads” as it 
now stands. It came as an inspira- 
tion. Mr. José did not mention a 
word in regard to the scene, but 
after the photoplay was finished 
and projected on the screen at a 
private showing, when the last 
scene came on, in which he sings to 
his wife in the play and the boy 
and girl, Mr. José’s head dropped 
forward and he saw no more of the 
picture that day. The lights went 
up and the spectators were con- 
gratulating the producers. Someone 
walked over to Mr. José, who still 
sat with lowered head, and said, 
“Well, Dick, it’s a fine picture.” 
Mr. José did not answer. He was 
in tears. The following day he said 
to the author and producer of the 
story, “Some power was hovering 
over you when you put that scene 
in the play.” That is how the writer 
learned of Mr. José’s last good-bye 
to his mother. 

The biographical information con- 
cerning Mr. José in the Kanr Journal 
ends with the following statement: 


Every line written here regarding 

Mr. José’s life is absolutely honest 
and sincere facts, and came direct 
from the lips of this truly great 
_artist. .. Mr. José is still a young 
man, scarcely 43 years old. Two 
years ago his silvery hair was as 
black as a raven’s wing. He was 
playing an engagement in a New 
York theater when a heavy iron- 
bound drop fell from the “flies” of 
the theater, hitting him on the head 
and laying it open from the brow 
to the back. After it was sewed up 
by the doctor and the bandages 
placed on it, he was taken to a hos- 
pital, where he lay between life and 
death for many weeks. When the 
bandages were taken off Mr. José’s 
hair was silver white. 

Since the publication from which 
the foregoing was quoted was issued 
in 1915, it would appear that the ac- 
cident from which the great counter- 
tenor suffered so much occurred in 
1918, “two years ago.” However, Mr. 
José’s widow says he was injured in 
1905, and she certainly ought to know. 
She also says that all his brothers and 
sisters are dead.

“Fish is a well known religious 
symbol, sacred to Ishtar, Venus, Isis, 
Aphrodite and other feminine deities. 

“Piscatorial motifs are very fre- 
quently met with on ancient temples 
and coins, and are not uncommon in 
symbology of India, one of the princi- 
pal designs being that of the god Vish- 
nu emerging from the mouth of a 
great fish, a similar incident being re- 
corded in the Bible depicting the story 
of ‘Jonah and the Whale.’

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“The fish was a symbol of Friga, 
Nordic goddess of nuptials, from 
whom the name of Friday is derived. 
That is why most people eat fish on 
Fridays. 

“In the Christian religion the fish 
is the symbol of Christ, its name in 
Greek—ICHTOS—forming the first 
letters to the words Christ and son of 
God and Saviour. In catacombs were 
left many fish symbols and the Pope 
of Rome is called the ‘Good Fisher- 
man,’ also to mention the ancient pap- 
al seal ring called ‘Fisherman’s Ring’ 
with the representation of St. Peter 
and the apostles in a boat fishing 
with nets. 

“Love charms were often in the 
form of fish, and in some cases they 
were used as spice boxes to hold love 
potions. Some very, very elaborate 
ones had precious jewels in their 
eyes.” 

In later years, the flexing fish was 
filled with pomander and hung in car- 
riages. The aroma served the same 
purpose as incense. As the carriages 
traversed some of the muddy streets 
the silver objects moved back and 
forth offsetting the odors from with- 
out.

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CAMEO CUTTE 


Nearly every woman owns a cameo 
or has admired a cameo brooch or 
ring owned by some older member of 
her family. Failing that, many have 
received gifts of modern cameos, 
either purchased in American shops 
or brought back from abroad by a 
relative or friend, and nearly every 
museum has a collection of cameos 
and intaglios which once formed a 
part of some famous collection. Pos- 
sibly the best known of these last is 
the well known Marlboro Gem in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, a 
black and white sardonyx depicting 
the Marriage of Cupid and Psyche, 
which cost the Museum a fabulous 
sum, and was copied by Wedgwood in 
his jasper pottery. 

Very little is known of the history 
of these small ornaments, which are 
supposed to date back to earliest 
history, but perhaps the first thing to 
consider is, what is a cameo? A 
cameo in the tme sense of the word, 
is a carving from one piece of stone 
or shell, usually cut from two tay- 
ers of the material but sometimes 
from three or even four layers. 
Banded agate or onyx and most 
shells show two colors in the shell as 
you cut through them, or several 
colors in the stones. Taking a suit- 
able piece of stone or shell, the artist 
will cut away one layer, usually the 
white, to form his design, leaving the 
darker color for the background of 
what will be a perfect little bas re- 
lief when finished. Sometimes cam- 
eos are cut from a single color, as of 
amethyst or malachite, and they 
have been copied in glass, tortoise- 
shell, and even jet and rubber, and 
glass. 

Many famous people have been in- 
terested in cameos and their makers 
and the famous ring given by Queen 
Elizabeth of England to The Duke of 
Essex was a turquoise cameo por- 
trait of the queen. Queen Victoria 
of England was also greatly inter- 
ested in cameos, gave away cameos 
and paisley shawls to those wnom 
she wished to honor, and formed a 
fine collection of her own. 

It would naturally follow, then, 
that the “Victorian Age” was also 
the age of the cameo in America and 
careful research has brought to light 
the hitherto almost unknown fact 
that many American sculptors and 
artists were cameo cutters in the ear- 
ly stages of their careers. The New 
York Historical Society lists a por- 
trait of Theodore Allen, cut in 1835,

by an unknown artist among its col- 
lection of portraits, and in all proba- 
bility this was by an American. This 
Society also lists a cameo portrait 
of William Cullen Bryant, also by an 
unknown artist. 

When I first began to buy cameos 
I naturally wanted to know some- 
thing about them — when were they 
made, who made them, and where? 
A “Portfolio” published in 1900 by 
Cyril Davenport, R. A., a book “En- 
graved Gems” by Duffield Osborn, 
and two books on engraved gems by 
Dr. C. W. King proved most disap- 
pointing as they listed and described 
mostly antique intaglios, which are 
usually cut in a single layer of stone 
and are cameos in reverse, as it were, 
the figure being incised and not re- 
lief. All these books passed the 
nineteenth century with a few words 
saying that the art had fallen into 
disuse, and it was not until I found a 
little book by Howard M. Chapin of 
Providence, Rhode Island, that I 
gained any knowledge of modern 
cameos, and that was very little. 

Accordingly, I decided to make a 
thorough investigation an my own 
behalf and poring over early Boston 
directories and reading biographies 
has brought gratifying results which 
have convinced me that cameo cut- 
ting was not brought to America 
from foreign shores, but was in real- 
ity an Early American Art. 

John C. King was found in Boston 
directories from 1840 to 1879. Born 
in Ayshire, Scotland, Ging came to 
America in 1830 and was_ superin- 
tendent in a factory in Louisville, 
Kentucky until 1836, at which time 
be began modeling busts and medal- 
lions. In 1840 he came to Boston and 
established himself as a cameo cut- 
ter and sculptor, where he remained 
until his death. 

Peter Stephenson wrote of himself 
in 1853 that he was born in a village 
of Yorkshire, England in 1823, com- 
ing to America as a child of four 
years. After the death of his father 
in 1835 he went to Buffalo to work 
with his brother as a watchmaker, 
and in 1839 began cutting cameos, 
finding they met with a ready sale. 
Coming to Boston in 1843 he “set to 
work with all my might” and by 
1845 had earned enough money to 
take him to Rome where he studied 
for nineteen months. Stephenson 
was very successful in his work both 
as sculptor and cameo cutter and it 
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was a matter of great regret that he 
died in late 1859 or early 1860. 

Several authors have each written 
a little of Margaret E. Foley, whose 
birthplace and date of birth are alike 
unknown. Coming to Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts, from New Hampshire or 
Vermont, she worked for some time 
between the years of 1840 and 1848 
in one of the mills in that city, where 
she attracted attention by cutting 
cameos and figures on the spindles 
and bits of wood or anything she 
could carve. Later she taught for a 
short period in Westford Academy 
where her habit of cutting cameos in 
and out of season was not appreciated. 
Coming to Boston she established 
a studio here and exhibited cameos 
and sculptures at the Centenniel 
Exhibition in Philadelphia in 1876. 
Shortly after she went to Rome and 
died in the Austrian Tyrol in 1877. 

Another woman _ sculptor and 
cameo cutter of whom very little is 
known was a Mrs. Dubois of New 
York who reported in 1853 that she 
had taken over thirty likenesses and 
had completed many copies of well 
known subjects. 

No cameos cut by Mrs. Dubois are 
known but Chapin said in his mono- 
graph that it was supposed that the 
same likeness of William Cullen 
Bryant in the New York Historical 
Society’s collection was cut by Mar- 
garet Foley. 

The Essex Institute in Salem, 
Massachusetts, has two cameos cut 
by Miss Louisa Lander, a native of 
that city, born September 1, 1826, 
and dying November 14, 1923. These 
are both fanciful scenes and have 
never been mounted. 

The other women cutters were 
mentioned in The South Carolina 
Rice Plantation published in 1945, in 
a quotation from a letter from 
Robert F. W. Allston to his wife. 
Mr. Allston says that he saw at a 
fair, supposed to have been the fair 
of the South Carolina Institute, held 
about 1851, “Specimens of native 
cameo carved out of Sea Shells by 
the Miss- Withers”. These ladies 
were named Caroline and Cornelia 
and Caroline was a painter of minia- 
tures.’ They were native South Caro- 
linians but lived in Philadelphia for 
a time. Miss Emma B. Richardson 
of the Charleston Museum, who most 
kindly directed my attention to them, 
said she was unable to find any 
further information or any trace of 
these cameos. 

Miss Anna Wells Rutledge of the 
Baltimore Historical Society copied 
part of an article in the Charleston, 
South Carolina Courier for May 25, 
1859, describing “Bolles’ Temple of 
Art” and particularly shell portrait 
cameos of Dr. J. Bellinger and A. H. 
Hayden, Esq. These cameos have not 
yet been traced nor has any further 
information about Mr. Burrell, the 
carver, come to light. 

The possession of six lava cameos, 
each with the name of J. A. Green- 
ough, Boston, Mass., caused me to 
try to identify J. A. Greenough, who 
does not appear to be related in any 
way to the sculptor. In a letter writ- 
ten to the Boston Athenaeum, dated 
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18th July, 1848, Greenough describes 
himself as a poor granite cutter by 
trade, who is desirous of obtaining 
orders for cameos. The six lava cam- 
eos referred to were all “fancy 
heads” but recently the writer picked 
up in a Boston pawnshop, a beauti- 
fully executed head of an unindenti- 
fied person, and later a _ portrait 
cameo of Wendell Phillips in the pos- 
session of the Bostonian Society was 
found to have engraved on the back 
the words “Executed by J. A. Green- 
ough, Boston, Mass., Aug. 1875, No. 
7 Tremont Row, Room 67”. It was 
not until 1879 that J. A. Greenough 
was listed in the Boston Directory as 
a cameo cutter. 

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
possesses two cameo portraits by J. 
C. King and a bracelet containing 
four large cameos. These are the 
portraits of William Morris Hunt, 
who as a young man studied cameo 
cutting with “a noted sculptor in 
Boston who was famous for his busts 
and his shell cameo portraits”, and 
his three brothers. They were prob- 
ably cut in the early 1860’s Hunt 
having been born in _ Brattleboro, 
Vermont, in 1842, and the record 
that “While a student, he made sev- 
eral cameo portraits of himself and 
his family.” 

In his book Howard W. Chapin de- 
scribes several cameos in his pos- 
session which were cut by George O. 
Annable of Providence. Chapin says 
that Annable was born about 1829 
and had a studio around 1850 in the 
Hoppin Building in Providence, 
Rhode Island. He exhibited at an ex- 
hibition by the Rhode Island Society 
for the Encouragement of Domestic 
Industry in 1851, receiving: the high- 
est prize. He cut numerous cameos 
listed by Chapin, and died in 1887. 

Erastus D. Palmer, later well 


known for his sculptures, opened a 


studio in Albany, New York, for cut- 
ting cameos and is said to have exe- 
cuted over two hundred portraits in 
cameo in the space of two years.. 
Launt Thompson came to this studio 
as a boy of fifteen and worked and 
lived with Mr. Palmer for nine years, 
cutting cameos and studying sculp- 
ture. The Albany Institute of His- 
tory and Art has about twenty casts 
of cameos cut by Palmer and one ori- 
ginal cameo by each Palmer and 
Thompson. 

These were all shell cameos and but 
one stone cameo cutter has been 
found in the person of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, who ‘was apprenticed 
to a stone cameo cutter in 1861, at 
the age of thirteen. Saint-Gaudens 
worked for this cutter, a Savoyard, 
by the name of Avet, in New York 
City for three years and then worked 
with a shell cameo cutter named Le 
Brethen for a further three years

before going to Paris in 1867 to 
study sculpture. In his Reminiscenc- 
es we are told by Saint-Gaudens that 
undoubtedly Avet was the first stone 
cameo cutter in America, although 
there had been numerous stone seal 
cutters before his Advent. Saint- 
Gaudens must have cut many thous- 
ands of cameos in America, France 
and Rome, but of these the portrait 
of William R. Bliss in the possession 
of the Boston Athenaeum and a few 
owned by the Saint-Gaudens family 
are the only ones whose location is 
known at present. 

Ball Hughes, an Englishman who 
came to America in 1829, was better 
known for his sculptures, but he ex- 
hibited cameos in the Boston Athen- 
aeum Exhibition in 1841 and the 
Athenaeum. possesses a cameo cut by 
him, which appears to be cut in stone. 

Besides Avet and LeBrethen there 
were various other commercial cut- 
ters in America between the years 
1840 and 1900, who furnished the 
jewelers with the fancy heads, repro- 
ductions of classical scenes, and 
landscapes, or possibly a hand hold- 
ing a bouquet of flowers which were 
so popular for feminine adornment, 
or men’s scarf pins or cuff links, 
do not appear to have been signed 
and any record has long since disap- 
peared. Although cameos have not 
been so popujar for personal adorn- 
ment since about 1890, there have 
been some to be found in the shops 
and it is probable that at no time 
has their execution been entirely dis- 
continued in America and -patient 
study should reveal many interesting 
facts concerning them. In 1941 a 
firm. started in New York with five 
cameo cutters, later increasing the 
number to twenty. Starting with 
shell cameos, they have diverted 
their efforts to stone cameos and 
have been very successful.

SOMETHING ABOUT CLOCKS 


In CHAMBER’S JOURNAL, December 3, 1859 


The desire to know the time of day 
seems to be as inherent in human na- 
ture as the desire to know other peo- 
ple’s business; and could the thing be 
done with equal facility, there is little 
doubt but that that large, benevolent, 
and public-spirited class of individuals 
who take so much pleasure in regulat- 
ing their neighbors’ characters and 
affairs, would find equal pleasure in 
regulating their clocks and watches; 
displaying the same praiseworthy in- 
genuity in finding a screw loose in 
the one as in the other. Consequently, 
we find that in all ages and in all 
countries of the world, mankind has 
made persevering efforts to possess 
himself of something which should 
enable him to form some idea as to 
how “the enemy’”—as old Father Time 
is profanely called—is progressing. 

In these days when electrical clocks 
in our large towns beat tick for tick 
with the great “regulator” at Green- 
wich—which is as much as to say that 
their unerring fingers keep pace sec- 
ond by second, minute by minute, and 
hour by hour, with that mighty time- 
keeper, the earth, in its axial rotation 
—when every man prides himself 
upon his own infallible “ticker,” and 
when angry husbands from “the city,” 
finding dinner fifteen minutes late, 
settle all disputes as to time by an 
appeal to their watches, “set that very 
day by the government time-ball in 
the Strand,” we can form no concep- 
tion of the troubles and perplexities 
of our forefathers in their crude at- 
tempts to “tell the creeping hours as 
they passed.” 

Ages probably before the invention 
of the sun-dial, as we now know it, its 
prototyne, the gnomon, had been set 
up on the plains of the east by those 
primitive astronomers, the Chaledean 
shepherds, who determined, with all 
the precision of which the first rude 
astronomical instrument was capable, 
the length of the day and of the year, 
and the position of the equinoxes and 
the solstices. 

The first machines, however, for 
measuring time, of which, we have 
any distinct and certain record, were 
the clepsydras, or water-clocks. Of the 
precise form in which they were 
made, we are ignorant; but we know 
that they all depended upon one prin- 
cible—namely, the dropping of water 
through an orifice of determinate size, 
the fall of the water indicating the 
time which had elapsed. They must 
have been extremely imperfect, inas- 
much as the rate at which the water 
dropped would be liable to constant 
variation from its constantly varying 
height and pressure. The clepsydra 
was most probably a Grecian inven- 
tion, and was introduced into Rome 
during the consulship of Pompey. In 
the latter place, it was used in a man- 


ner which might not unfrequently 
have its advantage in our own day. It 
would appear that the orators in their 
courts of justice were limited to a 
certain time for the delivery of their 
addresses, which time was indicated 
by the clepsydra; hence the expres- 
sion of Cicero, “latrare and clepsy- 
dram”—a mode of literally throwing 
cold water upon a speaker which could 
not fail of being appreciated by the 
audience. 

After the clepsydra came the hour- 
glass, a clumsy enough method of 
measuring time, which has, neverthe- 
less, become the conventional symbol 
of its passing away. 

Clocks, consisting of trains of 
wheels and weights, were probably not 
invented until the end of the twelfth 
century; they were almost invariably 
termed horologia. For a very long 
time, however, they continued very 
scarce, very expensive, and very im- 
perfect, and were almost entirely con- 
fined to the monasteries and some few 
cathedrals. Why the monasteries 
should have had a monopoly of them, 
it is hard to say, unless, indeed, they 
used them in the same moralizing spi- 
rit as the philosophical individual en- 
countered by the “melancholy Jac- 
ques” in the forest of Arden—and 
who is very unjustly designated a fool 


—who 
Drew a dial from his poke, 
And, looking on it with lacklustre eye, 
Says, very wisely: ‘It is ten o’clock; 
Thus may we sce,’ quoth he, ‘how the world wags: 
’Tis but an hour ago since it was nine; 
And after an hcur more, ’t will be eleven; 
And so, from hour to hour, we ripe and ripe, 
And then, from hour to hour, we rot and rot; 
And thereby hang: a tale!’ 


That these horologia, however, were 
used for other and more active pur- 
poses than pointing a moral upon the 
flight of time, we learn from a cer- 
tain book called Primaria Instituta 
Canonicorum Proemonstratenstum, in 
which—if any of our readers are cu- 
rious enough to consult it, which is 
hardly likely—they will find in the 
909th page, and in the best monkish 
Latin, full directions to the sacristan 
to regulate the horologium, and make 
it strike before matins, to arouse the 
sleepy brothers to prayers. Strange 
to say, however, this horologium dis- 
played wonderful alacrity in getting 
out of order, especially when the 
mornings were unusually cold, and the 
chapel unusually damp—cold and 
damp, it would appear, being inimical 
to the accurate performance of the 
horologium in those days. We read, 
however, of one enthusiastic monk, 
Peter Damiani by name, who had a 
method of measuring time peculiar to 
himself, for we are told that he “had 
a custom of singing to himself when- 
ever he wished to have a notion as to 
the quantity of time; that whenever 
the brightness of the sun or the posi- 
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tion of the stars was obscured by the 
weather, he might form a certain 
time-measurer by the quantity of 
psalmody he had accomplished.” 

Striking clocks must, we know, have 
been in use as early as the latter por- 
tion of the thirteenth century, for we 
find that Dante, who died in 1321, 
aged fifty-seven, makes allusion to 
them in his Paradiso. The earliest 
clock, of the construction of which we 
have positive information, was the 
great clock made for the palace of 
Charles V in Paris, by De Vick, a 
German; the Germans, by the way, 
seeming to have taken kindly to clock- 
making from the earliest times. In 
Dover Castle there is one still in ex- 
istence, bearing the date 1348, and 
which, therefore, in point of antiquity, 
takes precedence of the more cele- 
brated clock of De Vick. According to 
Blackstone and Sir Edward Coke, 
however, a clock was constructed in 
England at a much earlier date—in 
the sixteenth year of the reign of Ed- 
ward I, or about the year 1288. This 
clock is remarkable from having been 
constructed out of a fine of 800 
marks, imposed by the king upon the 
chief-justice of the King’s Bench, and 
was appropriately erected upon the 
law-courts of Westminster Hal] 
where for generations afterwards its 
strokes rang out a warning against 
all future malpractices. Upon its dial 
was written the appropriate inscrip- 
tion, “Discite justitiam moniti,”’ which 
may be seen to this day by the curious 
upon a sun-dial now facing the same 
Westminster Hall. 

There can be little doubt, however, 
that for a long time after the inven- 
tion of clocks and watches—for the 
latter followed close upon the heels of 
the former—they were extremely im- 
perfect, and of very little real value. 
They ought, in fact, to be regarded 
more as costly toys, than as really 
useful contrivances for measuring 
time. Up to the time of Shakespeare, 
at any rate, they must have been very 
imperfect instruments indeed, for do 
we not find him making that “merry 
mad-cap lord,” Biron, in Love’s Labor 
Lost, profanely institute a comparison 
between the women and the clocks of 
his day: 

And I, forsooth, im love? I, that have been love's 
A aomtnaniine pedant o’er the boy; 

What? I! I tove! I sue! I seek a wifel 

A woman, that is like a German clock, 

Still a-repairing; ever out of frame; 

And never going aright—being a watch, 

But being watched that it may still go right! 
We trust the ladies will be induced to 
pardon the above highly reprehensible 
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sentiments, when we remind them 
that they were uttered by one who 
had passed his life in railing at love; 
who owns himself to have been “a 
very beadle to a humorous sigh;” and 
who at last, by an act of retributive 
justice, finds himself pierced through 
and through—in short, “quite van- 
quished”—by the soft glances of the 
gentle Rosaline! Could my lord, how- 
ever, have lived to the present’ time, 
he would have found a wonderful ref- 
ormation in clocks and watches—that 
the comparison now would really be a 
compliment, and a just one—and, ex- 
cepting an occasional disposition to go 
too much upon tick, and to strike 
when they ought not, he would have 
found that the one could be as true 
and as constant as the other, and 
stand as little in need of regulating. 

There was one thing, however, 
which was wanting in all clocks made 
up to this period, without which they 
could be of very little real service— 
namely, the pendulum. The origin of 
its invention is well known: the great 
Galileo, happening one day to be ina 
ehurch at Pisa, was struck with the 
isochronous vibrations of a chande- 
lier, suspended by a long chain from 
the roof, and immediately conceived 
the idea of employing the pendulum 
as a regulator for clocks. By this 
isochronism of the pendulum is meant 
that peculiar property or disposition 
which it possesses to vibrate arcs of 
different lengths, provided that none 
of them be large, in the same space of 
time. It is this property which gives 
to the pendulum its peculiar value, 
and is a result of the well-known law 
of gravitation. 
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Although Galileo was undoubtedly 
the first to perceive the isochronism 
of the pendulum, Huygens previously 
investigated its properties mathemati- 
cally, and published to the world the 
valuable results of his investigations; 
and we are further inclined to believe, 
although there are several claimants 
for this honor, that he was also the 
first to apply the pendulum to regu- 
late the motion of a clock-train. 

The degree of accuracy with which 
clocks and chronometers are now 
made to perform is something mar- 
vellous. In Queen Elizabeth’s time, a 
watch, which, by the way, was about 
the size of a dessert plate, would sel- 
dom go for more than a few hours, 
and that only after a fashion of its 
own. When, about the sixteenth cen- 
tury, Philip of Spain offered a reward 
of 100,000 crowns for a chronometer 
which should go sufficiently well to 
enable navigators to determine the 
longitude at sea, we find Morin, in 
speaking of it to Cardinal Richelieu, 
saying: “I know not what such an 
undertaking would be even to the 
devil himself, but to man it would un- 
doubtedly be the height of folly!” 
Now, it is by no means an uncommon 
thing for a chronometer to go for 
months without an error of more than 
a second, whilst the performance of 
our best astronomical clocks surpasses 
even this wonderful precision. The 
perfection to which chronometers are 
now brought makes them extremely 
valuable to navigators for discovering

Rare Dolls On Exhibition In Boston 


There is a rare treat in prospect 
for all doll lovers when the collection 
of dolls which Mrs. Henry P. Ken- 
dall, Massachusetts, has assembled 
for her daughter, Helen, will be ex- 
hibited at Bonwit Teller’s in Boston 
for two weeks beginning May 15th. 

No doll collector should miss this 
exhibition, for the Kendall collection 
is extraordinary in that there are 
none of the commonplace, run-of-the- 
mill dolls. Each doll is an outstand- 
ing example of its kind. 


Mrs. Kendall is a veteran collector, 
having previously aided her husband 
in assembling a very comprehensive 
collection of old whaling material 
which until recently was at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

She has also made a most out- 
standing collection of material per- 
taining to the early history of flight. 
This collection is now at Amherst 
College. 

The origin of the doll collection is 
interesting. It began with the dis- 
covery, in an old New England attic, 
of nine antique dolls, ranging from 
an early wooden type to a fine 
French fashion doll. Included in 
this group was an exceptionally well- 
made doll body. The search for a 
suitable head for this body led to the 
assembling of this outstanding col- 
lection. 

Profiting by previous experiences 
in the field of collecting, Mrs. Ken- 
dall chose only those dolls which were 
rare, unique or for some reason dis- 
tinguished. 


There is a sizable group of Queen 
Anne dolls wearing the beautiful old 
brocades and interesting printed cot- 
tons of their period. These costumes 
will repay close inspection by those 
who are interested in early textiles. 


There are several dolls with carved 
wooden heads. Illustration No. 1 
shows a very handsome pair of these. 
They are thirty-two inches tall and 
are elaborately costumed in the 
fashion of their period — the 1830’s. 


The papier mache type is well re- 
presented. Many of them have the 
desirable high and flaring headdress 
and all have unusual and interesting 
hair-dos. Mrs. Kendall has _ been 
fortunate in acquiring so many of 
the hard-to-find large ones — thirty- 
two inches and taller. 


Illustration No. 2 shows two choice 
dolls from this group. The one on 
the left was made in the 1840’s. She 
is twenty-eight inches tall and is 
gowned in embroidered India muslin 
of the period. The one on the right 
is thirty-two inches tall and wears 
an old gown of the Empire (1810) 
although the doll herself is 1830. 


The group of Pedlar dolls will be 
a delight to the collector of minia- 
turia as well as to the doll collector. 

These small wooden, wax, papier 
maché or china dolls, dressed in the 
habit of the English Peddler — long 
cape, frequently bright red, bonnet, 
cap and apron — carry in shallow 
baskets or trays suspended from 
their shoulders the most astonishing 
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array of tiny household wares. 


These were in no sense childrens’ 
toys but were made by clever-tingered 
ladies as exhibitions of exquisite 
needlework, knitting and other crafts. 
Fine old Pedlars are among the most 
difficult dolls to come by and any 
ene of this rather numerous group 
would be considered the high spot 
of any doll collection. 


Another interesting group is made 
up of dolls in patriotic costumes of 
the 1860’s. Of this kind of doll there 
is but meagre information. We have 
a record of some of them being made 
by church groups and raffled off to 
raise money for the Sanitary Com- 
mission, the fore-runner of the Red 
Cross. They, in turn, provided com- 
forts for the soldiers. These dolls 
come on the market infrequently and 
are usually dressed in the costume 
of “The Daughter of the Regiment”. 
Here you will see an unusual one 
dressed as “Columbia” and another 
made as a door-stop, as well as some 
in the more usual costume. 


The French fashionable dolls are a 
feast for eyes of the fashion-minded 
with their beautiful faces and their 
chic Parisian gowns. ‘Their costumes 
are examples of the height of ele- 
gance in the 1780’s and are as intri- 
cately cut and draped, bustled and 
ruffled as were the gowns of the 
ladies dressed by the great dress- 
making houses of Paris. Their cos- 
tume accessories — jewels, fans, par- 
asols, handbags, etc.—were all faith- 
ful copies of those worn by the lady 
of fashion. 


lliustration No. 3 shows two un- 
usually fine French dolls. The one 
on the left is twenty-six inches tall 
and is remarkable for her exquisite 
bisque head. She has an elaborately 
moulded hair arrangement, glass eyes 
and a_ swivel neck. She wears an 
original Paris gown. The doll on the 
right is the more conventional French 
type but is notable for her size — 27 
inches — and for her beautiful and 
expressive face. 


Space does not allow the catalog-. 
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of dolls but all the best are repre- 
sented and there are many which 
seem to be completely unique. 

Visiting this exhibition will be ed- 
ucational experience for the student 
of textiles and fashions as well as 
for veteran doll collectors. This ex- 
hibit will be the only occasion upon 
which these dolls may be seen. 

The exhibition has been arranged 
as a hospital benefit by the Board of 
Lady Visitors of the Boston Lying-in 
Hospital. Mrs. Kendall is a member 
of the Board of Lady Visitors. All 
doll collectors are urged to see this 


truly outstanding collection, as it will.

Collectors’ Items

But there’s 
a wide assortment available if you 
want to start from scratch. There 
are rubber boots and raincoats, rol- 
ler skates on shoes, rubber panties 
and baby shoes. 

“Today’s doll has personality. One 
firm has gone so far as to produce 
a doll made to the likeness of its 
prospective owner by copying a 
photograph in designing the face. 

“One factory maintains a staff of 
designers for doll clothes and hair 
arrangements. There are _ pattern 
=" and seamstresses on the

“Novelty makers have turned out 
doll nursery furniture and doll high 


chairs. One company is offering a 
juvenile homemaker a wind-up wash- 
ing machine so she can wash her 
own doll’s diapers. 

“You can buy the doll itself for 
anywhere from 69 cents to more 
than $100. The most popular range 
in ‘fine dolls’ is said to be around 
$10 to $15. And their accessories 
run from less than a dime to as high 
as you want to go.

BEADS

have come down to us. These beads 
had to be worked by hand and rubbed 
and chipped into shape. The ingen- 
unity of man and his artistic bent can 
be seen in the variety of the shapes 
and in the coloring of the clay, dif- 
ferent colors being used in their pro- 
duction. Sometimes the specimens 
were inlaid with choice stones yielded 
by Mother Earth before they were 
dried and baked. 

The museums of the world will 
substantiate this. In the National 
Museum of Scotland, Edinburg, there 
are examples of old paste beads 
beautifully decorated with a yellow 
substance. The Egyptian tombs, the 
graves of the Lake Dwellers in 
Switzerland reveal beads of stone, 
jet, and clay. 

That beads were eagerly fashioned 
from glass is evidenced in specimens 
that have come down to us through 
the years. And today the making of 
glass is one of the important mamv- 
facturing industries of the world. By 
the aid of cutting machinery, some 
products have been turned out that 
resemble the careful work of the 
lapidist. Before World War II, Ven- 


manufacturers are making - 
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ice was best known as the center of 
the bead making industry of the 
world. The beads were made by ma- 
chine and then strung by hand by 
women workers of the city, some of 
them being so adept that their record 
showed the stringing of two million 
beads a day. 

The making of beads for use in re- 
ligious purposes is one other phase 
of the head industry that time and 
space does not permit us to dwell 
upon here. It would take far more 
space than is now at our disposal to 
cover the many beautiful objects of 
gold, jet, amber, coral, that have 
been turned out with a religious mo- 
tive, down through the years.

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Good Queen Anne, the last of the 
unhappy Stuarts in England, who 
reigned from 1702 to 1714, has been 
remembered for her kind deeds to 
others. Posterity can thank her for 
the doll house which was placed on 
display in the South Kensington 
Museum in London many years ago. 


This doll house, which measures 
about eight feet high and six feet 
wide, was presented by Queen Anne 
to a daughter of the Archbishop of 
York. The Queen was the mother of 
several children; however, all of 
them died in infancy or childhood, 
and she seemed to lavish gifts on 
other children to compensate for the 
absence of her own. 


The little Yorkshire girl enjoyed 
the wonderful doll house, complete 
with the furniture and furnishings 
of the age. She and her companions 
played with it, and though it received 
lots of attention during the years 
when she was growmg up, the care 
lavished on it preserved it well

enough for its safe keeping in a mu- 
seum after she was through with it. 

Only a few scattered doll houses 
from the seventeenth century remain 
today. These few are in good con- 
dition, for most of them probably 
belonged to adults rather than chil- 
dren. A complete doll’s house made 
in 1631 by Anna Kaferlin of Nurn- 
berg was exhibited for pay only, 
much as some famous modern doll’s 
houses are exhibited throughout the 
country for the benefit of charity. 

There were master dollmakers and 
numerous doll-manufacturing shops 
in Nurnberg during the eighteenth 
century. Great care was lavished on 
the houses to make them accurate 
copies of contemporary interiors, and 
they contribute much valuable in- 
formation regarding the homes of 
those long ago days. The rather 
plain rooms in this Queen Anne doll 
house are not especially attractive 
from a modern viewpoint, but they 
are important because of their his- 
terical accuracy.

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BUTTON NOTES 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


I have been re-reading “A Certain Dr. Thorndyke” 
by R. Austin Freeman. In this excellent detective-ad- 
venture story, one of the characters, Mr. Wampole, is 
a button collector. (He is also a villain, and his buttons, 
among other things, lead to his discovery and downfall.) 

But despite his lack of ethics, his ideas as a collec- 
tor were sound. On page 224, Dr. Thorndyke remarks 
that a button collector has comparatively few competi- 
tors, — (the story, laid in England, was published in 
1928) and adds that, to him, buttons are more interest- 


ing than some of the other subjects so eagerly sought.

To which Mr. Wampole replies: 

“TI entirely agree with you, sir... . It is the com- 
mon things that are best worth collecting—the things 
that are common now will be rare in a few years’ time. 
But the collector who has no imagination neglects 
things until they have become rare and precious. ‘hen 
he buys at a high price what he could have got a few 
years previously for nothing. Look at these old gilt 
buttons. I got them from an old-established tailor who 
was clearing out his obsolete stock. Unfortunately, he 
had thrown away most of them and nearly all the steel 
button dies. I just managed to rescue these few and one 
or two dies, which I have at home. They are of no 
value now, but when the collectors discover the interest 
of old buttons, they will be worth their weight in gold. 
I am collecting all the old buttons I ran get hold of.” * 

If Mr. Freeman could have lived to see the present 
popularity of Button Collecting, he would have had 
reason to congratulate himself upon this prophetic par- 


agraph!

A Button Collector is always “button conscious.” 
Pictures or references which might escape the attention 
of the average reader leap to the collector’s eye; and 
any mention of buttons wherever found, receives im- 
mediate attention. It is as if the word “button” were 
a talisman, as buttons themselves have been, in the past. 

“ Then You Came” **, by Ann Bridge, is a 
strange and unusual story, with the scene laid in Scot- 
land. The hero’s family is somewhat disturbed when the 
hero gives the heroine one of The Buttons, as they are 
always called. Made of silver and semi-spherical in 
shape, The Buttons were worn by an ancestor, who fell 
at Culloden. After the battle, they were cut from his 
coat by the loyal servant who buried him, and were 
returned to his family. The fact that the coat had 
previously been worn for a short time by “Bonnie Prince 
Charlie” added still more lustre to The Buttons. Part- 
ing with one of them was an almost unheard of thing 
to do, and a measure of the young man’s devotion. 

Buttons of this type and period served a triple need: 
they decorated the coat (and perhaps even buttoned 
it!); they could be cut off and used as money, in a 
Pinch; or, if necessary, they could be employed as bul- 
lets, to shoot a witch, since a leaden bullet (as everyone 
knows) is useless for this particular purpose. 

_Whenever I come across a _ semi-spherical silver 
button that could be old, I wonder if it may not have 
some such history behind it. If I couldn’t speculate 
about buttons this way, they would lose half their 
charm!

This gentle- 
man was decorated with beads, chains and; shells; he 
wore also a necklace of large, two-holed mother-of- 
pearl buttons, which were bought in the Arab Market.

(Just 
think how popular a Button Collector ‘would be, among 
the Koalib Nubas!)

I have just made a Button Box, — a modern adap- 
tation of an old idea. You are all familiar with those 
“ornaments” of sixty years ago, which were made by 
covering a vase, pitcher or picture-frame with putty. 
Buttons and other small, incongruous objects were 
pressed into the putty, and the whole thing was then 
gilded, varnished or painted over—usually with results 
which were far from artistic (to put it mildly!) 

But my Button Box is different. I used all types of 
buttons except black ones, and arranged them sym- 
metrically, with an eye.to color and balance. (Of 
course, I did not use any that could be mended or that 
were worth repairing.) The finished box is quite decor- 
ative, and I have thus made use of a pound or so of 
shankless buttons that were too pretty to throw away! 
I am going to make another box, using black putty and 
Black Glass buttons. If anyone is tempted to follow my 
awful example, please note that I use wooden cigar 
boxes; and it is best to paint the box first. When the 
paint becomes tacky, the putty ‘will stick; and when the 
buttons are pressed into the putty, they will stick, too! 


(I shall keep buttons in the boxes, naturally!)

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ELIZABETHAN ANTIQUES 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


Call it Elizabethan or call it Eliza- 
beethan as the scholars have it, it re- 
fers to the reign of Queen Elizabeth 
and as a term for an era of English 
manners and customs, it includes a 
quarter century following the life of 
the Virgin Queen as well as some few 
years prior to her accession to the 
throne. 

It very definitely covers certain 
styles in architecture, furniture, early 
porcelain, decoration, art work, to say 
nothing of manners and customs 
among the English people of both up- 
per and lower classes. 

The term Elizabethan has been ap- 
plied to the period of the English Re- 
naissance as beginning prior to the 
birth of Elizabeth in 1533 and lasting 
after her death, March 24, 1603, until 
gradually supplanted by the Jacobean 
era. 

During her reign beginning with 
her accession to the throne at 25 
years of age following the death of 
her sister Mary, Nov. 17, 1558, she 
was to some extent a patron of the 
arts as mentioned below, but much 
more was she interested in affairs of 
the realm, including many romantic 
episodes. She was the subject of much 
criticism by those who disliked her 
and as much adulation by those who 
were her friends. She was criticised 
by some for the very vigorous style of 
her dancing and by others for the ex- 
travagance of her dress which result- 
ed, it has been said, in a wardrobe 
found, after her death, to contain 
more than 3,000 dresses. Whatever 
may be said of her waywardness, it 
cannot be denied that she was attract- 
ive despite her bright hair and her too 
long, somewhat pointed nose. And as 
for manners, she was prone to pro- 
fanity and the free use of her fists. 


In those days style periods as to 
furniture and decoration would over- 
lap one another, making it difficult to 
fix exactly the date of the beginning 
or the end of this or that style’s pop- 
ularity. For example, chairs with ex- 
ceedingly high, narrow backs and 
small, square seats were in use for an 
indefinite period, in English palaces 
and country seats, and were called, 
after Elizabeth’s passing, “Jacobean.” 

Ribbon, strap and buckle ornamen- 
tation was used on everything. A fea- 
ture of the Elizabethan furniture was 


the topheavy and overloaded style of 
cabinets and tables covered with 
Dutch and Flemish designs, brought 
to England from the Low Countries 
and used profusely in the country 
houses of the period. A certain clum- 
siness of effect appears in this im- 
ported furniture of the English Ren- 
aissance type and in the columnar con- 
struction of both woodwork and fur- 
niture. 

Typical of this heavy clumsiness 
has long been noted the so called 
“Great Bed of Ware,” twelve feet 
square with heavy wood tester and 
cornices, and posts that suggest build- 
ing construction rather than furni- 
ture. A popular form of chair of this 
period was that with the back formed 
like a scallop shell, sometimes with 
the “shell” almost enfolding the sit- 
ter. Settees were made to match by 
imitating a row of the chair backs. 

A good deal of furniure came into 
England from Italy and Spain during 
the reign of Charles II, and adorn- 
ment, with black ox-hide as a basis, 
made a most effective covering, being 
held in place and trimmed with brass 
nails. Some chairs had spirally carved 
back spindles and legs. These, with 
low backs and nine spindles across, 
stretchers between all legs and all spi- 
rally carved, were typical. This spiral 
carving replaced much ornamentation 
of little artistic value. 

At this time the decorative art of 
England was becoming a mongrel 
thing and when William and Mary 
came to the throne, following James 
II, they brought with them the Dutch 
styles of furniture and a liking for 
bandy-legged chairs, for Japanese lac- 
quered pieces and carved ebony from 
that source of the best ebony of the 
day, the Dutch settlement of Ceylon. 
All of this, added to the prevailing 
fancy for marquetry, did more to con- 
fuse people’s ideas and tastes than to 
clarify them. 

The incoming marquetry was more 
elaborate than the old inlay but not 
as wonderful as the boule-work yet to 
come from France. 

This new marquetry was made in 
natural woods or in ivory or mother- 
of-pearl, the last named being dis- 
placed by the remarkably beautiful 
decoupage just coming into vogue. 

Some of the older ornamentation re- 


mained in style for years and a cer- 
tain style of sculpture common enough 
in the reign of William and Mary, 
was followed by the white and gilt 
chairs with silk backs and cushions of 
Queen Anne’s day. This, in turn, led 
to a style evolving from the Jacobean. 
The styles developed under William 
and Mary and those of the Queen 
Anne reign were followed by a wide- 
spread trend toward Chippendale’s de- 
signs and Chippendale chose what he 
liked of that which had gone before, 
adding to it anything from the French 
that happened to please him. 

The older Gothic continued to exert 
an influence upon the development of 
the Elizabethan Renaissance. Its ver- 
tical lines continued to pierce upward 
through the horizontal of the older 
Classic. 

It was despite the passage of a law 
100 years earlier forbidding the im- 
portation of carved woodwork from 
the Low Countries, that importation 
of furniture from Flanders and Hol- 
land persisted in filling English coun- 
try houses with these importations. 

Mirrors were few in the day of 
Elizabeth but increased in popularity 
in the reigns of Charles I and II. 
Some were beveled, some were not. 
Some of the most beautiful frames 
were of finely carved amber. A nota- 
ble one of these being presented to 
Queen Mary by the Duke of Branden- 
burg. Mirror glass, unset, but with 
quicksilver backing became a novelty 
greatly in demand. Whole rooms and 
walls being lined with it as it is 
somewhat similarly used today in 
heauty parlors, barber shops, boudoirs 
or cafes. 

Among the makers of carved work 
none surpassed one Grinling Gibbons 
who excelled in his mirror frames, 
panels, chimney pieces, working in 
lime wood and softer woods. It is in- 
teresting to note somewhat the char- 
acteristics of this Gibbons. The Eng- 
lish diarist, Evelyn, writes in 1671 his 
opinion of Gibbons whom he met by 
accident while walking in the fields. 
“T found him shut in,” he writes in 
“Harper’s New Monthly Magazine in 
1877, “in a poor, solitary thatched 
house. . . . Looking in at the window I 
perceived him copying that large cru- 
cifix of Tintoretto, a copy of which I 
had myself brought from Venice. I 
asked if I might enter. He opened the 
door civilly to me and I saw him 
about such work as, in handling, draw- 
ing and studious exactness [I had 
never before seen in all my travels. I 
questioned him why he worked in such 
an obscure place. He told me it was

the longitude at sea—a problem the 
correct solution of which is absolutely 
essential to the safety of our sailors, 
the supremacy of our navy, and the 
stability of our commerce. Longitude 
is simply a difference in time between 
one place and another, caused by a 
corresponding difference of position 
on the earth’s surface. When, there- 
fore, the captain of a vessel departs 
upon a long voyage, he takes with 
him a chronometer, whose error and 
rate of variation have been tested, 
showing Greenwich time. If, there- 
fore, at any time he wishes to ascer- 
tain his longitude, or, in other words, 
his position east or west of the first 
meridian, all he has to do is to com- 
pare his chronometer, showing Green- 
wich time, with the local time, and the 
difference between the two tells him 
exactly where he is. As, however, ac- 
cidents may happen to the best regu- 
lated chronometers, he must have it 
in his power to test and correct them 
by a standard which is infallible. To 
do this, he consults a time-keeper of a 
grander character, of which the spa- 
cious firmament of heaven is the dial; 
those distant orbs of light, the fixed 
stars, the figures; and our attendant 
satellite, the moon, both the hour and 
minute hand. As with steady, unflag- 
ging pace she sweeps across that 
mighty dial, he is enabled, by a sim- 
ple observation with his quadrant, 
and a reference to his nautical al- 
manac, to ascertain his exact position, 
and to test the truth of his chronom- 
eter. The tables prepared for his use 
to enable him to do this are the result 
of.the most painstaking and persever- 
ing investigations of the works of na- 
ture, involving the consideration and 
elucidation of some of the most ab- 
struse problems of astronomy. Every 
“bright particular star” stationed 
along the moon’s path must be mapped 
down with the utmost precision, the 
exact instant, to the fraction of a 
second, at which they will be occulted 
by the moon as seen from the meri- 
dian of Greenwich, and from every 
degree east and west of that meridian 
round the earth, must be accurately 
calculated and noted down; and all 
this must be done that the mariner 
may know exactly the time it would 
be at that moment were he at home, 
and the time it is with him at the 
same moment wherever upon the 
great world of waters he may happen 
to be floating, that, by a comparison 
between the two—conjointly with his 
latitude, which he finds by an easier 
process still—he may know precisely 
where he is; no matter whether he be 
rounding the “Cape of Storms,” or 
riding over the crested billows of the 
Atlantic, he may then pursue his un- 
deviating track across the treacherous 
deep with the same certainty and se- 
curity as though he felt beneath his 
feet the firm foundations of the earth 
itself. Let no one, then, presume to 
sneer at or undervalue the patient la- 
bors, the abstruse investigations of 
those great minds who have devoted 
their lives and energies to the ad- 
vancement of science, and who have 
by their labors conferred incalculable 
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benefits upon mankind; and let those 
who are disposed to emulate their ex- 
ample, ever remember, amid the wear- 
iness of study, the grandeur and value 
of the results.

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NOTES ON THE HISTORY OF LAMPS 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


If thou hast crushed a flower, 

The root may not be blighted; 

If thou hast queveled a lamp, 

Once, more it may be lighted. 
Mrs. Hemans 
At the intersection of Whitehall 
and Alabama Streets in Atlanta, Ga., 
stands the historic gas lamp whose 
flame is called “The Eternal Flame 
of the Confederacy.” Gaping holes in 
its base were made by Federal shells 
during the Battle of Atlanta, in 1864. 


The first street light in America 
appeared early in 1795, when several 
large cressets (frames or vessels 
mounted or suspended to hold burn- 
ing wood, oil etc.), were placed on one 
of the main streets of Boston. Pine 
knots were placed in these fire boxes 
by night watchmen. 


A bright flame always has been 
considered a fortunate omen, whether 
a real one issuing from an altar or a 
fantastic one from the head of a 
living person. Virgil mentions this 
about the heads of Florus and Julus. 


No doubt the first illuminants 
were nothing more than vessels fil- 
led with oil and fired by rushes or 
resin applied tc sticks or fibrous 
bundles. 

Among the Romans, nine splinters, 
torches and flambeaus were used 
until the 5th century B. C. Pliny re- 
fers to the use of rushes in funeral 
lights and also tells us that the part 
of flax near the outer skin known 
as tow is good for lamp matches or 
candle wicks. 

Painters and sculptors show the 
first lamps of baked clay molded 
into elongated vessels by hand, to 
contain oil and with a lip for the 
‘wick. Another early type is the sim- 
ple disc with an aperture in the cen- 
ter for the oil and a hole for the 
wick at one or both sides. The. Greek 
and Roman lamps of gold, bronze or 
silver were the same as those of the 
Savage, and no better for giving 
light. 

Early candles were of rope smeared 
with pitch or wax. It was an early 
Christian custom to dip rushes and 
coat them with wax. Tallow candles 
did not appear until the 14th cen- 
tury. In the Middle Ages, wax 
candles provided the general means 
of light and these were made by 
monks. Until the 15th century they 
were confined to churches, monaster- 
ies and the nobility. 


As late as the 18th century candles 


were made by dipping wicks into 
tallow or wax. Later, paraffin fat 
was used and the improvement of 
flat plaited wicks. Snuffers were 
common from the rough iron one of 
the kitchen to the elaborate brass or 
steel spring for the fireplace. 


The first really important advance 
in lighting was made by Aime Ar- 
gand (1755-1803) who invented the 
Argand burner in 1780. His pattern 
was the alcohol lamp then in use 
throughout Frarce. This burner pro- 
duced a hollow cylindrical flame sup- 
plied with air within as well as with- 
out, kept steady by a glass chimney. 

Street lighting, even in Rome at 
the height of her power amounted to 
only a few lanterns, and these were 
suspended over public baths, or used 
on festal occasions. 


The first ‘‘Reverbere” oil lantern 
with a metal reflector was invented 
by Bourgeois de Chateaublanc in 1765 
and used until gas appeared. In 1658 
Paris was the first city to set up 
huge vase-like contrivances filled 
with resin and pitch in the main 
streets. However this proved no only 
expensive but dangerous and they 
were replaced by lanterns. 


To Jan Baptista Van Helmont, 
(1577-1644) a Flemish chemist goes 
credit for the use of the word “gas”. 
This Dutch word “geest” or “ghost” 
suggested the name to him. 


The first practical demonstration 
of gas for lighting was made by a 
Scotchman, Rabert Murdock in 1797, 
and one of the first projects was 
Westminster Bridge in London. 


The first American home to use 
gas for lighting was that of David 
Mellville, Newport, R. I., and Balti- 
more, Maryland, was the first city 
to use gas for lighting in 1817. 


Some give credit for the invention 
of the safety or miner’s lamp to the 
English scientist Humphrey Davey. 
The name of George Stephenson is 
also connected with it, but the real 
inventor is no doubt Dr. Wm. Reid 
Clanny, who began his task in 1808. 
In 1812 he constructed a lamp which 
was submitted to the Royal Society 
of London on May 20, 1813 and was 
recorded in the minutes. The steam- 
safety lamp came in December 1815. 
George Stephenson perfected his 
lamp October 21, 1815 and Davey 
his on November 9 of the same year.

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Collecting Embroideries and Laces 
_By DOROTHY BRANNAN 
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Old embroideries and laces are wort} 
the serious attention of collectors 
In the first place they are beautiful 
And secondly, they provide examples 
of Americana when the pieces are 
for table usage and general house. 
hold decoration, for the adaption of 
embroidery to household linens is 
distinctly American. 


It was a happy custom in days 
past for the mistress of the house- 
hold to be well trained as a needle- 
woman. The plain sewing was lett 
to the seamstress whenever possible, 
just as making hats was left to the 
milliner, but the fancy work was 
kept for the ladies of the home. It 
is a neglected art today and many 
of the old stitches will soon be for- 
gotten unless we learn them again 
or preserve the examples that we 
now have. 


There are some active grcups in 
the country whose work keeps alive 
the art of fine needlework. Their 
too infrequent shows prove that it 
has a place in our every day lives. 
It is my idea in this short article to 
stimulate interest in both collecting 
old pieces, and in learning how they 
are made whenever possible, so that 
we may understand them and find 
greater pleasure in collecting. 


Our space is too limited for in- 
structions but that part one can find 
in the numerous books published cov- 
ering every phase of needlework and 
in the fine magazines in that field. 
When you have assembled a few 
pieces and are ready for the serious 
business of “housing”, your collec- 
tion you will want a scrap book. This 
book is like no other you have seen 
for every page is a cloth covered 
cardboard to which your scraps of 
laces and embroideries and small 
doilies and bits of collars and cuffs 
are lightly sewn. We have in our 
fumily a big bulky one kept by some 
aunts. It was their habit, whenever 
they found a new stitch, to make up 
a small sample which was sewn into 
the book. Often a whole doily was 
put in- and sometimes there were 
pages of stitches making the page 
have much the appearance of a 
sampler. These cloth covered pages 
can be made up separately and as- 
sembled into a book any time or 
kept flat in a large covered box or 
drawer. Do not make them too large 
to be put away in a bureau drawer 
or you will have a nuisance on your 
hands that fits in nowhere. 


Large doilies are another problem 
and often can be beautifully kept 
and displayed under a sheet of plate 
glass on tables and dressers. Some 
of the rarer and more decorative 
ones ‘should be framed just as you 
would picture on paper, for they are 
pictures on cloth and are just as 
decorative, and _ certainly more 
worthy of the cost of a frame than

the many ordinary pictures that 
hang on some of our walls today. 

To make a beginning, here is an 
example of the “Fern pattern” in 
“Royal Battenberg” Lace. This “lace” 
is one of a large family of laces in 
which narrow braids are basted to a 
paper or cloth pattern and then sewu 
together with fancy openwork 
stitches. 

The magazine from which I cut 
picture “B” suggested that it would 
be very decorative for covering the 
arms and backs of delicately tinted 
brocatelle chairs. It is called a “Rib- 
bon Tidy” and was made in much the 
same manner as the Battenberg but 
with silk ribbons and silken em- 
broidery threads instead of the cot- 
ton used in the former. 

The handkerchiefs illustrated are 
in another lace of the same family. 
Named “Princess Louise” this kind 
“employs all the varieties of the 
“Duchesse “braids in its construc- 
tion and gives the marks of the real 
lace yet can be made at home at 
small expense by the amateur lace 
maker. 

You will notice that the handker- 
chief in Illustration “D” is made of 
a braid that has small joined ovals 
in combination with both a narrow 
and a wider straight braid. The 
chainlike braid is called Honiton. 
The straight, picoted edge braid is 
Point Lace braid. 


In illustration “E” we have an ex- 
ample of a handerchief made entirely 
with “Point Braid.” It is most elabor- 
ate but described as not being hard 
to make. The long narrow border 
which outlines the linen center is 
filled with a stitch called “Sorrento 
Bars.” All of the threadlike stitches 
which hold these braids together have 
their own names. 

Illustration “F” shows the use of 
the wide “Duchesse Braid.” The 
width and the medallion weave of 
this braid make the introduction of a 
great deal of work unnecessary. The 
braid is basted to the pattern in the 
usual way, but it is not overcast 
into position as are the straight 
braids. During the filling of a space 
any fullness of the braid is overcome 
by taking a few gathering stitches 
or a small plait in the wide part of 
the braid. Raleigh bars are used for 
the background. The large space in 
the corner is filled with Sorrento 
Point or Cobweb stitch. The side 
Spaces of the Fleur de lis are filled 


with half-bar insertion. Point d’An- 
gleterre insertion ‘with small wheels 
is used to fili the spaces in the palm 
shaped figures at the side of the 
pattern. At the middle of each side, 
a row of stars in Bruges stitch is 
worked. The smaller spaces at the 
base of this space are filled with 
Sorrento or Double Net stitch. 

Cambric patterns of all of these 
designs were furnished for fifteen 
cents. Full directions are given and 
are exactly followed when one knows 
the stitches. 

Picture “G” shows a lace collar of 
what is termed imitation Maltese 
Lace. A braid is made of knitting 
silk worked on a hairpin with a 
crochet hook. This makes a braid 
similar to that used in Maltese work 
(of which I d o not have a sample). 
This braid can be made to any width 
to conform to the pattern. This 
makes a_ beautiful and expensive 
looking lace. It is put together with 
selections of the regulation stitches. 

I find also, in laces similar to 
these in general appearance, one of 
Rennaissance braid in combination 
with teneriffe wheels which were al- 
so readymade to speed the work. 
The picot braids were used, too, in 
laces called Cluny, New Duchesse, 
Brabant and Princess. The Princess 
lace instructions call for different 
varieties of Duchesse braids. These 
heavier braids also came in mercer- 
ized and silk versions. 

Battenberg lace apparently has 
variations as you can see by com- 
paring illustration “H” with the first 
of collar and cuff in “A”. I think 
this grape pattern is made with 
ready-made small rings but the ad- 
vertisement from which I cut it 
gave no description. It shows a very 
beautiful centerpiece and anyone 
having a similar one certainly has a 


. treasure even if he has to do some 


mending. 

In another article will appear ex- 
amples of Hedebo and Mountmellick 
embroidery which was used so great- 
ly for pillows and large doilies.

IV. Insert Types 


There must have been a coffee war 
about sixty years ago. At least, the 
leading packaged brands seemed in- 
tent on killing the bulk coffee trade 
and perhaps their competitors. In 
that, they may have succeeded as bulk 
coffee is gone, and who today hears 
of Arbuckle’s Ariosa, Woolson’s 
Lion, McLaughlin’s, or Dilworths, 
Dannemillers, Richelieu, and Jersey 
Coffee? Nobody but card collectors 
who have thousands of the beautiful 
cards which these firms packed with 
their pound packages. Although Ar- 
buckle seem most popular, the Lion 
Coffee greeting designs for Christ- 
mas, Easter, and Midsummer are gems 
of their type, and many consider 
McLaughlin’s scenes of India, Japan, 
and Egypt excel all others. They’ re 
a beautiful group, and many are dif- 
ficult to find due to a widely scat- 
tered distribution. 

Hardly less popular are the cards 
packed with baking seda, of which 
there are over 300 designs plus many 
varieties. These are probably the 
widest known of all cards as they 
entered the kitchen of almost every 
home. Not so well known are the 
cards given with bread as they are 
mostly local issues with small dis- 
tribution. Other Food issues have 
come with ice cream, soaps spices, 
breakfast foods, cheese, starch, des- 
serts, and many other packaged pro- 
ducts. 

Perhaps the cards held in closest 
affection are those given with candy 
and-gums about 1910. Many a col- 
lector remembers putting those preci- 
ous pennies on the candy counter 
and pointing to the caramels with 
the cards. Those showing baseball 
and sports subjects are still eagerly 
sought for. In quantity, of course, 
they have been far surpassed by the 
more recent issues of the past twen- 
ty years, mostly given with bubble 
gum. There are many thousands of 
these and they are still being issued 
by several firms. These should not 
be classed entirely as “kid” cards. 
While some are of a juvenile nature, 
the majority will interest everyone 
with their war scenes, airplanes, 
sports subjects, adventure stories, 
cartoon comics, Indians, Wild West, 
movie stars, and other novelties. 
Canada has also issued thousands of 
these cards of distinctive designs.

Write Wants - Express Collect - “Satisfaction Guar. 
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Around the turn of the century it 
was common for magazines and Sun- 
day papers to include a loose picture 
or print. Usually known as supple- 
ments, these are actually a form of 
insert, in fact, one of the earliest 
forms as examples of very early 
date (around 1870)) are known. The 
difficulty with such early cards is to 
determine whether they are really 
inserts or simply advertising cards. 
Issues of the New York Recorder, 
Sporting Life, Sporting News, and 
various art magazines are  note- 
worthy in this group. Many prints 
are over 16 inches in length. 

The value of any of these individu- 
al items is seldom great —- usually 
only a few pennies, with few over a 
dime or two, but in quantities they 
soon amount to a respectable sum. 
Hobby dealers are finding it worth- 
while to pick them up, as a market 
exists for all, and some are definite- 
ly profitable. Vast quantities were 
issued, but how many have been 
saved for collectors is another mat- 
ter. Fire and flood take their yearly 
toll, but the largest loss is probably 
due to super-efficient housewives 
who at house cleaning time consider 
everything not urgently needed as 
useless junk — and out it goes. For- 
tunately, though, there have always 
been the far sighted ones who realized 
the future value and interest in to- 
day’s commonplaces.

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A CORN KING'S HOBBY 


By MRS. C. E. TROYER 


A few years ago my husband and 
son came home from a business meet- 
ing very much interested by a talk 
by Mr. Ritchie of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Mr. 
Ritchie had made a collection of an- 
tique vases, pitchers, mugs, etc., all 
with the corn motif. 

One day I was in an antique store 
with my sister-in-law and saw a bad- 
ly battered little corn pitcher. I 
bought it and took it home to my 
husband and so was started a famous 
collection. 

This collection now consists of 
about 100 pieces, including pitchers, 
mugs, vases, hand-painted plates, 
salts and peppers, and others. 

These pieces have been collected 


from all over the United States, Can- 
ada and Mexico. Many happy mem- 
ories are connected with each sveci- 
men. 

The large white pitcher, two white 
vases and molasses pitcher are a 
matching set of milk glass. The large 
pitcher in the photograph background 
was bought in a New Orleans shop. 

The vase back of the molasses jug 
is not distinct in the picture, but it 
is one of the choicest pieces m the 
collection. It is Parian and has a 
figurine of a boy and a girl on either 
side. 

The teapot in the center is Etrus- 
can Majolica, and especially prized. 

The small dark pitcher on the left, 
is an ugly duckling but one of my fa- 
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vorites. It is also Etruscan Majolica, 
and of course very old. It is dark 
terra-cotta and blue. 

The two pitchers in the top row to 
the left are Spode, and the coloring 
of the lining is very beautiful. 

The pair of Bisque figurine vases 
was found in an antique shop in Pu- 
eblo, Mexico. The glass vases are 
mutton fat, vaseline and blue. These 
are supposed to have been made in 
the middle-west, possibly Missouri. 
We have heard of a carnelian red 
glass vase in this same group but 
have never seen it. 

Many of the pitchers and mugs are 
Majolica, mostly made in the United 
States, especially in Pennsylvania, 
some in England. No two are exactly 
alike. There are brown, lavender, but 
mostly cream with green leaves. The 
linings are beautiful shades of red,

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GLASS LORE 


In APPLETON’S JOURNAL, 1869 

In the middle of the thirteenth 
century, the glass-makers of the 
Rialto, in Venice, molested by the 
police regulations, which, for the pre- 
vention of incendiary accidents, com- 
pelled them to establish their fur- 
naces at a respectable distance from 
the habitations of men, finally settled 
down in the island of Murano. And 
here this art attained a development 
that has made it celebrated the world 
over. A chaplain of Louis XIII. pre- 
tends to believe that glass is, in fact, 
congealed water, and exclaims: “Who 
sought out from the bosom of sand 
and gravel this fragile and delicate 
metal, created both for the eye and 
the lips—this beautiful treasure 
which causes the wine to laugh when 
it finds itself enclosed in the mys- 
terious bosom of its mortal enemy, 
water, fashioned into cups, and into 
a hundred thousand other shapes and 
figures? Murano, of Venice, may 
well thus play with thirst, and, by 
filling Europe with thousands and 
thousands of pretty courtesies in 
glass and crystal, force people to 
drink because they possess them; 
they drink a ship or a gondola full 
of wine! they swallow a pyramid of 
hypocras, a belfry, a tub, a bird, a 
whale, a lion—in short, every sort 
of animal, potable or otherwise! The 
wine itself is quite surprised to find 
that it has so many and such differ- 
ent identities, so many colors; for, in 
yellow glass, claret becomes as gold, 
and, in red glass, a white wine be- 
comes scarlet! Is it not fine to see 
searlet, gold, white, and azure, swal-

lowed down at one draught?” There 
is nothing exaggerated in the word- 
painting of this graphic page. The 
imagination of tthe Murano glass- 
workers has attempted every form; 
their chemists furnished them with 
the most durable as well as the fin- 
est colors; the Mediterranean-blue 
and the milky-white, the veined sea- 
green, or powdered gold in dots, and 
the tender hue of the pink hortensia. 
Long before the time of the Caffagi- 
olo and Urbino potters, they painted 
in the medallions of a goblet the 
likeness of two affianced lovers, and 
on one of these memorials of tender 
recollections, now in the British Mu- 
seum, are the words, Amor vol Fe 
(Love exacts Fidelity). A legend, as 
quaint and fantastic as the scene of a 
masked ballet, has transmitted to us 
the name of one of these noble ar- 
tisans. The glasses and vases of An- 
gelo Beroviero, who established him- 
self at Murano in the earlier years 
of the fifteenth century, at the sign 
of “The Angel,” were renowned for 
their brilliancy and grace. He was 
the disciple of a clever chemist named 
Don Paola Godi de Pergola, whose 
methods he had improved upon so that 
he could paint and stain glass with 
every imaginable color. He wrote the 
secrets of these in a book, which he 
kept entirely to himself, intending 
them to be inherited by his succes- 
sors, thus insuring the fortune of the 
factory he had founded. Unfortun- 
ately, he had a daughter, who was 
pretty, and only too susceptible. A 
young workman of her father’s whose 
real name was Giogio, but who, no 
doubt, for his quickness of wit and 
cleverness, but chiefly in irony,—for 
he was lame—was called “Il Baller- 
ino,” paid pious court so successfully, 
that one fine morning he absconded, 
taking with him not only the fair 
Marietta, but also the valued register 
of secrets. Which was best to lose, 
one’s daughter, or one’s secret treas- 
ure? A. glass-manufacturer mighv 
well hesitate, but the balance went in 
favor of the latter. Il Ballerino re- 
turned the book, obtained the hand of 
Marietta, with a geod marriage- 
portion, and not only so, but he set 
up these furnaces on his own account, 
heading the well-known house of the 
Ballerini. We draw our illustration 
and description from “Chefs- d’ceuvre 
of the Industrial Arts,” recently pub- 
lished by D. Appleton & Co.

THE STANDARD BOOK OF AMERI- 
CAN ANTIQUE FURNITURE, by Ed- 
gar G. Miller, Jr. Greystone Press, 
N. Y. City, 856 pages. $7.95. 

Next to the Furniture Treasury 
by Nutting, there is probably no 
single volume so authoritative on the 
subject of American antique furni- 
ture as that by Edgar Miller. The 
original edition, when out of print as 
it has been for years, brought prices 
as high as $100 per copy. Seeing 
the new edition, it is easy to under- 
stand why! For this noted collector 
has amassed in the scope of a single 
comprehensive volume vital informa- 
tion—abetted by more than 1650 
illustrations—covering furniture of 
all periods and styles from the Pil- 
grims through the Victorian era. 

While intended, perhaps, for ex- 
perts and dealers who wish to guide 
themselves on authentic piece 
purchases and sales, any amateur 
who specializes in antique furniture 
must have this book. It is, in its 
field, as standard as Ruth Webb 
Lee’s books on glassware, aiding the 
collector and dealer alike to recog- 
nize the reproduced, the falsified. 
For example, Mr. Miller devotes a 
most important section to the de- 
tails of furniture for each period, 
detailing the kinds of woods, legs, 
feet, lacquer, veneer, marquetry, 
turnings, handles, knobs used that 
inimitably characterized that period. 
He shows how to determine dates in 
a clear, unmistakeable manner. 

Esthetically, the book is beautifully 
printed, the type clear and appealing 
to the eye. The publishers may 
well be proud of such an achievement 
—and the collector everywhere will 


be grateful.

JEWELRY, GEM CUTTING AND 
METALCRAFT, by William T. Bax- 
ter, published by Whittlesey House, 
McGraw Hill Building, 330 West 42nd 
St., New York, N. Y., 287 pages, il- 
lustrated.

There seems to be an increasing 

interest in jewelry, as our review 

department has_ received several 
books pertaining to this subject re- 
cently. 

This publication is concerned with 
the making of jewelry, which can be 
for your own use and pleasure, or 
for profit. William T. Baxter who 
is an expert in this field has been an 
instructor in this art in a Washing- 
ton, D. C., high school for many 
years. 

The book is divided into four parts 
as follow: Metalcraft, Jewelry Mak- 
ing, The Art of Gem Stone Cutting, 
and Identification of Gem Stones 
and Gem Minerals. Each part is 
comprehensive in that step by step 
instructions are given along with 
photographs and working drawings. 
For example, one of the working 
drawings gives each step of fash- 
ioning a ring shank, from _ the 
straight strip of wire through the 
completed product. Further along, 
he explains the intricacies of gem 
stone cutting, explaining abrasives, 
the hardness of different minerals, 


polishing and listing the equipment 
required. The setting of the stone 
is explained with illustrations for 
easier understanding. Quite inter- 
esting too, is the chapter on the 
identification of gem stones and 
gem minerals, which give facts many 
of us are not aware of, such as the 
physical properties of gems, meth- 
ods of testing, hardness of the dif- 
ferent varieties, natural flaws which 
are characteristic of some gem 
stones, and other pertinent data. 
lt is an excellent chapter for those 
of us who have stated time and 
again “I can always tell an authentic 
stone from a synthetic one.” This 
chapter erases many doubts you 
have probably had in the past. Al- 
though Metalcraft has never been an 
especially interesting subject to 
your reviewer, after reading the 
chapter devoted to this art, it proves 
to be more fascinating than previ- 
ously. It too, is fully explained with 
illustrations, materials needed, the 
technique of polishing, coloring, etc. 
The book is well bound, the physi- 
cal make-up is good, the illustrations 
are excellent. We sincerely recom- 

mend it to hobbyists in this field.

This admirable volume meets the 
present-day trend towards increas- 
ing interest and in art formerly 
flourishing only with our  fore- 
fathers. For today even department 
stores are merchandising hand looms 
for home use, and vocational classes 
are being offered to the public, with 
high enrollments showing the very 
definite revival in this handcraft. 
Mrs. Gallinger herself is internation- 
ally famous as a weaver, having be- 
gun her practical interest as a 
student in Wellesley College, taking 
prizes in a Maine summer art colony, 
and then becoming a feature writer 
on crafts for McCall’s Magazine and 
the Crowell Publishing Company. 
She is at present conducting her own 
weaving industry with her husband 
in Guernsey, Pennsylvania; designs 
her own clothes and accessories on 
the loom with the creative flair of a 
major artist. 

With such a_ background, she 
brings to this book her vital, joyous 
interest in weaving—indeed, the book 
is aptly named. It is aimed at both 
the beginner and the advanced 
student who requires continued guid- 
ance. The first part deals authorita- 
tively with fibers, the second with 
actual weaving technique. There is a 
valuable chapter on borders and de- 
signing one’s own drafts, and a high- 
ly practical materials and equipment 
guide. Over 140 splendidly repro- 
duced diagrams and pictures help the 
reader visualize, step by step, the 
home-woven article from beginning 
to completion. Praise is due the pub- 
lisher for presenting this useful 
book in admirable typography and 
page makeup which give the eye full 
scope.

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GLASS 
HISTORY 


From GREAT INDUSTRIES 
of the U. S., 1873 


The art of making glass was 
known at a very early period in his- 
tory; in fact, the discovery of this 
art dates so far back that all record 
of it is lost. With the mummies tak- 
en from the Egyptian tombs, beads 
and other ornaments of glass, colored 
to imitate precious stones, have been 
found. The date of their manufacture 
must be carried back more than 
three thousand years. In the tombs 
at Beni-Hassan, and in other places, 
pictorial representations have been 
found of the process of glass mak- 
ing, thus proving that the Egyptians 
were acquainted with this oe 
ture in the age of Osirtasen, I., who 
reigned three thousand five hundred 
years ago, and was most probably a 
contemporary of Joseph. 


From the Egyptians the Assyrians 
undoubtedly became acquainted with 
the process, and the Jews, during 
their captivity, must have learned 
the art. Yet, singularly, the only al- 
lusion to it in the old Testament is a 
passage in Job xxviii. 17, “the gold 
and the crystal cannot equal it.” and 
that this was intended to refer to 
glass is strongly questioned by good 
authorities. The Egyptians were ac- 
quainted with many of the arts of 
working in glass. They could cut, 
grind, engrave, and even enamel it. 
In the ruins of Nineveh, lenses, vas- 
es, bottles, and various other utensils 
have been found. It is most probable, 
however, that the first suggestions 
of glass making were derived from 
the glazing which frequently takes 
place in baking pottery, and that by 
various experiments they happened 
upon several processes of its manu- 
facture. We know that the ancients 
had not arrived at the positive 
knowledge of modern times, and had 
not the ability, by chemical analysis, 
to accurately understand what caused 
their failures, or what was necessary 
to be done to insure success in the 
future. 


From the Egyptians the Phenici- 
ans unquestionably derived their 
knowledge of the art of glass mak- 
ing, though Pliny ascribes their dis- 
covery of it to accident. According 
to his account, some sailors who 
were shipwrecked built a fire on the 
beach, and found that the sand, from 
its contact with some lumps of soda, 
had fused into a glass. Such an ex- 
planation was satisfactory to the 
spirit of history in ancient times, 
when the accidental or the marvel- 
lous was more readily received as 
the cause of anything than the regu- 
lar and orderly course of cause and 
effect. With the sceptical spirit of 
modern history, however, such ac- 
counts must submit to the test of 
logical examination, and, as in this 
instance, are rejected if they cannot 
stand it. We know that a fire so 
built, in the open air, and only for

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DAVENPORT CHINA 


By J. HAROLD NUNN 


In 1798, John Davenport opened a 
pottery at Longport, in Staffordshire, 
England, where he made stone china 
as well as earthenware. He believed 
in employing the best artists obtain- 
able to decorate his wares and he 
made very choice and handsome din- 
ner and tea services, as well as many 
other pieces. An impressed anchor 
with the word Davenport above was 
always used on the back of these 
pieces of china. In making the Iron- 
stone china the paste was made by 
mixing the clay with pulverized slag 
from iron ore. This, it was found, 
had a tendency to make the china 
very tough. 

The nucleus of my collection was 
inherited, having passed through three 
generations of my mother’s family. 
They were made by Davenport at 
Longport, Staffordshire, England, in 
the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Shipped into this country, evi- 
dently through Boston and New York 
ports, packed in hogsheads with straw. 
They are to be found in the New Eng- 
land states, New York and New Jer- 
sey. This is not fine china but rather 
heavy ware as would be used in farm 
houses where it would be subjected to 
rough usage. It was sold in dinner 
sets, tea sets and toilet sets and as 


open stock. In other words a pur- 
chaser could buy whatever pieces he 
so desired and later add to these. 

Most of the pieces are octagonal in 
shape and all are of the mulberry 
color. On the back of each piece is 
marked Davenport, for the maker; 
Ironstone for the formula; and CY- 
PRUS for the pattern. On each piece 
is also found the Davenport trade 
mark, the anchor. The scene printed on 
each piece being identical and intend- 
ed to be of the Island of Cyprus, in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

The early purchaser of this pattern 
was given a wide range of pieces to 
select from. My collection includes 
three sizes of soup plates, four sizes 
of pitchers, both tea and coffee cups, 
several sizes of both open and closed 
vegetable dishes and six sizes of plat- 
ters. Not to mention six sizes of flat 
plates, namely, cup plates, pie plates, 
two sizes of tea plates and two sizes 
of dinner plates. 

The collection includes over two 
hundred pieces of this one pattern and 
I am still adding more pieces as I 
find them. I have been a collector for 
over fifty years and always find it in- 
teresting, fascinating and educational. 
These dishes are used from time to 
time and there is always the possibil- 
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ity of some becoming broken. As they 
are constantly becoming more scarce 
I keep on collecting more, if only for 
replacement in future years. 

Many people ask me how J know 
where to look for them. That is_al- 
ways a collector’s problem. Let an- 
tique dealers know that you are col- 
lecting, tell your friends to keep their 
eyes open for them, and always read 
the ads in Hobbies. That is my solu- 
tion.

“PANELLED THISTLE” 


By MRS. ELMER MONTGOMERY 


My hobby of collecting ‘“Panelled 
Thistle” has a very personal, histor- 
ical background. I am a dealer in 
antiques, but my personal favorite in 
old glass is “Panelled Thistle.” 

I fell heir to my first two pieces, 
the spooner and the tall vase. They 
were my mother’s, and naturally I 
had become quite familiar with its 
beautiful design and the sight of these 
pieces around our home. Since start- 
ing to collect this pattern twelve 
years ago, I have collected a total of 
102 pieces. My attachment for the 
two pieces, which I inherited, prompt- 
ed me to get a table setting ‘of eight. 

The glass of the “Panelled Thistle” 
is thick and heavy, flawless and 
without discoloration, and it has some 
resonance. 

“Panelled Thistle’ is deservedly 

popular and comes in many easily 
found pieces, including a vinegar 
cruet, sherbet cup and toothpick hold- 
er. There are three pitchers and a 
lovely low square covered compote on 
short legs. The pattern dates prob- 
ably from the late Eighties. There 
is an earlier “Thistle” pattern dating 
from 1864, with a band of small this- 
tle heads rather than an over-all pat- 
tern. “Late Thistle’ is similar to 
“Panelled Thistle.” 

The pitcher of this pattern is a 
straight-sided cylinder with heavy 
half-prism buttresses from almost 
the rim to the many stout feet, which 
divide the body into panels, each a!- 
ternate one carrying a long sinuous 
spiny thistle stem cut deeply rather 
than embossed. At the top is a deeply 
cut flower head with rays and cross- 
hatching. Buds on short stems spring 
from the main stalks. Alternate pan- 
els contain sunbursts with pentagon 
daisy-impressed centers and _ long 
deep-cut rays. At the base of each of 
these panels are more sun-rays. The 
rim is doubly crenulate, almost saw- 
toothed and the lip is plain. The or- 
nate terete molded handle carries on 


each side a row of buttons in rather 
low relief. The base of the bowl is 
impressed with a large composite 
star. The other pieces of my collee- 
tion are similar in description to that 
of the pitcher described. 

I have enjoyed making my collec- 
tion and I am indeed proud of it 
now. I intend to keep on collecting, 
until I have reached my desired num- 
ber of pieces.

the purpose of cooking, could not 
fuse sand, never mind how much 
soda was accidentally present. 

In the time of Pliny and Strabo, 
glass works, according to their 
statements, were in operation at 
Alexandria and at Sidon, while Theo- 
phratus states that three hundred 
and seventy years before the com- 
mencement of our Christian era the 
arts of cutting, grinding, coloring, 
and gilding glass were in use, and 
that articles of exquisite workman- 
ship were produced, but were so 
costly as to be _ possessed only as 
luxuries by the very rich. The Em- 
peror Aurelian, it is said, required a 
portion of the tribute from Egypt to 
be paid in articles of glass. 

The manufacture of glass was in- 
troduced into Rome during the time 
of Cicero, who died in the year 43 
B. C. In the third century, articles 
of glass were in common use in 
Rome, and in Herculaneum various 
utensils made of it have been discov- 
ered, and in Pompeii window glass, 
though the Romans generally used 
sheets of mica for their windows, 
when they used anything, to make 
them a protection from the outer air, 
which the mildness of their climate 
rendered generally unnecessary. 
Stained glass is known to have been 
used in the churches of Europe as 
early as in the eighth century; but its 
use in private houses was much 
later, so that as late even as the 
twelfth century, a house in England 
in which the windows were provided 
with glass was considered to have 
= which luxury could af- 
ord. 


The crusades, which did so much 
to give Western Europe a practical 
knowledge of the industries and civili- 
zation of the East, were the immedi- 
ate cause of the introduction of the 
manufacture of glass into Venice, 
where the art was greatly improved, 
new processes being invented, until 
the industry became one of the chief 
sources of the wealth of the state. 
Venetian glass became famous all 
over Europe, and to-day articles of 
this manufacture are among the most 
choice and valuable treasures of the 
various art and industrial museums. 
During the middle ages, it was quite 
generally believed that a _ certain 
kind of Venetian glass had the rare 
virtue of shivering to fragments 
when any poison was introduced into 
a vessel made from it; nor has the 
tradition entirely died out to this 
day. 

_ This industry, during its flourish- 
ing period, was guarded most jeal- 
ously by the state; the workmen were 
granted certain privileges, but were 
carefully guarded to prevent their 
carrying the knowledge of the pro- 
cess into other countries, or to sell 
the information to strangers. It was 
at the Venetian factories that mir- 
rors were first made of glass, and 
soon replaced the use of those of 
polished metal, which had been used 
by the ancients. The financial im- 
portance of this industry, as devel- 
oped by the Venetians, was soon 
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seen by the French, and the govern- 
ment offered great inducements for 
its introduction. As early as 1634 
attempts were made to manufacture 
mirrors, and in 1666 workmen were 
obtained from Venice for the pur- 
pose of introducing the Venetian 
processes. In 1688 Abraham Thevart 
discovered the method of casting 
mirror plates, and soon after a fac- 
tory for their production was 
established at St. Gobain, which for 
nearly a century retained the mon- 
opoly for the manufacture of this 
desirable article of luxury. 

In. England, it is claimed that win- 
dow glass was made as early as 
1439. Walpole, in his Ancedotes of 
Painting, has given an old builder’s 
contract, from which this fact ap- 
pears. But at this time it also ap- 
pears that a preference was given 
to that which was imported. It is 
certain, however, that a manufac- 
ture of window glass was established 
in London in 1557, and that soon after 
a fine quality of flint glass was man- 
ufactured in another factory in the 
same place. Coal was introduced as 
fuel in the place of wood in 1635, by 
Sir Robert Mansell, and a great im- 
petus was given the manufacture by 
the improvement. In 1673 the first 
sheets of blown glass for mirrors or 
windows were manufactured in a 
factory at Lambeth, established by 
the Duke of Buckingham, and in 
which Venetian workmen were em- 
ployed. The government at first pro- 
tected this manufacture by a bounty, 
and by cther measures which re- 
duced the cost of production from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent., and in 
consequence various other manufac- 
tories were established. Eventually, 
however, obstacles were thrown in 
the ‘way of manufacturing glass in 
England, and especially in the intro- 
duction of any new or improved 
methods, by the establishment of the 
excise system, and the consequent 
stationing of government officers in 
the manufactories. In 1845 the boun- 
ties, the aids, and the restrictions 
were all removed, and under the 
system of total non-interference by 
the government, the glass manufac- 
ture of England has steadily and 
rapidly increased. In 1844 the Eng- 
lish exports of glass’ amounted to 
about one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and in 1855 they exceeded 
two million five hundred thousand 
dollars, and the quality of the Eng- 
lish crown glass, or blown glass, is 
unrivalled. 

The chief production of glass in 
Europe, if not in the world, is car- 
ried on in Belgium. In 1854 the 
amount made there was one fourth 
more than that in England, being 
both crown and sheet. 

Glass may be technically defined 
as a transparent, homogeneous, hard 
product, formed by the fusion of 
silica with the oxides of the alkaline, 
earthy, or common metals. It is usu- 
ally without color, and then resem- 
bles rock crystal. It can be colored, 
however, either by accident or design, 
with the colored metallic oxides. It 
is brittle in thick pieces, but in thin 
plates, or threads, is very elastic. At 
a red heat it becomes soft, ductile, 
and plastic. Silica, the basis of all 
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glass, is by itself infusible by any 
heat which our furnaces can sustain, 
but its vitreous fusion is easily 
caused by mixing with it a sufficient 
quantity of potash or soda, either 
alone or mixed with lime or litharge. 
Silica being, as chemistry has shown, 
an acid, it combines at the fusing 
heat with these bases, forming a 
saline compound; so that glass may 
be considered as a silicate of certain 
oxides, in which the acids and the 
bases exist in equivalent proportions. 

If it were possible to ascertain be- 
forehand the quantities or the pro- 
portions. of the bases required by the 
silica for its saturation, we could in 
advance determine readily the best 
proportions for making glass. But 
as we have not yet done this, and as 
it is most probable that the differ- 
ences of the temperature cause a dif- 
ference in the capacity for saturation 
of the silica, and as the properties 
of the glass vary with the various 
bases, we must in the present con- 
dition of our knowledge depend more 
upon experience and practice than 
upon theory in this matter. The fol- 
lowing chemical distribution of the 
various glasses has been proposed:— 

1. Soluble glass; a simple silicate 
of potash or soda, or of both of these 
alkalies. 

2. Bohemian, or crown glass; sili- 
cate of potash and lime. 

8. Common window glass and mir- 
rors; silicate of soda and lime; some- 
times also of potash. 

4. Bottle glass; silicate of soda, 
lime, alumina, and iron. 

5. Ordinary crystal glass; silicate 
of potash and lead. 

6. Flint glass; silicate of potash 
and lead; richer in lead than No. 5. 

7. Strass; silicate of potash and 
lead; still richer in lead. 

8. Enamel; silicate and stannate, 
or antimoniate of potash or soda and 
lead. 


When melted or cooled slowly, the 
glasses which contain several bases 
are liable to changes. The silica be- 
comes divided among the bases, mak- 
ing different compounds of definite 
proportions, which crystalize separ- 
ate from each other, so that the 
homogeneity of the glass is de- 
stroyed, and it becomes hard, loses 
its transparency, is fibrous, much 
less fusible, and a better conductor 
of heat and electricity. This is cal- 
led devitrified glass, or Reaumur’s 
porcelain, after the discoverer of this 
process. ; 

The proportion with which silica 
unites with the alkaline and other 
oxides, is modified by the tempera- 
ture at which the union is effected; 
the lower the heat, the less silica 
and the more of the base will be re- 
quired. It, therefore, a, glass which 
has an excess of alkali be exposed 
to a higher temperature than that of 
its formation, a portion of the base 
will be set free, until a permanent 
combination is formed according to 
the temperature. Hence a variety of 
results ‘will obtain from the same 
mixture of materials, according to 
the degree of heat at which they are 


fused and worked; and the essential

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GLASSWARE OF SIDON 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


After the Egyptians, the people of 
antiquity most renowned for glass 
were the Phoenicians, who were the 
legendary inventors. Certain of their 
merchants, it is said, returning in a 
ship laden with natron or soda, and 
having been compelled by stormy 
weather to land on a sandy tract un- 
der Mount Carmel, placed their cook- 
ing pots on lumps of natron on the 
sand, which, fused by the heat of the 
fire, formed the first glass. Sidon, in- 
deed, was long celebrated for her 
glass-wares made of the sand brought 
down from Mount Carmel to the 
mouth of the river Belus. 

The nature of the earliest Phoeni- 
cian glass is unknown, unless the 
opaque little vases of the toilet found 
in the tombs of Greece and Italy, and 
the beads of opaque glass discovered 
in the barrows and tumuli of the old 
Celtic and Teutonic tribes, were im- 
ports of the Phoenicians. The vases 
of Sidon were, however, highlr es- 
teemed at Rome under the Antonines, 
fragments of bowls of blue and arber 
glass, with the names of the Sidonian 
glassmakers, Artas and _ Irenaeus, 
stamped in Latin and Greek, having 
been found in the ruins. 

Perhaps the Assyrian glass vases 
were made at Sidon; at all events the 
earliest specimen of transparent whit 
glass is the vase having upon it 
stamped or engraved in Assyrian cu 
neiform a lion and the name of Sar- 
gon, who reigned 722 B. C. This was 
found at Nimrud by Layard. Glasr 
seems to have been imported or even 
made in Assyria as late as the time 
of the Parthians, when Nineveh be- 
— the Roman colony of Claudiop- 
os. 

Phoenician glass is found in the 
Etruscan cemeteries at Tarquinii dat- 
ing from the 8th century B. C. Beads 
of Phoenician origin have been found 
in India and other parts of Asia, and 
in some parts of Africa, especially 
upon the Ashantee coast, where they 
are known as “Aggry” beads, and are 
much prized by the natives. They are 
of opaque glass, generally colored, and 
patterned, the colors and patterns be- 
ing of many varieties, and the beads 
show various degrees of skill in man- 
ufacture. It is thought that the Phoe- 
nicians manufactured this kind of 
bead very early for commercial pur- 
poses, and used it in the bartering 
transactions which they carried on 


with the uncivilized inhabitants of all 
the regions to which their trade ex- 
tended. 

Natron, the subcarbonate of soda, 
was first used by the Phoenicians in 
the manufacture of soan and was im- 
ported from Egypt. The only local 
advantage that people of Sidon had 
in making glass to compete with that 
of Egypt was an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of fine white silicious sand, free 
from all admixture of clay, and pecu- 
liarly suitable for glass-making; but 
she always had to import her alkali, 
either from Egypt or some other 
quarter. 

Glass was chiefly applied in Sidon 
to the construction of vessels such as 
bottles, vases, drinking-cups, bowls, 
and the like. It was seldom employed 
in large masses, but was very deli- 
cately fashioned and colored with me- 
tallic oxides, exquisite objects of a 
small size being produced, chiefly by 
the means of the blow-pipe. Occasion- 
ally, patterning was effected by cut- 
ting and grinding with a wheel, while 
sometimes the surface. was engraved 
with a sharp. tool. Cylinders of col- 
ored glass were also made as orna- 
ments for houses or temples; these 
were either solid or hollow; in the 
latter case, a lamp might be intro- 
duced into the interior and a dazzling 
effect accomplished. The great diffi- 
culty experienced by the early artists 
was to produce perfectly clear and 
transparent glass; but the Sidonians 
battled with this difficulty so far 
successfully as to cast round plates 
of glass which were made into mir- 
rors by covering the back with a thin 
sheet of metal. 

The extent to which Phoenicia car- 
ried the artistic manipulation of glass 
is, and must probably always remain, 
uncertain, since glass objects were 
scarcely ever inscribed, and the best 
connoisseurs are unable to determine, 
with a large number of specimens in 
museums, whether they are of Phoe-. 
nician, or Greek, or even Egyptian 
manufacture. So excellent a judge as 
Winckelmann confessed his inability 
to draw the line between Greek and 
Phoenician art in this department; 
and it is quite possible that many of 
the more artistic objects, commonly 
set down as Greek in museum cat- 
alogs, are really the product of the 
best Sidonian glass-works.

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GLASS HISTORY

composition should always be refer- 
red to the heat of the furnace in 
which it was made. When a glass 
has been made at a high tempera- 
ture, with a considerable quantity of 
lime, and is afterwards kept for 
some time fused at a lower temper- 
ature, a portion of the lime will form 
such another combination with the 
silica as to destroy the transparency 
of the glass. An excess of silica, 
with an increased heat, will produce 
the same results. 

The power of glass to resist the 
action of water, alkalies, acids, the 
air, and of light, is, as a general 
rule, the greater as the heat em- 
ployed in its manufacture has been 
higher, as the proportion of the bases 


is smaller, and as its constituent 


parts more nearly approach to exact- 
ness the equivalent ratios. Glass 
containing too great a proportion of 
alkali is partially soluble in water, 
and, as a mule, the affinity of glass 
for water, or its hygrometric attrac- 
tion, is proportional to the quantity 
of alkali it contains. Air and light 
operate upon glass most probably by 
their oxidizing powers. Bluish or 
greenish colored glass becomes color- 
less by exposure. If glass contain- 
ing lead be exposed to air in which 
sulphuretted hydrogen be present, 
the oxide of lead is converted into a 
sulphuret, and the surface of the 
glass becomes opaque and iridescent. 
This effect is often seen in stables. 
The test for a glass vessel to resist 
most of these effects, is boiling con- 
centrated sulphuric acid in it, or 
boiling concentrated sulphuric acid 
in it, or boiling it in the acid; if the 
glass is good, it will remain smooth 
and transparent; if not, it will be- 
come dim and rough. 

After the glass is made, it is 
toughened by annealing. Without 
this process it is very brittle; a ves- 
sel of thick glass, unannealed, will 
sometimes fly to pieces by the simple 
effect of the changes of the atmos- 
pheric temperature. Annealing is 
performed by heating the glass, and 
allowing it to cool slowly. Frequent- 
ly the vessels are heated in salt 
water or oil to as high a tempera- 
ture as these fluids can contain, and 
then allowed to cool very slowly. The 
glass thus treated will stand the var- 
lations of temperature within the 
limits of the heat that has been used. 

The following classification of the 
various kinds of glass may be of in- 
terest for comparison with the one 
already given:— 

1. Bottle glass, including the var- 
ieties from which hollow vessels and 
tubes, common bottles, medicine bot- 
tles, vials, tumblers, and so on, are 
made. The dark-colored varieties 
contain a larger proportion of oxide 
of iron and alumina, and in none of 
them is any oxide of lead. White 
bottle glass is made of silica, soda 
or potash, and lime. 

2. Window glass, including cylin- 
der or sheet glass, and English crown 
glass, is a silicate of potash or soda, 
lime, and alumina. 

8. Plate glass, which differs from 


the preceeding only in the greater 
purity of the materials, and their 
freedom from color. 


4. Flint glass, used for grinding, 
making sand paper, etc., composed 
of silica, potash, and oxide of lead. 


5. Crystal glass, used for optical 
instruments and _ table purposes, 
consists of silica or boracic acid, 
potash, and more lead than the pre- 
ceding. 6. Strass, of the material 
used for the imitation of precious 
stones, contains much oxide of lead, 
and also the metallic oxides used for 
giving the various colors. 


7. Enamel, composed of silica, 
soda, and oxide of lead, and rendered 
opaque by the oxide of tin or anti- 
mony, which forms a stannate or 
antimoniate with the soda. Besides, 
there is soluble glass, being a simple 
silicate of soda or of potash, or a 
mixture of the two silicates. 


To describe the various operations 
by which glass is worked, would re- 
quire so much elaboration, and so 
many illustrations to make them in- 
telligible, that it is evidently impos- 
sible to attempt it here. A visit of 
an hour to any one of the numerous 
glass factories, in actual operation, 
will give a clearer comprehension of 
the simplicity and skill with which 
the various processes of manufac- 
ture are carried on, than an entire 
volume could do. 


The introduction of the manufac- 
ture of glass into the United States 
was contemporaneous with the settle- 
ment of the country. With the 
establishment of the first colony at 
Jamestown, Va., in 1607, some of the 
colonists brought over were glass 
makers, and the first cargo sent back 
to England contained “trials of pitch, 
tar, glass, frankincense, and soap 
ashes, with what wainscot and clap- 
board could be provided.” At the 
same time, Captain John Smith, of 
famous memory, returned “a plain 
and scholarly answer” by the same 
vessel to the council in London, who 
had complained of the want of profit- 
able returns from the colony. From 
Stith’s History of Virginia we learn 
that the glass house stood in the 
woods, about a mile from James- 
town. Small as_ it unquestionably 
was, yet it deserves mention as_be- 
ing the first manufactory erected in 
the territory of the United States. 
Stith also informs us that, in 1621, 
a fund was subscribed to establish a 
factory of glass beads, to be used as 
a currency in the trade with the In- 
dians for furs, and a Captain Nor- 
ton, with some skilled Italian work- 
men, was sent over for the purpose 
of establishing this profitable specu- 
lation. At the same time, also a 
subscription was opened for the pur- 
pose of importing women into the 
colony, so as to give the necessary 
conditions for the permanency of the 
settlement, and it would appear that 
this last venture proved more imme- 
diately profitable than the first, the 
price of maids rising as high as one 
hundred and fifty pounds of tobacco, 
and the demand being active enough 
to quickly absorb the supply. 

In the settlement at Massachusetts 
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the first establishment of a glass 
manufactory is said to have been 
made at the village of Germantown, 
in Braintree. Glass bottles alone 
were made -here, and the business 
was continued until shortly before 
the revolution, when the failure of 
the proprietors and the burning of 
the buildings led to the abandonment 
of the enterprise, which has never 
been restored. In 1639 a glass house 
was established at Salem, and the 
court granted “to the glass men sev- 
eral acres of ground adjoining to 
their houses,” for the purpose of 
aiding the enterprise. In 1641 the 
court further authorized the author- 
ities of the town of Salem to lend 
the proprietors thirty pounds, to be 
deducted from the next town rate, 
and to be repaid by the borrowers 
“if the work succeeded, when they 
are able.” Bottles and coarse articles 
of inferior kinds of glass were alone 
made here. The use of glass in win- 
dows was at this time not common 
in the mother country, and of course 
1t was not in the-colonies. One of 
the leading members of the 
Plymouth settlement wrote to his 
friends in England, “Bring paper and 
linseed oil for your windows, and 
cotton yarn for your lamps.” In 1629 
Mr. Higginson, writing from. Salem, 
says, “Bring glass for your win- 
dows.” 

In 1752 the General Court of Mas- 
sachusetts passed an act granting 
the sole privilege of making glass in 
the province to Isaac C. Winslow and 
his associates. In New York, Jan 
Smeeds is supposed to have been the 
first glass maker, and a map made 
in 1732 indicates the existence of two 
establishments in the city for glass 
making. A glass house is also men- 
tioned as existing in Philadelphia in 
1683. The business did not, however, 
assume any importance in the coun- 
try before the time of the revolution, 
although glass was one of the articles 
taxed by the mother country. During 
the revolution, the importations be- 
ing suspended, the need of glass was 
greatly felt. Lord Sheffield, writing 
when peace was declared, says, 
“There are glass works in Pennsyl- 
vania. Bad glass is made in New 
Jersey for windows, but there is not 
any quantity of glass made in Amer- 
ica as yet except bottles.” 

In 1788 the legislature of New 
New York voted a loan of three 
thousand pounds for eight years to 
the proprietors of a glass factory 
near Albany, which, in 1797, became 
the property of an association known 
as the “Hamilton Manufacturing 
Company,” and was exempted from 
taxation by the state for five years. 
The glass made by them was in good 
repute, and the business was actively 
carried on, producing about twenty 
thousand feet of glass a month, be- 
sides bottles and flint glass, and con- 
tinued until 1815, when it was dis- 
continued from the exhaustion of the 
supply of fuel in the vicinity of the 
works. 

Glass works were commenced in

When Linda Belle Titus Knox of 
Chicago passed away recently, the 
collecting world of the present day 
lost its most interesting character. 
Mrs. Knox should, of course, proper- 
ly be linked with her husband, whose 
most distinguishing characteristic 
was the fact that he never wore a 
tie, but instead always wore a carat 
and a quarter diamond inset in a 
gold button. I often surmised that 
his collar was celluloid. They lived 
the part. 

Mr. Knox had been the gardener 
to George Titus, a rich easterner 
who came to Chicago in the post 
Civil War times and made a fortune 
in real estate. After Mr. Titus’ death, 
the attractive widow, partially edu- 
cated, married the good looking 
gardener. 

Collecting came to be a hobby 
with them. They specialized in noth- 
ing in particular. One house after 
another was aquired by them and 
filled ‘with collection material of all 
kinds and then locked and barred. 

Eight of these houses, some of 
mansion type, showed up in the will. 
The couple lived in the corner front 
room on the fourth floor of a house 
in a mediocre part of town. Only 
the house in Forest Park employed 
a night watchman. 

Everyone who knew them often re- 
marked what a sale the estate would 
make! A doctor’s wife, a neighbor, 
showed up as the only named heir. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Knox had ex- 
pressed a wish to leave their collec- 
tions to a museum if the other died 
first. No such provisions mater- 
ialized. 

At Chicago auction galleries, they 
became known as such ardent buy- 
ers that no one would bid against 
them. When they started bidding 
everyone else stopped. I was present 
when they bought their last piece at 
one Wabash auction gallery. A pause 
came in the drone of the auctioneer. 
“Bid on this,” he hissed to a friend 
sitting beside the Knoxes. They 
overheard him, and bought the 
piece anyhow, but that was the end 
of their buying at this gallery. 


Yet, I have always said they got 
more pieces because the public was 
so afraid of them that they just re- 
fused to bid against them. However, 
once in a while some intrepid soul 
ran them up, much tw their disgust. 
I never did it just to make them pay, 
or to get myself in with the auc- 
tioneer. If I wanted something they 
found that I would bid like any other 
fool, probably more than the piece 
was worth. 
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The Knox income came from real 
estate. During the early thirties I 
heard Mr. Knox tell a friend, “My 
income has dropped to $800 a month.” 


From then on I took over. His 
$800 didn’t scare me, and when I 
wanted something I went after it, 
and they quit bidding. But I did not 
do all my buying from auctions. 
Private buying from old families 
who were forced to give up, was much 
more profitable, and prolific in ma- 
terial. 

They both lived to be more than 
ninety and their activities decreased 
as they grew older. My generation, 
as an auction buyer, overlapped 
theirs. 

In their collections were priceless 
pieces from such famous estates as 
Yerkes, the John W. Gates, and the 
Hetty Greens. Mine included the 
McCormicks, the Palmers, the Swifts, 
the Kohls, and countless lesser 
lights of the present day. They were 
in their last decades, passing out of 
the picture, as I came in, in my 
prime. They were courteous, well 
bred, but confused and disorganized 
in their minds. They were helpless 
in decision, obsessed with desire 
for the beautiful, with a passion for 
possession of things they never 
looked at nor enjoyed after they ac- 
quired them. 

They never owned an automobile. 
Though friends whom they met at 
auctions often gave them _ rides 
home, none was ever invited in. 

A century of years were allotted 
to this old couple but they never 
learned that you can’t take it with 
you. Childless, but even if they had 
had children, the taxes, auction and 
lawyers’ fees would have consumed 
90 per cent of the proceeds of the 
estate. 

Auctioneer Richard Levy states that 
it will take him seven days and 
nights to sell the material, and that 
it will bring $1,000,000. 

The sales will be held during 
April. Fabulous and _ over-drawn 
newspaper stories about the couple 
have appeared recently. 

Here was the largest collection in 
Chicago, far greater than _ that 
owned by richer folks, dissipated in 
the wide reaches of the world. Yet 
people wonder why I started a mu- 
seum to preserve just such orphaned 
collections.

Pursuant to the foregoing data, 
Postmaster Donaldson has announced 
that the 3-cent Freedom National 
Capital Sesquicentennial Commemo- 
rative Stamp will be placed on sale 





for the first time at Washington, 
D. C., on April 20. 

The central design is a reproduc- 
tion of the Statue of Freedom, by 
Crawford, ‘which surmounts the dome 
of the Capitol at Washington. Be- 
low this statue is a ribbon on which 
appears the wording “National Capi- 
tal Sesquicentennial 1800 - Washing- 
ton - 1950” in dark Gothic. To the 
left of the statue near the base is 
“U. S. Postage,”, and to the right 
is “3c” in the same style. 

The allegorical statue of Freedom 
is the figure of a woman clad in 
flowing draperies with her right 
hand resting upon the hilt of a 
sheathed sword and her left hand 
holding a wreath and grasping a 
shield. At the waist, a brooch bear- 
ing the letters “U. S.” holds the 
drapery in place. The head is covered 
by a helmet encircled with stars and 
surmounted by a crest composed of 
an eagle’s head and a bold arrange- 
ment of feathers, suggested by the 
costume of our Indian tribes. 

The stamp, which is 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged verti- 
cally, with an ornamental border, is 
printed in blue. It will be printed 
by. the rotary process, electric-eye 
perforated and issued in sheets of 

. An initial printing order of 
125,000,000 Freedom stamps _ has 
been authorized.

Special first-trip cachets and can- 
cellation stamps will be provided for 
both routes. Collectors desiring first- 
trip cancellations should send their 
covers properly prepared with post- 
age prepaid and ready for mailing 
at the first-class rate, to the post- 
masters at the terminal cities of each 
route from which first-trip cancella- 
tions are desired. A clear space not 
less than 2% by 2% inches to the 
left on the address side of all covers 
must be left for the application of 
the cachet. 

On each route the initial trip be- 
tween the first-named and last-named 
city will be designed as “Trip 1” and 
the initial trip in the opposite direc- 
tion as “Trip 2”. 

Covers for first-trip cancellations 
should be sent under cover, or wrap- 
per, to the appropriate postmaster 
with an accompanying letter, or en- 
dorsement .on the wrapper, authoriz- 
ing the holding of the covers for the 
first-trip and requesting applica- 
tion of the cachet. There will be no 
provision made for philatelic hand-

The Columbian 5c from $3 to 
$2.75, mint, and the Columbian 30c 
from $8 to $7.50, used. 

One of the new listings is a block 
of four of No. 14, the 10c green, type 
II, of 1855, priced at $1,000 mint 
and $500 used. 

High Wines Added 

Among the revenues, four high 
values have been added to the 1934 
wine series—$20, $40, $50 and $100 
(Nos. RE1107A-D). The 1 documen- 
tary “Series 1940” has been listed 
without overprint (No. R300a). 

The prices of many proofs have 
been revised downward, though some 
of the revenue proofs are up a notch. 
In the trial color proof section, 15 
proofs of No. 63 have been added. 

Three “Specimen” stamps are new 
to the Catalogue this year—the Ic, 
$08 and 90c of 1869, each priced at 


In the Confederate section, Mr. 
Harmer and his editorial assistant, 
Allan M. Thatcher, have added a new 
heading: “Confederate Proofs.” Just 
three items are listed here, one being 
a trial color proof of Confederate 
States No. 2, priced at $100. 


In Canal Zone, 14 airmail stamps 
have been renumbered, quantities is- 
sued have been added for many 
stamps, dates of issue within sets 
have been added, and the listings 
generally have been made more 
specialized with the addition of var- 
ious minor varieties. 

In Hawaii, conservative price in- 
creases are numerous, with some 
scattered reductions. The Hawaii 
proofs section has acquired 27 new 
listings. 

In the introductory pages, a new 
illustration of the U. S. postmark 
used in Japan has been provided. 
The old one, shockingly enough, 
turned out to be a cancellation of 
Japanese origin.

Volume II of Scott’s 1950 Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalog contains a 
complete revision of the Chinese list- 
ings. This painstaking task, re- 
ports Gordon Harmer, president of 
Scott Publications, was entirely the 
achievement of the China Stamp 
Society. 2 

The Dragon has had its face lifted 
before, but it has never had such a 
complete rejuvenation. More than a 
thousand numbers are changed. 


Twenty-three new stamps have been 
added in China. These include two 
not-so-common air-mails—new Nos. 
C42 and C59—and the 1932 “Sven 
Hedin set commemorating the North- 
west Scientific Expedition. This Sven 
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Hedin series remainded unrecognized 
by Scott for 17 years. 


The Empress Dowager surcharges 
have been regrouped. The first two 
sets of China have been expanded 
from six to fifteen major numbers. 
The 1913-15 Junks have been separ- 
ated into two major series, the London 
printing and the first Peking print- 
ing. There are five new illustrations. 
The 103 “Provisional Regional Sur- 
charges,” which had been grouped in 
a separate section following “Offices 
in Tibet,’ have been condensed to 27 
major numbers and placed in chrono- 
logical sequence. 


Throughout Volume II, the usual 
extensive price changes have been 
made. 


Collectors of early Swiss issues will 
hail the Catalog alterations in that 
section. The 1854-62 “seated Hel- 
vetias” have been expanded. from 13 
to 23 major numbers. 


The Cantonal issues, formerly Nos. 
1-15 of Switzerland, have been re- 
numbered as locals, and rearranged 
chronologically. The Zurich numeral 
stamps now lead off as Nos. 1L1-1L4. 
The Dove of Basel yields its No. 1 
spots to the first of the 24% rappen 
Federal Administration stamps of 
1850—the old No. 16. 


For the William Tell’s Son design 
(A26), detailed illustrations, of the 
original and two redrawings are 
provided. 

The stamps of Eastern Rumelia 
have been incorporated with those of 
South Bulgaria, and a simplification 
of the handstamps and overprints has 
been achieved. The two “countries” 
were one and the same province which 
changed its name when it exchanged 
the Turkish for the Bulgarian flag. 


Korea has been removed to its right- 
ful spot in the “K” sector. It has 
been under the Cs since 1885. 


For the first time, the stamps of 
Ifni, the Spanish territory in north- 
ern Morocco, have been accorded Scott 
listings. There are 32 ordinary 
stamps, 39 air-mails and 1 special 
delivery in this “new country” whose 
first stamps appeared in 1941. Israel 
is also a new name in the 1950 Cata- 
logue. 

In Spanish Guinea, 29 ordinary 
stamps and 8 air-mails have been 
added, as well as nine new illustra- 
tions. In Spanish Western Sahara, 26 
ordinary stamps, 8 air-mails and a 
special delivery are newcomers. 


A Serbian set has been deleted— 
Nos. 140-153. This is the Corfu issue 
of 1918 with “overprint” POSTES 
SERBES on stamps of France, now 
known to be a cancellation.

Plating Effort 


A life member of a European So- 
ciety (Norway) and of societies here 
was comparing the habits of foreign 
and U.S. collectors, sadly to our great 
disadvantage. A plating effort had 
immediately brought from abroad sev- 
eral envelopes of the items wanted. 
Similar requests to alleged big shots 
and dealers here got not a reply. 
Nothing doing. Just a waste of time 
to ask them. Why? 

And this a cheap stamp cataloging 
less than a nickle at retail. Wholesale 
prices under two cents a hundred. 

Who was that guy that mourned 
about “Man’s inhumanity to man” and 
all that stuff? He should have. tried 
to plate something in these United 
(?) States. Collectors don’t seem to 
be united, even if members of the 
“Same Society.” 


Hand Stamp Overprint 


I remarked about the French “Le 
Timbre” being a very unusual paper. 
Then I get a query as to what “Fes- 
tung Lorient” a hand stamp overprint 
in two lines, is all about and its value. 
The value is beyond us and won’t be 
known till next catalog probably. But 
on stamps of France and likely better 
on cover, an item well worth saving. 
Hope the chap has a good copy or 
copies. “Used by the Germans in 1944 
in Brittany” is the best over all trans- 
lation. There cannot be many, unless 
brought over by ex-soldiers in Europe 
at that time. 


“Be Patient’? 


One correspondent writes “You got- 
ta show me, I can’t make this “hinge- 
off” stuff work, any of it.” 

That is rather strange because it is 
the first kick from a collector who is 
mature and capable. In one or two 
juvenile kicks the trouble was haste 
and not care. The best suggestion is 
to “go slowly, on a valueless stamp, 
till you get the technique. 

The people that make it, always 
make it work. Why not, they make it 
and sell it. If they can, you can. Just 
“be patient.” That is the motto all 
should use in collecting. 

Topics 

Some time back, mention was made 
of Istria—Istra under Jugo Slovakian 
issues in the foreign catalogs. While 
the bounds are hazy still. and the 
whole location merely an area of some 
interest—a very pat question. Teacher 
in North New York asks: 

“Is there any picturing of a donkey 
(head or full) anywhere but on the 
item that Michel numbers “Istra No. 
39.0.50 red brown.” (Page 499, cur- 
rent edition.) I think there are oth- 
ers, large and small, but the Istrian 
effort is the best portrait, or it ‘looks 
like a donkey.’ ” 

Must be starting a topical section. 

Another teacher asks this one—and 
it isn’t so silly because the query put 
her in a spot. She says: “Why do we 
collect ‘Hunting Stamps?’ They are 


beautiful things, and perfectly en- 
graved—even better than the average 
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run of our postage stamps, but after 
all these ‘duck’ stamps are not pos- 
tage stamps and they are not really 
anything but revenue issues for year 
licenses.” 

First time this has been asked in 
writing, but that is correct. Again, 
we could suppose the editor of the 
catalog, “The Encyclopaedia,” is priv- 
ileged to put in anything that sells— 
that his firm can sell—that there is a 
demand for, just as the collector can 
collect anything he wants to, mount 
it in any sequence and in any type of 
album, on any kind of page, because 
it is his property. 

As to the revenue issues being “pos- 
tage”? stamps—they distinctly are not. 
But the catalog carries “Revenue” is- 
sues, so they match up with those list- 
ings. As to their being postage 
stamps, or used for postage, they are 
not. But as this column has often 
said, “They are yours and you can do 
as you wish about mounting them— 
even along with postal issues.” It is 
your book and choice. 

Very lovely issues at that, and dec- 
orative, too, artistic and ornamental 
to any page, if you want to add to 
your postal issues. 

This query has been repeated many 
times and answered, but it still comes 
to the minds of beginners in Topicals. 

“Can you tell me how to get some 
increased capacity in a spring back 
cover?” There is an answer—prob- 
ably the album makers will not ap- 
prove, but sometimes a material aid. 

All spring backs are listed to hold 
the number of pages that the makers 
state in prices for cover and leaves. 

These leaves are usually either pa- 
per or linen hinged. A strip of heavy 
paper at the left side for the spring 
to bite on—a strip of flexible linen or 
paper for hinge—sometimes two such, 
then the leaf added. The binder has 
capacity say for 50 leaves. A half 
dozen more will not over fill it if the 
heavy left hand stubs are not in- 
creased in number. To add such, strip 
off the linen from a stub, and glue it 
to the one preceding it. This change 
can be made even on the paper hinged 
leaves, with due slow care and easy 
work. 

The result a stub with two leaves 
hinged to it. With linen hinges it is 
possible to add two extra leaves to 
one stub. 

The additions increase capacity, and 
the spring has no more heavy stubs 
ee it, than it was intended to 

old. 

It is not recommended that this be 
done every time a cover is filled with 
its regular quota, but it can be done, 
and it helps. 

And another thing, if you use glass- 
ine or cellophane interleaving, stick 
these sheets to the stub before you 
place them in the binder.

So many people imagine the 
“stocking” collection of coins they 
have been holding so long“ are worth 
a million” just because they are so 
old they are worn smooth. And when 
they receive their appraisal and 
find out they are not worth much 
more than “face” they get mad at 
being told the truth. Probably more 
disappointed than mad. This class of 
customers reminds the appraisers 
of the item from Buffalo News: “The 
dumb are people who form opinions 
without getting the facts and then 
get mad when anybody tells them the 
truth.”

It has been said “exceptions prove 
the rule”. As a rule, “went up the 
flue”, synonomous with “gone up in 
smoke”, means one’s money. has 
vamoosed never to return. The ex- 
ception to this rule has lately turned 
up, according to the following from 
the Associated Press:— 

Life of the average piece of paper 
money after it is placed in circula- 
tion is one year. Dollar bills receive 
the most use and have to be replaced 
more often—about every six months. 
Careful estimates have been made 
that a dollar bill changes hands on 
an average of about five times a day 
before it is returned to the treasury 
for redemption. Oil, grease and 
gasoline are considered the greatest 
natural enemies of paper money and 
shorten the life of the dollar bill 
several weeks. Spots of oil and 
grease with dirt and grist cut and 
grind the currency fiber. Changing 
hands so many times tends to shorten 
a bill’s life—Pathfinder.

The top-notchers are kept secluded 
under lock and key, the ‘‘coin-on-the- 
street” is the one that shades us with 
his friendly umbrella. A _ friendly 
collection is more congenial than an 
uppish aloofer. en 


There is lots of difference between 
ignorance and dumbness. Ignorance 
is curable while dumbness is chronic. 
Admit your ignorance and cure it; 
If you are ignorant about some 
phase of the coin collecting game, 
admit it, but try and cure it. Ask 
questions of one that knows his coins. 
He won’t twit you about your ignor- 
ance, for asking questions is how he 
cured the same malady. As the Buf- 
falo News says, “If he doesn’t know, 
that is ignorance and curable. If he 
can’t be told, that is dumbness and 
chronic.” 

“It is difficult to think out any- 
thing properly on an empty stom- 
ach.” It is equally difficult to study 
coins properly with an empty till. 
Study not only about coins but the 
coins themselves. Studying numis- 
matics without coins is like studying 
geography without maps.

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MONEY OF YESTERYEAR

At the time of my writing this in 
late October, a good deal of rumor is 
going about concerning the_possibil- 
ity of the United States reducing its 
money value by 10%, a similar move 
that just was made by a great many 
countries of the world. Such moves 
make everything rise in value when 
the dollar is cheapened against gold. 
Foreign currencies, which were just 
propped up to 30% will again rise 
10% or thereabouts if this move ma- 
terializes. Coins would also rise in 
value. While this rumor is officially 
denied, it still persists, 

There are also other movements 
on foot, one of which is an urge to 
get the government to release gold 
coins to American civilians again. 
If this should go through, the size 
of the gold coins per dollar value 
would be much smaller than, hereto- 
fore. I am of the opinion that such 
coins would probably be as follows: 
A five dollar piece would be about 
the size of a dime. A ten dollar piece, 
the size of, or a trifle larger than ua 
nickel, and a gold twenty dollar coin 
about the size of our old ten dollar 
gold piece, or a little smaller. It

fifty dollar piece would be issued 
which would approximately be the 
size of our old twenty dollar coin. 

The government’s policy in the 
past has been to store all the gold, 
in bullion form, under adequate 
guard at Fort Knox, and the only 
people who can present American 
dollars for redemption in gold are 
foreigners. As they have a hard 
enough time getting American dollars 
to present for redemption, practically 
all the gold in the world is at 
present at Fort Knox. 

I repeat that this gold is protected 
very carefully but with such a ter- 
rific amount of value in one spot I 
wonder if any protection is really 
adequate in this day of sneak at- 
tacks, atomic bombs, and parachute 
troops. Such things might very like- 
ly be a hazard to our gold hoard, and 
I think if it were distributed again 
to the American public it would be 
far safer than being stored in one 
place. 

Mexico is the only country in the 
world that has recently struck gold 
coins, a coin the same size as its 
former fifty peso coins, which is 
slightly larger than our old twenty 
dollar gold piece. Mexico’s policy is 
to encourage their citizens to place 
their savings in gold money, thereby 
distributing the gold wealth to its 
citizens instead of having it stored 
in one place.

Collectors, in days gone by, have 
spent many pleasant years with their 
hobby studying a certain denomina- 
tion for varieties, and we are indebted 
to these dilligent men for many fine 
publications on the subject of inter- 
est to them. Mr. Hazletine, is well 
known for his studies and publica- 
tions of silver dollars and half dol- 
lars; Crosby for cents and half cents 
of 1793; Doughty and Andrews for 
their works on the rest of the large 
cents; Guttag specialized in tokens 
and wrote an excellent book on 
these, and there are many others 
who have studied various lines of 
numismatics, all contributing to the 
science and art. 

This does not mean, that all coins 
have been expertly cataloged, for I 
can remember many varieties I have 
seen that have never as yet been 
cataloged. Our every day Lincoln 
cents have varieties which in some 
instances rival the varieties on the 
large coppers. Particularly those 
with mint marks. 1 have seen 1914’s 
with mint marks close to the date, 
far below the date, under the nine 
or under the one. Die breaks are in- 
numerable, and some ardent collec- 
tor could spend many years studying 
and cataloging all these. 

I have also noticed many varieties 
of mint marks on our Morgan type 
silver dollars, large mint marks, 
small ones, those close and those far 
down, and here again many varieties 
could be found. So, come on, you 
coin collectors with the patience.

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COIN NAMES 


By MARGARET 


The wide variety of the sources of 
coin names makes them of interest 
to the word-lover as well as _ the 
numismatist.. Coins have been named 
to honor kings and sultans. They 
have glorified animals and _ birds. 
Many names, easily traced, are 
severely practical, while others, more 
obscure, are dramatic and imagina- 
tive. 

Rulers and national heroes have 
long been favorites with the namers 
of coins. King Alfonso of Spain and 
the Emperor Napoleon each had a 
golden namesake in his country. 
King John V of Portugal was the 
father of the johannus, known more 
familiarly to the American colonists 
as the “half Joe”. Shahs of Persia 
gave their names to the abbasi of 
Afghanistan and the Persian pah- 
lavi, while Amanullah, amir of Af- 
ghanistan has been immortalized by 
the amania of that country. 

Two South American liberators, 
Simon Bolivar, and Antino José le 
Sucre, have had coins named for 
them. The bolivar and the bolivano 
are the monetary units of Venezuela 
and Bolivia and the sucre is a silver 
coin of Ecuador. Panama’s revered 
Balboa is depicted on the handsome 
silver coin which bears his name, 
while Costa Rica and El Salvadore 
honor Christopher Columbus with 
their colon. Lampira, an Indian 
chief who opposed the Spanish con- 
quest, has a money of account called 
by his name in Honduras. Lek is 
the Albanian version of Alexander 
(the Great), and the coin of that 
name bears his likeness. 

With a broad gesture all nobility 
was honored in the naming of the 
ashrafi of Abyssinia and Persia and 
the xerafin, a former coin of Portu- 
guese India. Both of these names 
mean “pertaining to a_ noble”. A 
gold coin called noble was used in 
the fifteenth century in England and 
Scotland. This coin was superseded 
by the royal, or ryal, which is the 
etymological ancestor of the popular 
modern real and rial. 

Possibly the first coin to be named 
for a bird was the aquilino (eagle) 
used in various Italian states in the 
thirteenth century. In modern times 
we have the quetzel of Guatemala, 
which takes it name from the nation- 
al bird of that country. Chile, Colum- 
bia and Ecuador favored the condor,

the giant vulture of the Andes, by 
naming a gold coin for it. Gone, but 
not forgotten is our own handsome 
eagle or ten dollar gold piece. 

A great many coins have names 
which are, in one way or another, 
descriptive of the piece itself. Some 
are called according to their snapes, 
for instance the tao, a razor-shaped 
coin of ancient China, which meant 
“knife, or sharp edged instrument.” 
The familiar penny, which, with its 
related pfennig, fennig and penni is 
used in so many parts of the world, 
is thought to have meant originally 
“pan-shaped”. The tugrik of Mon- 
golia means “round thing.” The pop- 
ular piaster derives from the Latin 
emplastrum, a thin plate of metal. 
The yen or yuan of Japan means 
“round, a circle,’ and from the San- 
skrit cacra meaning “wheel, circle” 
comes Travancore’s copper chakram 
or chuckram, the world’s smallest 
coin. 

Other coins, when traced to their 
origins, are found to mean simply 
‘golden.’ The Roman aureus, in 
standard use until the fourth cen- 
tury A. D. was one of these. Others 
are the well known gulden and its 
related guilder, and the more exotic 
zloty of Poland. The rupee and its 
kindred ruble, rublis, rupia and rupie, 
and the mungo of Mongolia mean 
“silver.” In France the word 
“argent” (silver), though not the 
name of a specific coin, has come to 
mean money in general. 

Colors and textures have also giv- 
en their names to money. The per- 
pera, originally a gold coin, now a 
money of account in Montenegro, 
means “ruddy, fiery,” and the name 
of the asper, a former silver coin of 
Turkey comes to us from the Latin 
asper nummus, literally “rough mon- 
ey.” i. e. not worn smooth. 

The shilling of Great Britain has, 
etymologicaliy speaking, one of the 
most interesting of coin histories. 
The barbarians who inhabited north- 
ern England in the early times were 
accustomed to go to battle decked in 
gold or silver armbands and - rings. 
When the time came to divide the 
spoils, these rings were broken into 
small pieces and divided among the 
victors. The pieces, of more or less 
uniform size, were called “schil- 
lings” and were used as money. The 
schilling of Austria and the schel- 
ling and escalin (trade money) of 
the Low Countries can also trace 
their pedigrees back to the war-jew- 
elry of the blue-painted aborigines 
of England.

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HERVEY ALLEN AN D MARK TWAIN 


By Cyril CLEMENS: 


On December 28, 1949, Hervey Al- 
len the noted novelist, died at his 
Glades Estate, Cocoanut Grove, near 
Miami, Florida.. Dr. Frank Stewart, 
local ‘heart specialist, said the author 
was stricken with the fatal attack 
early that afternoon. Allen’s wife, 
Mrs. Ann Andrews Allen, found his 
body on the bathroom floor about 1 
p. m. Dr. Stewart was immediately 
summoned but: his efforts to revive 
the stricken man failed. 

He had been engaged on a sequel 
to his book, “‘Towards the Morning,” 
one of a series on pre-revolutionary 
times in the United States. 

Allen was born in Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania, December 8, 1889, and at- 
tended public and college preparatory 
schools there. He went to a “cram- 
ming school” at Annapolis, Maryland, 
for entry into the United States Na- 
val Academy, and was appointed in 
1913. His career, as a naval officer 
was cut short, however, when he was 
injured while participating in athlet- 
ics at the academy, and he was forced 
to resign with an honorable discharge. 

He joined the regular army in 1915 
and served under General John J. 
Pershing in pursuit of Villa. In 1917 
he went to France with the American 
Expeditionary Force. He served as 
first lieutenant in the 111th Infantry 
Regiment of the 28th Division. He 
was seriously wounded in action dur- 
ing August, 1918. Allen’s rather ex- 
tensive experiences in both branches 
of the service proved useful when 
he commenced his fiction writing. 

Like many an author, Allen eased 
into his literary career by teaching. 
He was instructor in English at the 
Porter Military Academy at Charles- 
ton, South Carolina, from 1920 to 
1921. He held the same post at the 
Charleston High Schol from 1922 to 
1924. He was with the Department 
of English at Columbia University 
from 1924 to 1925; lecturer on Amer- 
ican Literature at Vassar College 
from 1926 to 1927; and lecturer on 
Modern Poetry at the Bread Loaf 
Writers Conference during the terms, 
1930, 1931. 

His literary career began in 1921 
with “Wampum and Old Gold,” which 
was followed the next year by “The 
Bride of Huitzil”. The Same year, 
1922, he collaborated with his close 
friend, the late Du Bose Heywood [of 
“Porgy and Bess” fame], to produce 
“Carolina Chansons,” which was his 
impressions of the low countries re- 
ceived while serving as a soldier in a 
Southern camp before going overseas. 
This work was followed quickly by 
“The Blindman,” 1923, and “Earth 


Moods,” 1925. “Israfel,” a magnifi- 
cent biography of Edgar Allan Poe, 
and generally considered his master- 
piece, came out in 1926. The same 
year he published a much shorter 
work, “Poe’s Brother,” in collabora- 
tion with Prof. Thomas Olive Mab- 
bott; a book of poems, “Songs for 
Annette,” was given the public in 
1929. His best known work, “Anthony 
Adverse,” began a best seller in 1933. 
This was followed by “Action at Aq- 
uila,”’ a stirring novel of the Civil 
War, 1937; “The Forest and the 
Fort,” 1943: “Bedford Village,” 1944; 
“The City in the Dawn,” 1946. He 
also found time to serve as general 
editor of the excellent “Rivers of 
America Series.” 

On June 30, 1927, Allen married 
Ann Andrews Allen of Pittsburgh. It 
proved a most happy marriage, and 
his devoted wife aided him much in 
his literary career. They had two 
daughters and a son, Richard Francis. 

Perhaps the chief inspiration of Al- 
len’s literary career were the works 
of Mark Twain. He read “Tom Saw- 
yer,” “Huckleberry Finn,” “Life on 
the Mississippi” and “Roughing It” 
several times each when a boy and 
often thereafter. He frequently re- 
ferred to Mark Twain in his various 
books as he says in “Israfel” of Poe’s 
“The Raven”: 

“Not until Mark Twain contributed 


his jingle: 
“‘Punch, brothers, punch, and punch 
with care; 
Punch in the presence of the pas- 
sengaire. ..’” 


When the present writer sent him 
a review of his best known novel, he 
answered under date of June 27, 1935, 
from his summer home “Bonfield,” 
Talbot, Oxford County, Maryland: 
Dear Cyril Clemens: 

Many thanks for your note of June 
27, last. I am sending you, at your 
request, my tribute to Mark Twain 
written out in longhand. 

It was very kind of you to enclose 
to me James Southall Wilson’s com- 
ments on “Anthony Adverse.” I had 
seen it, but I am glad to have an ex- 
tra copy. Incidentally, Dr. James 
Southall Wilson, Edgar Allan Poe 
professor at the University of Vir- 
ginia, is to my mind, one of the best 
practicing critics in the country. He 
has the unusual combination of not 
only a great knowledge of literature, 
but a genuinely full experience and 
appreciation of life in the large, so 
that I felt very proud indeed of the 
kind of a comment that he made 
about my book. 


What a splendid job you are doin 
for the Mark Twain Memorial— if 
should say for the fame of Mark 
Twain. Faithfully yours, 
Hervey Allen. 


When asked to give the principal 
address at the Mark Twain Banquet, 
Allen wrote from “Bonfield” under 
date of December 20, 1938: 

Dear Cyril Clemens: 

Away back in October, you wrote 
me asking me to make an address at 
the Mark Twain Banquet at St. Louis. 
Mrs. Allen and I were away ona trip 
to the West Indies and I did not see 
your letter until six weeks after it 
was written. So you see, I couldn’t 
have made the address but this is to 
say that it was d nice of you to 
want me to make it. I am entirely 
engrossed now in doing a very long 
and difficult novel. We go to Florida 
for the winter shortly, where I do 
most of my writing. This is just to 
tell you why your letter was not an- 
swered and also to send you the very 
heartiest of holiday greetings.

The next letter was written from 
“The Glades Estate, Box 99, Route 2, 
Miami, Florida,” under date of March 
23, 1948: 

Dear Cyril Clemens: 

Thanks for your nice note of March 
12, telling me I had been elected a 
“Knight of Mark Twain” on account 
of the: Poe biography. I hope I am 
not one of those knights that Mark 
wrote about in his “Connecticut Yan- 
kee at King Arthur’s Court”! 

Of course, I’ll be glad to put some- 
thing into your copy of “Israfel” and 
I suggest that you take the enclosed 
card and paste it in the book, as for- 
warding and packaging of books is 
very difficult, expensive, and risky at 
this time. We are leaving Florida 
shortly, and it might be a long time 
before the book was returned to you. 
So please take this card. It’s a better 
idea, anyhow.

bunt to kill an animal without ruin- 
ing its hide. The bunt is most com- 
mon in Kansas, where large buffalo 
herds roamed. 

Emery, who has collected Kansas 
Indian relics for 15 years, has 400 
arrowheads. He classifies the weap- 
ons in two groups: contemporary and 
“old time.” 

As he explains it, early day Indi- 
ans on foot had to fire “shots” from 
great distance. So they needed 
sharp, carefully made tips that would 
drive deeply and kill quickly. Con- 
temporary Indians, such as Osage, 
Sioux, and Cheyenne rode horses. 
They could ride close to game and 
run it down if it wasn’t killed in- 
stantly. In Emery’s words: “Arrow 
tips didn’t need to be exceptionally 
good then—and they weren’t!” 

One red flint arrow point, which 
was found in the sandhills near 
Hutchinson, is long, narrow, and cut 
perfectly. Emery believes it has fin- 
er, more detailed workmanship than 
many of the famed gem points of 
Oregon. 

Emery also possesses a, Yuma 
point, which he found near Clay Cen- 
ter, Kansas, and _ obsidian points, 
which he believes Indians brought 
into Kansas from mountainous terri- 
tories.

Of all the household tools in Fred 
Moden’s_ collection, it’s a wonder 
some enraged squaw hasn’t come 
back to haunt him. The collection in- 
cludes bone needles, hoes, pottery 
trowels, pestle and mortar stones for 
crushing corn, celts, awls, tomahawk 
stones, a flute made of bone, war 
axes, mauls, pipe drills, knives. 

Moden has a stone, naturally hol- 


lowed in the shape of a boat. Indians 
used it for crushing herbs. Moden 
says there have been few such stones 
found. 

His collection of scrapers and skin- 
ners numbers around 3,000. One of 
the skinners is only one-half inch 
long. “It’s difficult to say why they 
made ‘a skinner so small. But they 
undoubtedly had a reason. They could 
do a lot with those flint tools. In 
fact, some men who skin hides today, 
use flint,” said Moden. 

He also has a few Indian toys—a 
clay animal, a stone doll, and game 
stones. The stones were used in 
a game similar to our marble game. 
The Indians would put one stone 
down, and try to hit it with the 
other stones. He discovered 50 such 
stones in one place. 

The most valuable piece in Moden’s 
entire collection is a red pipestone 
peace pipe. He believes it’s the only 
pipestone in America that has a 
twisting diamond back rattler carved 
on it. The pipe was plowed up on a 
farm in Oklahoma, and Moden 
wouldn’t take a fist of high counting 
greenbacks for it. 

Emery’s tool collection includes 
leather hide punchers made of deer 
bone, scrapers for both right and 
left hand, awls, needles, whetstones 
of flint, chisels, war axes, hammer 
stones, pipe drills, flint drills, axe 
heads, chieftain "eagle ceremonial 
stones, granite mauls, a painted chip 
of pottery, and a tally bone, made 
from a human rib. 

Both Moden and Emery have made 
nearly all their discoveries in Kan- 
sas. Emery says, “The best Indian 
stone work to be found in any state 
of the Union is in Kansas.” 

Moden considers the Yuma point 


the most unusual relic in Kansas. 
The most prevalent, he says, is the 
scraper, and of course, the common 
arrowhead. 

As a last word of encouragement, 
Moden believes a Kansas collector 
needn’t tote a shovel, nor resort to 
gopher tactics. “There hasn’t been 
one-tenth of one percent of my find- 
= that weren’t surface finds.” he 
said.

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Indian Lore: Ancient and Otherwise

A newcomer to the field of Indian 
relics and the many other related 
treasures of an historic and pre-his- 
toric past has recently been brought 
to our attention by an enthusiastic 
reader, While traveling through Mis- 
souri, he happened by the Oak Crest 
Museum, located 5 miles west of Jop- 
lin on Highway 66. From his ac- 
count, we understand that Mr. Wil- 
lard Elsing, the owner of Oak Crest, 
has an eye-catching exhibit of rock 
formations in front of his place—only 
an interesting sample of the displays 
that await each visitor who passes 
inside. Meteorites, Ceremonial flints, 
gleaming gems, and hundreds of In- 
dian relics, handsomely shown against 
a background of black velvet, are 
housed within—all in line with the 
fond dreams of collectors and stu- 
dents of gems and minerals, Indian 
lore, and archaeology.

Dr. J. Walter Fewkes in “A Pre- 
historic Island Culture Area of Amer- 
ica,” (34th Annual Report of the 
Bureau of American Ethnology, Wash- 
ington, 1922), speaking of cassava 
plates quotes Labat: . . . before the 
Europeans brought the iron plates 
(for frying cassava cakes) they made 
their cassava on large flat, thin stones, 
which they adjusted for this purpose 
in decreasing the thickness.

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heated it for the purpose of removing 
more easily the fragments and reduc- 
ing it to the desired shape. I saw 
one of these stones in 1701 at quay 
St. Louis, in the island of Santo 
Domingo, at the house of a man 
named Castras, manager of the house 
of the company of the Isle 4 Vache. 
It was twenty-two inches long and 
fourteen and half inches wide and 
three inches thick. It was very even, 
and it would have been difficult to 
make it better with tools. In digging 
the ground they found it with some 
pieces of pottery and figures of grotes- 
que shapes, which were supposed to 
be Indian idols, worshipped on the 
island when it was discovered by the 
Spanish.”

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Recent findings in Ohio indicate 
that the section of the country sur- 
rounding Chillicothe was inhabited 
by man 10,000 years ago. The find- 
ing substantiates the claim made by 
A. H. Mallery that Vikings lived in 
that vicinity 600 years ago. Open 
house was held and the stone points 
which were unearthed were displayed 
to the public. Mallery believes that 
iron objects which he found some 
time ago were made by Viking immi- 
grants. These are on exhibit along 
with iron tools Mallery found in 
Labrador, Newfoundland and _ Vir- 
ginia. Officials of the Ohio State 
museum are doubtful about the 
claims and do not believe the relics 
are conclusive evidence of habitation. 
Ralph Solecki of the Smithsonian 
Institution plans to study and give 
his expert opinion on the findings.

Lieut. Geo. M. Colvocoresses in his 
book “Four Years in the Govern- 
ment Exploring Expedition; Com- 
manded by Captain Charles Wilkes,” 
published in 1853, remarks (p. 299): 
“. . . On the 10th (Oct., 1840) we 
fell in with several villages belong- 
ing to the Kinkla tribe of Indians 
(California); they consisted of a few 
huts constructed of poles—the whole 
surrounded by a brush-fence, which 
answered for a stockade. Most of 
the inhabitants were out gathering 
acorns and wild grapes. Their com- 
plexion was quite dark, but their 
features are more regular than 
those of the northern tribes. Some 
were seen who had the Roman nose 
and oval face. They wore their hair 


long, but had it tied in a bunch be- 
hind. Their ears were bored, and the 
upper part of each cheek had a tri- 
angular figure painted upon it with 
a blue-black substance. It was also 
observed that they tattooed their 
arms. They had nothing to cover 
their nakedness, except a piece of 
deer-skin thrown over their shoul- 
ders. Their weapons were bows and 
arrows, and a forked-spear which they 
use to kill fish.”

Mr. George R. Willey in his paper 
on the ceramics of South America, 
appearing in Vol. 5 of the “Hand- 
book of the South American Indi- 
ans” (pp. 189-204), sets “down in a 
relative brief discussion the descrip- 
tive, functional, developmental, and 
historical highlights of that 
continent’s pottery making. Said 
paper is well illustrated with a series 
of half-tone plates, iine drawings 
and maps. He closes his remarks 
with the following statement: “Fol- 
lowing the advent of the European, 
the decline in native cultures was 
paralleled by a decline in ceramic 
arts. Particularly, this is true of the 
more ornate ceremonial wares. Post- 
Contact pottery, in those areas where 
European power had broken the old 
native governments and social or- 
ganizations, and had _ replaced the 
aboriginal religions with Christian- 
ty, is usually technically capable, but 
it is rarely an esthetic achievement 
of any merit. In other words, after 
cultural breakdown, ceramics no 
longer were an important outlet for 
artistic, religious, or mythological 
expressions of the tribe. A later re-

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versal of this trend toward degener- 
ation in the ceramic crafts is seen, 
very recently, in pottery made for 
trade with Europeans. These ves- 
sels, or objects, are sold as curios, 
and they are often decorated. This 
‘tourist renaissance,’ or revival, of 
the old native ceramics industry, is 
marked by a superficial imitative 
quality, and does not come up to the 
ancient Controlled or Advanced pot- 
tery standards.”

Recently we were asked if there 
were dogs in America prior to the 
continent’s discovery by Columbus. 
Our surmise was that there were, 
but could give no reason for our 
thinking thus. However, we looked 
into the matter and found that the 
late Otis T. Mason, one of America’s 
greatest authorities on the American 
Indian, in a contribution to the 
“Handbook of American Indians 
Norih of Mexico” (B. A. E. Bul. 30), 
under “Domestication” makes this 
statement: “In pre-Columbian times 
the dog was the most perfectly sub- 
dued animal of the North Americans, 
as much so as the llama in west 
South America . .. In the Arctic 
region the dog was pre-eminent... . 
As the dogs were never perfectly 
tamed, it was no easy task to drive 
a team of them, yet by the aid of 
dogs and sleds, in combination with 
umiaks, the whole polar area of 
America was exploited by the Eski- 
mo who found these an excellent 
means of rapid transit. .. The 
querecho (Vaquero Apache) of Cor- 
onado in 1541 had a number of large 
dogs which they obliged to carry 
their baggage when they moved from 
place to place.” According to the 
American Cyclopedia, fossil dogs 
have been found in the Americas, 
and history reports domesticated 
dogs among the aboriginal tribes of 
North and South America and many 
of the islands adjacent thereto.

When the Charles Wilkes expedi- 
tion visited the Oregon country in 
1840 they spent some time explor- 
ing much of the northwest, and on 
one occasion “shortly after Mr. Eld 
tcok his departure, one of the men 
who remained with me reported that 
he had just come in from a short 
walk, and had found a place where 
there were a number of Indian im- 
ages. I repaired to the place with 
him; it was a small pine grove, sit- 
uated not many yards distant from 
the encampment. The images were 
six in number, cut out of plank, and 
painted with a kind of red pigment. 
Seme of the figures had two ‘heads, 
cone above the other, and one ap- 
peared to be intended as a repre- 
sentation of the Sun. We had met 
with nothing of the kind befers, and 
‘we could learn nothing now on the 
subject from the Indians who visited 
us. There is reason, however, to be- 
lieve that they had something to do 
with their notion of religion.”

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CHRISTIAN SHARPS 


By ALBERT HENRY ROBERTS 


Very little is known of the early 
life of Christian Sharps, but it is a 
known fact that he was born in New 
Jersey about 1811 and in 1845, when 
84 years of age, became a mechan- 
ist’s apprentice in Mill Creek, Penn- 
sylvania, which is about six miles 
west of Philadelphia; it was here 
that he met his future wife, a Miss 
Sarah Chadwick, who lived next 
door to the Nippes Rifle Factory, at 
which place he had his first rifles 
made, by the operator, Daniel Nippes. 


It seems that Daniel Nippes had 
taken a contract to manufacture the 
Model 1840 flint-lock musket; this 
contract, so history goes, almost 
ruined him; some of the flint-lock 
muskets were altered to percussion 
and some the Maynard Primer. 


Between 1849 and 1850, Sharps 
transferred the manufacture of his 
rifles to the Massachusett’s Arms 
Company of Chicopee Falls, Massa- 
chusetts. 

Some improvements were sug- 
gested by Robbins and Lawrence of 
Windsor, Vermont. In 1851 a stock 
company was formed at Hartford, 
Connecticut, for the manufacture of 
the new model rifles, and a factory 
was erected at Windsor and there 
the first rifles were made in 1852. 
The manufacture of these rifles con- 
tinued for some time, and then the 
company went bankrupt in 1855, and 
Lawrence was elected superintendent 
of the Sharps Co. Robbins and 
Lawrence then mortaged the Sharps 
Company as security for a contract 
with the British Government for the 
manufacture of Enfield rifles, and as 
history relates, this was the start 
of a lawsuit which exhausted the 
patience of the stockholders and 
caused the dissolution of the com- 
pany in 1874 

The Sharps Company _ obtained 
large orders during the Civil War 
which paid back large dividends, 
even more than had been invested in 
the company. After all this had gone 
before, and in 1868 and 1869 the com- 
pany altered 30,098 percussion car- 
bines as well as 1,068 rifles to use 
the 50-70 Government cartridges. 


The new model rifles were intro- 
duced in 1871 to take the Berdan 
necked cartridge caliber 44-77 as 
well as several others. 


The same year the Weed Sewing 
Machine Company bought the plant 
from the directors. At the same 
time giving the company the privi- 
lege of using a small space for the 
manufacture of rifles. 


The firm of Pratt and Whitney 
was situated just east of the Weed 
Company facing Flower Street. The 
Sharps Company voted to disband in 
1874, and sold their remaining as- 
sets to a new company called the 
Sharps Rifle Company. The lease 
expired in 1875, and the new com- 
pany was looking for another loca- 
tion. Finally they contacted P. T. 
Barnum of Barnum and Bailey’s Cir- 
cus who at that time was Mayor of 
Bridgeport. 


He induced them to move to that 
city, which they did, and a meeting 
was held in the Mayor’s office and 
two new patents were discussed. 


By June 4th, 1875, sufficient funds 
were raised for a new building 
which was constructed in the fall at 
the foot of Clinton Avenue which 
was very close to the tracks of the 
New Haven Railroad. The new 
Sharps Company. moved into their 
new location February Ist, 1876. 
This building was still beine used by 
the Remington Typewriter Company 
as late as 1924 for making typewriter 
ribbons and carbon paper. 


As late as 1886, the Sharps Rifle 
Company was still listed in the 
Bridgeport Directory. 


In 1878 Col. Albert A. Pope of 
Boston, contracted with the Weed 
Sewing Machine Company to make 
a small lot of bicycles. The stock of 
the Weed Company was bought by 
Col. Pope in 1890 who organized the 
Pope Manufacturing Company, with 
a capital of $2,000,000 and later on 
it was known as the Pope Hartford 
Automobile Company. 


The old Sharps property in Hart- 
ford is now a part of Pratt and 
Whitney, manufacturers of machine 
tools and aircraft engines, the office 
building of which is within a few 
feet of the old Sharps buildings at 
436 Capitol Avenue only two blocks 
from the State Capitol. Capitol 
Avenue was originally known as 
Rifle Avenue, and R. S. Lawrence 
lived at the southeast corner of Rifle 








Avenue, and what is now known as 
Flower Street. In 1924 when L. D. 
Satterlee, who is an authority on 
Sharps rifles, visited there, two of 
the old Sharps buildings were suul 


standing; 
past. 


Later the firm moved to the north- 
east corner of Springarden and 24th 
Street. The buildings of Sharps and 
Hankins were occupied by the Fair- 
mount Steel Company, and years 
later were razed in the constructing 
of the new boulevard. 


In relation to the Sharps, there 
were around 18 or 25 different 
models made including carbines, 
rifles, muskets, the four shot pep- 
perboxes, a revolver as well as a 
single shot pistol, of which we shall 
read about later on. 


I shall endeavor to classify them 
as they came, so the reader can get 
a better idea as to their calibers as 
well as descriptions, etc., listed in 
the following sections: 


1. Sharps Slanting Breech Hunting 
Rifle, cal. 44, using Sharps linen 
cartridge, or fixed ammunition. This 
before mentioned cartridge had the 
powder and bullet in one piece, when 
the cartridge was inserted in the 
breech and the lever pulled up; this 
sheared the end off, exposing the 
powder so it could be exploded by 
a cap which fitted the tube. This 
tube went through the breech block 
to the base of the cartridge. On the 
barrel of this rifle was Sharps Rifle 
Manufacturing Co., Hartford, Conn. 
On lock plate “C. Sharps Patent 
1852”. Also on the tank, C. Sharps 
Patent 1848. 


2. Sharps Box Lock Hunting Rifle, 
cal. 44, Sharps linen. This one, how- 
ever, was marked on barrel, Robbins 
and Lawrence, Windsor, Vt. 5,000 
of these box locks were made at 
Windsor, Vt., by Robbins and Law- 
rence, under contract with the Sharps 
Rifle Mfg. Co. 


Details are described in Connecti- 
cut Supreme Court of Errors Re- 
ports, Vol. 29, pp. 282-330, Vol. 31, 
pp. 931-935, Vol. 33, pp. 1-27, Vol. 
34, pp. 329-334, Vol. 35, pp. 127-131.

4. Also in addition to the 36 cal. 
there were made a 51 cal. This was 
getting into the buffalo class. How- 
ever, the last two mentioned have C. 
Sharps Patent 1848 on top of tank, 
as well as on lock plate, Sharps Rifle 
Manufr. Co., Hartford, Conn., 1852. 
The 52 cal. was similar to the 51 
cal.; possibly a little heavier. 

This type of carbine is mentioned, 
when 102 of them were captured 
from John Brown at Harper’s Ferry, 
1859. These carbines had been sent 
to Kansas, but were never used and 
were stored at Taber, Iowa.

5. The Sharps Slanting Breech 
Carbine. Mention of the hunting 
rifle was made before, but this par- 
ticular carbine used the 652 cal. 
Sharps linen cartridge. On rear 
sight is marked R. S. Lawrence, Pat. 
Feb. 15th, 1859. This model has brass 
butt plate and patch box. Some of 
them even had a coffee mill in the 
stock, but the writer has never seen 
one. Also many other models, only 
through research here and there. 

6. the Sharps’ Breech Loading 
Percussion Military Rifle, using 52 
Sharps linen; much the same as the 
carbine, but this model was used by 
the Berdan’s Sharp Shooters. Dur- 
ing the Civil War, 2,000 were 
purchased in the spring of 1862. 
Stevens refers to Berdan’s Sharp 
shooters in the army of the Potomac, 
1892. These guns weighed nine 
pounds; 380 inch barrel, length over- 
all, 47 inches. 

7. Sharps Old Model Linen Cart- 
ridge Rifles, converted to Metallic. 
This was done by using the old per- 
cussion or linen cartridge frame and 
action; the nupple or tube hole was 
plugged up and milled off; the ex- 
tractor taking a lower part of the 
barrel.

For some reason 
this model was never used by the 
War Department. 

8. Without going into details and 
taking up too much space, I have tried 
to write and give details as brief as 
explicit as possible. There were two 
50-70 Government military rifles and 
only one carbine 50-70 Government. 
All altered from percussion. This 
time they were altered again to take 
50 caliber. These were the 1869 and 
1870 models, and there were at least 
16 or 18 models of various calibers 
and barrel lengths, and of the same 
principal as the above mentioned. 

9. Hammerless models of 1878. 
There were 8 or 10 different models 
and calibers of this rifle. The Sharps 
Borchardt Hunter’s Rifle, Business 
Rifle, Sporting Rifle, Express Rifle, 
Short Range Rifle, Mid Range Rifle, 
Long Range Rifle, Military Rifle, 
Military Carbine and Officer’s Mili- 
tary Rifle. 

_10. The Sharps Borchardt military 
rifle and carbine were marked on 
barrel “Old Reliable’ and Sharps 
Rifle Co., Bridgeport, Conn.; and on 
frame _ Borchardt Patent, Sharps 
Rifle Co., Bridgeport, Conn., U.S. A. 
These were in calibers 45-70. Govern-

Boston in 1787, which in 1800 pro- 
duced about a hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ worth a year, and the business 
is still carried on most successfully 
in Massachusetts. Connecticut, Mary- 
land, and Virginia also commenced 
the production in Pittsburg, which is 
at present a most important centre 
of the production of glass in this 
country, was begun in 1795.

MY HOBBY 


By CHARLES R. LAMB 


At the age of seventy-six it is 
taking “grit” to follow my new hob- 
by—that of collecting samples of 
sand: three tablespoons, as that is 
the amount required to fill a one 
ounce bottle, the size I use. 


The idea of collecting sand oc- 
curred to me when a friend and I 
made a trip by car and trailer, 
starting from Portland, Oregon, on 
November 15, 1947, and going by way 
of the West Coast to Mexico, then 
the Southern route, stopping at many 
interesting places until we arrived in 


Florida where we spent more than 
three months. 


Leaving there, we followed the 
East coast as far as Portland, Maine, 
stopping when we found some place 
we liked. While in Maine we could 
not miss the opportunity of seeing 
one of the world’s most singular 
phenomena known as the Desert of 
Maine, which lies about two miles 
off Highway U. S. Route 1, very 
near the town of Freeport. The sand 
there is very fine and ranges from 
white through all colors to black. 
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Our return journey was more of a 
ziz-zag route as we stopped to visit 
friends. in Niagara Falls, Buffalo, 
Akron, St. Louis, Kansas City, Den- 
ver-and Salt Lake, and then on to our 
starting place — Portland, Oregon, 
where we arrived May 30, 1948. 


On our trip we passed through 
some part of thirty-two states, trav- 
elling 14,280 miles. Of course I se- 
cured sand from many noted places, 
as well as by the roadsides. I have 
many colors from white through 
many shades of cream and yellows, 
grays, greens, blue and reds through 
the browns to jet black. I returned 
from this trip with 267 one-ounce 
bottles of sand, all different varie- 
ties, and now after two years of col- 
lecting I have 610 bottles. 


I write to as many people in for- 
eign countries as I can—wherever I 
can secure a name and address. 
Many are very cooperative, sending 
me nice samples. 


I have sand from many of the is- 
lands as well as from twenty-six 
foreign countries including Austria, 
Arabia, Australia, Africa, Brazil, 
China, Denmark, Ecuador, Egypt, 
England, Finland, Germany, Haiti, 
Iceland, Japan, Mexico. New He- 
brides, Norway, Sweden, Turkey, Ire- 
land, Scotland, Wales, Philippines, 
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Charles R. Lamb with his collection of sands. 
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Puerto Rico, Panama, Dominion Re- 
public, Canada. I have some from 
all States in the United States; also 
Alaska and Hawaii, and most of the 
States in Mexico; also from McAr- 
thur landing beach at Abuyo, Layte 
(South) red sand, and a dark gray 
sand from Dulag, Leyte (North). 
One specimen was sent to me by an 
elderly lady who had gotten it at the 
Great Pyramid in Egypt during her 
honeymoon there nearly fifty years 
ago. Another sample is from Buffa- 
lo Bill’s grave on Lookout Mountain, 
Colorado. T also have some sand 
from Mt. Vernon, and some:from the

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DRUM VALLEY 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


On the eastern side of the San Jou- 
quin Valley in the foothills of the 
Sierra Nevadas lies a unique, but 
quite short depression known as Drum 
Valley. One may reach it either 
through Orange Cove, a community 
east of Fresno, or via the Yosemite 
Highway from the town of Woodlake. 
The most interesting route is via the 
former community, Orange Cove. The 
climb. is rather abrupt from the floor 
of the “Central Valley,” but the hill 
is not long, perhaps three miles. One 
enters the oak clad hills with rocky 
escarpments showing on each side of 
the road, and mountains backing up 
the neighboring foothills. 

On topping a rise the main Drum 
Valley comes as a surprise. It’s a 
beautiful saucer shaped natural vale, 
but showing no outlet for the waters 
that drain into it from every side. By 
noting that the formation of the sur- 
rounding hills is limestone, one de- 
duces that the water drains out 
through subterranean passageways 
into the lower valley. Here then one 
may find extensive limestone caves. 
A project worth the consideration of 
some of the local rock clubs. 

An outcropping on the left side of 
the valley—which would be to the 
west, shows. some blue limestone with 
inclusive areas of garnet and epidote. 
Careful prospecting will usually turn 
up a few nice epidote crystals. The 
garnet is massive. Further over on a 
larger hill some 2,000 feet northwest 
is additional garnet and epidote, but 
it is recommended that one have a 
day in which to prospect the second 
area. 

On the opposite side of the valley 
one can plainly see the dumps of a 
mine. This was operated during the 
war for scheelite, from which tung-

sten is made. Prospecting these dump 
slopes will usually turn up small frag- 
ments of scheelite, but if one is not 
used to identification of this mineral, 
it is best to search for it at night 
with a portable ultra-violet lamp. 
This is always an adventure as one is 
never more satisfyingly surprised 
than to find a brightly glowing rock 
on a night’s fluorescing trip. Here at 
the tungsten mine one may be sure of 
at least a few fine fluorescent pieces 
of scheelite. However, it is best to 
check with the management who have 
a mill just a mile away on the main 
Sequoia Park highway. 


If one goes into the mine, a number 
of interesting formations are encoun- 
tered. Much of the limestone has a 
bluish color and again as across the 
valley, there are inclusions of garnet, 
though not of gem quality. During 
the operating years, a huge cavern- 
like hole entirely inside the mountain, 
was opened up to get out the tungsten 
ore. This has been largely filled with 
the waste material, but at one time 
was nearly one hundred feet deep and 
as wide. Many side tunnels lead off 
into the depths of the mountain, and 
along some of them the fine specks of 
Scheelite are to be seen under the 
ultra-violet lamp. Some banded lime- 
stone also occurs which has interest- 
ing colors. 


As Drum Valley lies in what is 
known as the Badger Mining region, 
one is an area where much of interest 
may be collected and a few days are 
profitably spent. However Drum Val- 
ley is about as fine an afternoon’s 
mineral trip, in as beautiful sur- 
_roundings as one may find in Cali-

Jade, as Dana puts it, “has been 
confounded between jadeite and 
nephrite.” The jadeite is a soda 
aluminum silicate, while the nephrite 
is a variety of amphibole, either 
tremolite or actinolite. It is some- 
what lighter in specific gravity, 2.95 
to 3., to jadeite, which is 3.35. Hard- 
ness of both is 6.5 to 7. 

The jade of California all appears 
to be nephrite. A locality for this 
material has long been known along 
the coast of Monterey County, 150 
miles south of San Francisco. 

While much of the material from

this area is actually bowenite, some 
is excellent quality nephrite. It is 
found generally along the ocean 
coast, and the better known localities 
are Big Sur and Willow Creek. How- 
ever, it has been found as far south 
as Shell Beach in San Luis Obispo 
County, where, in the marine gardens 
adjacent to the Pacific Museum 
grounds, a boulder weighing at least 
a thousand pounds of pale green 
nephrite attests its presence that far 
south. 

Small well-worn pebbles have been 
found at various times from Shell 
Beach north along the ocean coast 
through the Monterey County areas. 
However, none have been reported 
from any of the tributary streams 
of the San Luis Obispo area. 

The material ranges from pale 
white, light yellow, cream yellow, 
green in a great variety of shades, 
to dark greenish black. Most of the 
material has considerable splintery 
fracturing, due no doubt, to being 
pounded in the heavy ocean surf of 
that coast area. In _ substantiation 
of this, pieces found in the valley of 
the Big Sur and Willow Creek are 
much less inclined to fracture. 
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In Siskyou County, on the Cali- 
fornia-Oregon border, is a deposit of 
material sometimes called jade, but 
actually vesuvianite, which is a cal- 
cium silicate. 

J. F. Kraft, of cheese fame, one of 
the nation’s great collectors of jade, 
heard of it and, after visiting 1t tor 
purposes of a survey and accumulat- 
ing material, bought the claims and 
then deeded them to the Mineral 
Collecting Fraternity of America in 
perpetuity. 

The material has white inclusions 
in a light green mass, which are in- 
clined to undercut in polishing; but 
otherwise it works up similar to true 
jade varieties. 

A new jade discovery has recently 
been made in Central Eastern Cali- 
fornia, near Porterville, where, on 
the Gill ranch, a seam of dark green 
nephrite was discovered: The green 
is rich, but the material generally 
includes considerable black areas. As 
it is a new deposit, further develop- 
ment may uncover prime green qual- 
ity material.

IT’S IN THE NEWS 


The Russians were reported today 
to have begun digging uranium from 
a new field in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany. Five German workmen 
who said they fled from the mine de- 
scribed it as located in the Harz 
Mountains, about 25 miles from the 
British zone border. — Associated 
Press report from Lundeburg, Ger- 
many.

Some of the aluminum minerals 
are noted for their hardness, especi- 
ally corundum which ranks next to 
diamond. This quality makes them 
of special value as gems when they 
occur in a clear form. The ruby 
and sapphire have been prized for 
ages and are the best known alumi- 
num gems. Chrysoberyl is nearly as 
hard being superio: to topaz which 
is one point softer than corundum. 
Ordinary gem chrysaberyl is yellow 
and transparent while the rarer 
cat’s-eye from Ceylon is greenish 
and chatoyant. The rarest and most 
prized of all forms of chrysoberyl is 
Alexandrite which was named after 
Alexander I, a czar of Russia. This 
gem is emerald green in daylight 
but red when seen by artificial light. 
The secret of making Alexandrite 
synthetically has now been discovered 
and stones that closely resemble the 
genuine can be obtained at a rela- 
tively low price.

Police reported $84,000 worth of 
diamonds destined for Saudi Arabia 
disappeared last night from a Johan- 
nesburg airport safe. The small pack- 
et of 1,014 diamonds was reported 
missing a half hour before the plane 
on which they were consigned was to 
take off. Passengers and baggage of 
the plane were searched here and a 
further search was ordered at Leop- 
oldsville, Belgian Congo, the plane’s 
next stop.—Johannesburg, South Af- 
rica, Associated Press report. 
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MY i IS IN A “MORGUE” 


By ROBERT J. EVANS 


Recorded history goes back over 
five thousand years. Records of wars 
and of great men were written for 
posterity by the “scribes” of other 
centuries. The Greeks actually kept 
records of their sporting events, and 
some of them have been preserved 
to this day. But, little could the 
Greeks, the Hebrews, or the Egyp- 
tians realize that their methods of 
writing on walls or on parchment 
or sheep skins were the forerunners 
of modern newspaper “morgue-mak- 
ing.” 

The modern newspaper library 
which is an outgrowth of the news- 
paper “morgue,” is a comparatively 
new innovation. Formerly, the 
“morgue” was a collection of data on 
prominent names in the news to be 
referred to when one of those persons 
died. Also in the morgue were the 
printed obituaries themselves.

Today the morgue is a complex 
cross-reference library on happenings 
ranging in scope from the straying 
of a dog away from its young mas- 
ter to the texts of treaties and 
declarations of war. Any one news- 
paper may file daily as many as a 
thousand varied newspaper clippings 
and photographs. The new York 
“World-Telegram” has in its library 
a file of over 25 million clippings 
and nearly two million photographs. 
Also in the ‘“World-Telegram” 
morgue are two thousand reference 
volumes. The Detroit “News” has on 
file newspaper clippings dating from 
1873. But, the early nineteenth cen- 
tury libraries differed greatly from 
those of today. Only a short time 
ago, the employment of microfilm 
added to the efficiency of morgue- 
making. 

My hobby is in a “morgue.” I use 
the word substituted by newspaper- 
men for “reference library” because 
that is exactly what my hobby is — 
a collection of newspaper clippings 
that has more than once been used as 
a _— library. 

On the evening of September 19, 
1932, I cut out from the Brooklyn 
“Ragle” my first newspaper clipping. 
Today the yellow, brittle news item 
holds more interest than it did then, 
when, as the headline states (“Phil- 
lies and Braves Hold Big Edge Over 
Brooklyn For Season”) the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers’ baseball team was a 
steady loser in the National Base- 
ball League’s pennant race. 

Since that day in September, 1932, 
I have amassed over fifty scrap- 
books containing newspaper clippings 
of all sorts. Along with volumes on 
sports, I have several very complete 
scrap-books of clippings on world 
events. In my library are neatly 
bound volumes which contain clip- 
pings telling of the days prior to 
World War II, as well as the blaring 
headlines and hour-by-hour news 
stories seen in newspapers through- 
out the country on the day that war 
was declared by England and France. 
There are pictures, feature articles, 
and news items about the greatest of 
the greats in sport; and, there is a 
“quiet” little volume entitled ‘The 
Lou Gehrig Memorial Album” which, 
in only twenty-six pages containing 
but three days’ newspaper clippings 
tells of the life and death of one of 
baseball’s immortals. 

“Baseball — 1932”, my first vol- 
ume, contains sixty-two pages and 
seventy-two clippings. Althougn I 
indexed this scrap-book, including 
the names of players and teams in 
the index, the scrap-book itself was 
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not coherently kept. There are no 
datelines, except for those appear- 
ing at the beginning of news —— 
there are single pictures of ball play- 
ers who are today only slightly more 
unknown than they were thei. But, 
there are some “prizes” in the col- 
lection. There is a headline which 
reads “Gehrig Homer Scores Ruth in 
Fourth” and a partial account of that 
first World Series game. Today, both 
Lou Gehrig and Babe Ruth, two of 
the sport’s finest, are dead. "Included 
among the clippings in this volume 
is a column by Westbrook Pegler, 
who then wrote only of sports. Also 
included are several clippings from 
a newspaper which soon went out of 
business, the Brooklyn “Times- 
Union.” 

Under the simple title: “Current 
Events, 1941”, four volumes (with 
the fourth running a month into 
1942) tell the story of some of the 
darkest days of World War II. The 
four volumes are sub-titled: “Balkan 
Campaign”; “Naval Battles — Afri- 
can Campaign — Crete”; “U. S. En- 
try — War in the Pacific”; and, 
“Maylaya — Russia.” 

Pensively, I have over and again 
turned the pages of Volume I of Shis

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Field Mice 


Neglected by farmers and scien- 
tists alike, field mice are still very 
interesting, sociable and human-like 
creatures and are of often  un- 
suspected importance in agriculture. 
The industrious little animals have 
been studied for years by Dr. W. J. 
Hamilton, Jr., of Cornell University 
and he wrote of them in “The Scien- 
tific Monthly. 

“Perhaps no other small mammal,” 
he says, “is so adaptable in its selec- 
tion of a habitat in which to seek 
its food and rear its young. Meadow 
mice swarm on the salt marshes, 
crowding to the very edge of the 
beach and taking refuge on floating 
jetsam when high tides flood their 
home. . 

“These mice are most at home in 
the lush meadows, where the damp 
earth gives rise to a dense vegetation 
of grasses and low succulent annuals, 
or in fields which support a canopy 
of dead grasses to shield them from 
the prying eyes of watchful hawks. 
Even within the limits of the great 
metropolis, a vacant lot grown to 
weeds and grasses will support its 
quota of mice, if vagrant cats are 
not too numerous and efficient. Lift 
a fallen sign board and you will see

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the little creatures running from 
their bulky grass nest to the shelter 
of the surrounding vegetation. 

“In the early spring... it is pos- 
sible for one who remains perfectly 
still to watch the mice carry on in 
a perfect manner. I once sat in 
the low crotch of a small apple tree 
and looked down upon a mouse 
drama at my feet. Some were friend- 
ly, touching noses as they met, while 
other cantankerous individuals would 
pursue all which approached to near, 
biting viciously at the heels of the 
pursued. Field mice generally appear 
to enjoy the company of one another. 

“Field mice seldom encompass an 
area exceeding that of a tennis court; 
individuals may often spend their 
entire lives on a plot not greater 
than a tenth of an acre.” 

Although field mice are predomi- 
nantly vegetarian, “their food is not 
restricted solely to the plant world, 
for small insects, snails and other 
minute life provide variety ... In- 
deed, they are not adverse to eating 
their own kind, and occasionally turn 
cannibal. 

“Their appetite is prodigious; 
captive mice have been known to 
consume their own weight of green 
food every 24 hours.”

Sea-Spiders 
Washington, D. C. — Sea-spiders 


swarm in Antarctic waters. 

The cold seas which lash the 
southern continent seem to be the 
natural habitat of these strange lit- 
tle creatures, ancient and remote 
relatives of crabs, lobsters, spiders, 
and scorpions. 

A representative collection of these 
tiny-bodied, long-legged water ani- 
mals was made by the 1947-1948 
Navy Antarctic expedition and turned 
over to the U. S. National Museum 
for study. The results of a study of 
the Antarctic “Pycnogonida,” as the 
creatures are named, have just been 
published by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

The little creatures of the cold 
seas have somewhat the general ap- 
pearance and habits of spiders, and 
it is generally agreed by zoologists 
that the two forms come from a 
common ancester. Most of them 
spend their lives crawling over sea- 
weed and lower marine animals, from 
which they suck the juices. 

One hitherto undescribed form, 
listed as a new species, was found 
by Joel W. Hedgpeth, who made a 
taxonomic study of the collection. 
The collections were made from Mar- 
guerite Day, site of one of Admiral 
Byrd’s base camps on the western 












coast of the Palmer Peninsula, and 
from the offshore waters of Peter I 
Island. Mr. Hedgpeth also included in 
his study small previous Smithsonian 
collections from South Georgia and 
the Falkland Islands.

Is Ours the Age 
of Insects? 


Is ours the “Age of Insects”? Will 
the domination of mankind on this 
planet be superceded by insects in 
the future? Dr. Charles T. Brues, 
of the biological laboratories of Har- 
vard University, discussed these 
questions in an issue of The Scien- 
tific Monthly and finds that the an- 
swer is “No.” 

Dr. Brues describes the methods 
for determining ‘whether a type of 
life is on its way in or out. In this 
particular case, we know how many 
and what kinds of insects exist to- 
day; scientists can arrive at similar 
data for past ages by examining the 
insects which were caught in amber 
millions of years ago and were pre- 
served there. 

“IT believe,” he writes, “that we 
now have in hand sufficient data to 
warrant a rather definite statement 
that insects as a whole have reached 
the peak of their development and 
that their period of aecaaence has 
already set in.” However, Dr. Brues 
adds, “As usual with systems involv- 
ing man, nothing in the future is 
predictable on the basis of anology, 
even though his influence should 
pass out of the picture, for the ex- 
pectancy of all other forms of life 
in a future world has already been 
irrevocably altered by our own brief 
and disturbing presence.”

Playing Cards with Famous People 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


In the early days, hundreds of 
years ago, when playing cards were 
made entirely by hand, they were 
extremely expensive and only the 
wealthy possessed them. Artists 
were employed to paint pictures of 
royalty and political characters of 
the time as the face cards. 

Later when printing came _ into 
general use with wood plates, designs 
‘were printed in black and the colors 
were painted in by hand, and still 
later by stencil. Then came the time 
when colors could also be done by 
presses. The packs were more num- 
erous and cheaper. During the past 
75 years the modern process of lith- 
ographing and off-set has produced 
wall size paintings upon the cards in 
a manner most beautiful and at very 
low cost. 

In a large collection of playing 
cards it is surprising to note the 
large number of pictures of famous 
people — royalty, political, popular 
individuals, characters from books, 
stage and screen and even from the 
comic strips. Of course you under- 
stand the manufacturer of the cards 
endeavor to pick the subjects most 
likely to promote the sale of the 
decks. 

In the U. S. A. pictures of George 
and Martha Washington head the 
list. Thirty different ones are before 
me and _ probably there are many 
many more. Two of these show 
Washington on horse-back. Another 
is the painting “1887 Constitution of 
U. S.” Others, Souvenir deck of 
City of Washington, D. C., Mt. Rush- 
more National Monument in the 
Black Hills of South Dakota. 

Cards featuring Abraham. Lincoln 
and Mary Todd Lincoln appear to be 
next in popularity. “1863 Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation”, ‘“Lincoln—Stu- 
dent” reading by the light from fire- 
place. Three Lincoln statues. There 
are advertising decks too numerous 
to mention using the names and pic- 
tures of Washington and Lincoln. 

Other U. S. A. designs follow: 
Benjamin Franklin, The Franklin 
Life Ins. Co.; F. D. Roosevelt, Hud- 
son Democratic Club. Theodore 
Roosevelt as Rough Rider; 
Coolidge; General Grant, Robt. E. 
Lee, Peter Stuyvesant, “1776 Declar- 
ation of Independence” showing 13 
signers; Betsy Ross making the 
American Flag; Indian, Sitting Buli, 
Rockwood. 

French characters include Napoleon 
Bonapart and Queen Marie Louise, 
and an educational deck of 48 cards 
printed about 1800. This has pic- 
tures of and historical dates of 
French Kings from the time of 
Pharamond (480 AD) to Louis 16th 
(1792.) In all, 67 kings are shown. 
Souvenir deck of City of St. Louis, 
Mo., and the World’s Fair of 1904.

The back design is King Louis 14th 
of France. 

(Let me know if I am in error in 
stating Louis 14th as the picture is 
of the King for whom the City of 
St. Louis is named.) 

Pictures on the playing cards of 
English Royalty, both as_ back-de- 
signs and face cards are numerous. 
A list of 31 of these back designs 
was described by Mrs. Harvey Boll- 
hagen of Milwaukee, and published 
in the January, 1947, issue of the 
bulletin of the Playing Card Collec- 
tors’ Association. Other items have 
been discovered since the above list 
was issued. 

A deck was issued by Goodall, Lon- 
don, known as Historic Playing ‘Cards 
—Series A, the face cards being as 
follows: Clubs, King Edward III 
(1327-13877), Philippa, Queen of Edw. 
IlI, and Edward the Black Prince as 
Jack; Spades, King George III (1760- 
1820), Charlotte, Queen of Geo. III, 
and George, Prince of Wales as Jack; 
Diamonds,. King Henry VIII (1509- 
1547), Queen Elizabeth (1558-1603), 
Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester as 
Jack; Hearts, King Henry III (1216- 
1272), Eleanor, Queen of Henry III 
and Edward, Prince of Wales as 
Jack. 

William Shakespeare and charac- 
ters in his plays are well represented 
on the cards both on backs and on 
playing side. Also a few souvenir 
decks of Shakespeare with pictures 
and quotations. 

Other English items follow: “Baby 
Stewart” Churchill, Roosevelt, 
Stalin, and Chiang Kai-Shek, 
all four on one deck; “1215, 
King John signing the Magna Carta”, 
Lord Nelson, Lady Hamilton, William 
II of Nassau. 

Caricatures of Hitler and Musso- 
lini on Joker of the Victory Deck. 
In Germany, before the Second World 
War, educational decks appeared con- 
taining pictures of Hitler and many 
German generals. 

There are two decks of Mahatma 
Gandhi, one of which feature him in 
center of card surrounded by eight 
of his chief assistants. 

The picture “Duchess of Devon- 
shire” has appeared on several decks. 
The original of this picture has an 
interesting history. The painting 
was cut from the frame and stolen 
from the Art Gallery in England. 
About 20 years later it was revov- 
ered in Chicago by Pinkerton. 

A pack of Jewish playing cards 
was issued a _ few years ago, the 
artist being Z. Raban Bezalel of 
Jerusalem; the suits and face cards 
being as follows: Hearts, King Solo- 
mon, Q. Sheba, J. Asmodai; Star, 
King David, Q., Beth—Sheba, J.— 
Joab; Seven Candles, King—Saul, 
Q.—Judith, J—Jonathan; Leaf, King 
Ahauerus, Q.—Esther, J.—Haman. 
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The Dionne Quints appear upon at 
least three decks, each being in two 
different color combinations. In the 
first issue they are babies in a clothes 
basket; 2nd, they are about 3 years 
old, 3rd, about 6 years old. There 
may have been other issues. 

Shirley Temple decks to the num- 
ber of a dozen or so feature her at 
different ages and in various roles. 
Only a few years have passed—but 
just try to find a Shirley Temple deck 
anywhere today. 

Souvenir decks of the stage and 
screen have been popular the past 
sixty years, a_ different actor or 
actress on the playing side of each 
card. Quite a gallery of players! 
Many of these people linger in the 
minds of owners of the decks as 
pleasant reminder of good times and 
they will not part with the cards. 

A deck appeared in 1891, “Game 
of Musical Niessen”. price 50c 


when issued, but a rare item. today. 
It contains 52 pictures of the leading 
short history of

Other issues with back designs of 
musicians, authors, artists, Beetho- 
ven, Tschaikovsky, Rembrandt, Robert 
Burns. 

Characters in books, poems, myth- 
ology, being mostly copies of paint- 
ings, “Berenice”, “Erato”, Nurse of 
Poetry, Orpheus, mythical musician 
of ancient Greece; Little Bo-Peep, 
Red Riding Hood, Hansel and Gretel, 
Alice in Wonderland and King of 
Hearts, Cheshire Cat and the Queen, 
Little Lord Fauntleroy, Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs, Minnehaha, 
Comic Strip characters—Orphan An- 
nie, Dick Tracy, Pop Eye, and many 
others—mostly miniature decks. 

Souvenir decks of the Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago, 1893. Face 
Cards have picture of Colonel George 
R. Davis, director general of the Fair, 
King; Mrs. Potter Palmer; Queen; 
Columbus, Jack. Another deck has 
King Ferdinad of Spain as King, 
Queen Isabelle as Queen, and Colum- 
bus as Jack. 

A souvenir deck in red issued in 
1909, known as the “Jeffries, Champ- 
ionship”, has pictures of himself on 
the back and as the Joker, and the 
following on the playing sides: Cor- 
bet, Tommy Burns, Ketchell, Welsh, 
Billy Papke, Fitzsimmons, Dempsey, 
Abe Attell, Sullivan, Squires, Batt- 
ling Nelson, Owen Morgan, Tom 
Sharkey, Packey, McFarland, John- 
son and McVey and many others. 

We will close this story of the 
playing cards with the characters, 
“Mickey Mouse.” One of the most 
lovable of all.

SCHAEFER Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





Schaffer. Bavaria. D’azur a deus 
houlettes d’argent passes en sautoir 
cantonne de quartre etoiles d’or. Cim- 
ier — Trois plumes d’autruche. 

The above description of the Schaf- 
fer (Schaeffer, Schaefer, etc.) Ar- 
morial Bearing is registered in Riet- 
stap’s Armorial General, foremost au- 
thority on Continental Arms. The en- 
tire book is written in French, but no 
doubt the same description may be 
found in the German language in 
Siebmacher’s Wappenbuch, and other 
German authorities. 

There are many Coats-of-Arms re- 
gistered for the families that have 
Schaffer or various spellings for the 
name, but the one which my sponsor 
has given for his particular family, 
is the one above, under the spelling 
Schaffer. But he spells the name 
Schaefer, which is the same as 
Schaffer, as the umlaut, or two dots, 
over the “a” is spelled out “ae”. 

Translated into English Heraldic 
terms: Azure two shepherd’s crooks 
in saltire argent cantoned with four 
mullets of six points or. Crest—Three 
ostrich plumes proper. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A blue (azure) shield, on which are 
charged two silver (argent) shep- 
herd’s crooks crossed diagonally (in 
saltire), with four six-pointed stars 
(mullets) of gold (or), one placed 
between each two _ sections of the 
crooks, (cantonned). The crest is 
composed of three ostrich plumes of 
natural color, or “proper”. When no 
color is described after a symbol, and 
there is none after ostrich plumes in 
the French, it is understood that the 
symbol is of natural color. The color 
code in the drawing is: azure, blue — 
horizontal lines; argent, silver — 
plain surface; or, gold-dots. 


No motto was granted with this 
Coat-of-Arms, but one used by the 
family more recently, is: “Justum 
perficito, nihil, timeto”, translated 
“Do justly, and fear not”, and used 
by the Rogers family in England. 


The shepherd’s crooks represent 
what is called “canting” in Heraldry 
— we would say “punning.” This is 
a very interesting and popular cus- 
tom, but a canting symbol may not 
be — unless the grantee is 
worthy of it. The word Shaffer 
means “shepherd” in the German 
language, therefore is an occupation- 
al surname, and it does not follow 
that all of the name are from. the 
same branch. So as the name varies 
in spelling, so also do the Coats-of- 
Arms vary, and sometimes a lamb 
is a symbol, also carrying out the 
canting idea. 


Stars denote Crusader ancestry, 
and are emblematical of one above 
the ruder sort of man, whose influ- 
ence shines afar, as the beam of a 
star. 


Ostrich plumes were granted main- 
ly, in earliest days of Heraldry, to 
military or civil officers of high 
rank. They symbolize willing obed- 
ience, and serenity. A motto ancient- 
ly used with this motto was “No 
force alters its fashion”, referring to 
the fall or fold of the feather recov- 
—_ itself after being riffled by the 
wind. 


Colors represent the personal char- 
acteristics of the original bearer, and 
are granted only upon merit. Blue 
signifies loyalty and truth; silver, 
sincerity and peace; gold, generosity 
and elevation of mind.

The Schaefer Families 


The name in its various spellings 
is legion all across the country, and 
yet one of the most difficult ones to 
get information about. All bearers 
of the name seem to agree that their 
forbears were of German descent, 
and that many of the name came to 
this country before the Revolution- 
ary War — came to be rid of the 
army requirements—and yet walked 
right into a struggle. However they 
were in sympathy with the American 
Colonists’ views of independence, and 
became very loyal supporters of the 
cause. Most of the first comers set- 
tled in Pennslyvania, but some in 
Maryland, and New York state, par- 
ticularly. 

Today, unprecedented, we present 
one person’s version of his own fam- 
ily, and the paragraphs within quo- 
tation marks are those of the spon- 
sor, J. Will Schaefer, of Philadelphia, 
who has also furnished much of the 
material for the Leman-Lemmon 
family, and the Ogles, in Feb. and 
March. He will also see that the 
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Tuttle line is taken care of, in the 
May issue. 

“The Family Name occurs in vari- 
ous forms as:

Such is the masquerade through 
which the Family Name passed be- 
fore it settled down soberly to the 
leading variant of SCHAEFER. 

“In checking the telephone direc- 
tories of the one hundred largest cit- 
ies of the United States, we find 
that the BIG SIX are listed in the 
following order: 

1-SCHAEFER 
2-SCHAEFFER 
3 - SCHAFFER 
4-SHAFFER 
'5-SCHAFER 
6- SHAFER 

While many of our Tribesmen 
came to the United States in the 
1700’s, the first one of record Johan 
Jacob Schaefer, who with his family, 
is listed among twenty-six families 
who made up the Swedish and Ger- 
man settlement of Coaquannock on 
the Delaware River, about 1680... 
William Penn, later, changed the lit- 
tle settlement on the Delaware River 
from Coaquannock to Philadelphia. 

“Every. war from early Colonial 
Days through World War II, has 
found its full quota of fighting men 
and women in the Tribe of Schaefer. 
Out of the House of Schaefer has 
come world-famous men and women 
—Lawyers ... Ministers . . . Physi- 
cians .. . Educators . . . Scientists 
... Authors ... and on through the 
teeming maze of occupational life. 

“It was a Schaefer who not only 
assisted Gutenberg but later im- 
improved the art of printing with 
movable type . .. this same Peter 
“Ychaefer assisted Johannes Guten- 
berg in printing the famous Guten- 
berg Bible, of which the only copy in 
existence in the United States is the 
copy owned by the American 
Government and now housed in the 
National Archives at Washington. 

“Dr. Schaefer’s method of restor- 
ing life to the drowned is universally 
recognized through-out the world and 
is known by every swimmer. It was 
a Schaefer who discovered and made 
the first man-made snow. 


“When The Saturday Evening Post, 
in its issue of Sept. 11, 1948, made 
“The Scramble for the Garrett Mil- 
lions”, its leading article, covering 
many columns, the world was elec- 
trified at the startling news that the 
Tribe of Schaefer had vaulted into the 
limelight as the Number One Family 
in the United States, the Schaefer 
family has been given more publicity, 
through this world-famous _ inher- 
itance case now going the rounds of 
the Orphans Court of Philadelphia, 
than any other family has ever re- 
ceived ... over 26,000 claimants are 
of record, with well over 600 family 
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trees submitted, many of them run- 
ning far back into the misty past.” 
This record compares well with the 
ormerly mentioned phantom estates 
of ee Clease, Townsly etc. — 
M. L.K.) 


“As an outcome of this famous 
legal case, the first and only book 
put out by any branch of the 
Schaefer Family was issued in 1946, 
and this book of over 300 pages of 
genealogical family history, issued 
under the title of Green Grapes, has 
since become the “Bible” of several 
family lines. ’ 

“The Schaefer Family fellowship, 
with J. Wil! Schaefer, as National 
Director and the Society of Schaefers, 
with him as International Director, 
are two large family projects. To 
further the plans of the two organi- 
zations, the family issues several 
family magazines and newsletters, 
among the leaders being The Schaef- 
er Kinsman and The Schaefer Lore, 
both under the editorship of J. Will 
Schaefer, the family archivist and 
historian and The Shaffer Family 
News-Letter edited by Dr. Ervin A. 
Shaffer of Harrisburg, Penn. 

“Johann Wilhelm Schaefer, born 
7, Aug. 1694 ... married 21, July, 
1722, to Anna Elizabeth Schwartz, 
thus connecting two powerful fam- 
ilies, Johann reared a large family. 
Johann came to America as a young 
man, but after pioneering around for 
a time returned to his native land 
where he died Jan. 1764. 

“A Son, Johannes Schaefer, born 
24, Oct. 1729, married 26 April, 1751, 
to Rosina Kull. He died 6, March, 
1800. Johannes followed in his fath- 
er’s footsteps and became a world- 
wide adventurer and soldier of for- 
tune. He gave service in behalf of 
the American Colonies and made a 
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MABEL LOUISE KEECH—“4t the Sign of the Crest”

too, tired of this life and in due time 
returned to his native land of Wuert- 
temburg, where he died, leaving a 
large family. 

“A son, Johann Jakob Schaefer, 
born 8 Sept. 1762, married 4 Aug. 
1789, to Anna Katherina Kurz, 
played a distinguished part in the 
closing years of the American Revo- 
lution, through the part he played 
as a part of the boy brigade known 
as “The Black Spiders”, which was 
a group of adventurous young men 
under the tutelage and leadership of 
General Lafayette. Young Johann 
Jakob, reared and left a large family. 

“A son, Jacob Frederick Schaefer, 
born 21 May, 1790, married 5 Novem- 
ber, 1819, to Anna Maria Kaefer. He 
died 26 April, 1870, leaving a large 
family of sons and daughters. Jacob 
Frederick, like his ancestors, was a 
world-wide adventurer and soldier of 
fortune, and after casting his lot 
with the pioneers of the Virginia and 
Illinois Country, he returned to his 
native land, where he died at a ripe 
old age. 
“Of the eleven children born to 
Jacob Frederick Schaefer and Anna 
Maria Kaefer, his wife, one son and 
five daughters married, reared large 
families and all are buried in the 
United States. 

“Jacob Frederick Schaefer, my 
grandfather, born 4 July, 1829, mar- 
ried 2 Oct, 1854 to Catherine Ricker. 
He died in Illinois, in 1918, leaving 
much. property and many _ des- 
cendants. 

“John Christian Schaefer, born 16 
Dec., 1855, in Pittsburgh, Pa., mar- 
ried 29 Sept., 1881 to Miss Catherine 
Mary Birdie Lemen, at Hillsboro, 
Illinois. She was born in a covered 
wagon in Kansas, March 3, 1867.

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John C., better known as ‘Squire 
Schaefer was known as ‘The Lay 
South of the Sangamon River’ due 
to his long office as Justice of the 
peace. The records show that Squire 
Schaefer never had a case reversed 
nor a case ever sent to a_ higher 
Court. In his early days, he home- 
steaded in Kansas and rode the range 
as a Government Scout and Wagon- 
train Trail Boss and Guard, during 
the turbulent days of the early 
1790’s when Indians warred against 
all who opposed them. John C. who 
was my father, was in several Indian 
fights and was captured and con- 
condemned to death but escaped to 
live and tell about the trials of pio- 
neer life. 

“J. Will Schaefer, his eldest son 
and one of thirteen children born to 
the Union of John C. Schaefer and 
“Birdie” Lemen, his wife, was born in 
Illinois, married in Oakland, Calif., 
2 Aug. 1907 to Miss Myra Edna Tut- 
tle. Four daughters were born to this 
union and all have large families in 
their own rights. J. Will Schaefer is 
a world traveler, editor, author and 
is known as a collector of old re- 
cords, books, stamps and anything 
and everything pertaining to the 
House of Schaefer. 

“Schaeferstown, Penn., is one of 
oldest towns in Penna., and contains 
the oldest water works in the United 


States. 

“The WHO’s WHO of America 
lists many Schaefers. The records 
of the Baptist, Lutheran, Methodist 
and other Church organizations con- 
tain much interesting lore about the 
part the House of Schaefer played 
in making those various organiza- 
tions the great institutions they are 
today. 

The master files of the Congres- 
sional Library contain more published 
works by Schaefers than any other 
family of record.—J. Will Schaeffer.”

Hebrew Family Records 


“And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, ‘Every man 
of the children of Israel shall pitch 
by his own standard, with the ensign 
. Ae father’s house.’ ” Numbers 

This, then, was the beginning of 
both Heraldry and Genealogy. Each 
family had its ensign or standard, in 
other words, its Coat-of-Arms. Verse 
34 “And the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to all that the Lord ‘com- 
manded Moses: so they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set for- 
ward, every one after their families, 
according to the house of their 
fathers.” Then a little later came the 
Lord’s command to number the 
people — the first census; and to 
record the sons of each man—“These 
are the sons of Levi by their names: 
Gershon, and Kibath and Merari.” 
etc. 

And about 1500 years later we find 
this record, in the book of Matthew: 
Abraham begat Isaac; and Isaac be- 
gat Jacob; ... . and Booz begat 
Obed of Ruth; and Obed begat 
Jesse and Jesse begat David the 
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king; and David the king begat Solo- 
mon, — right down to Joseph, the 
husband of Mary, “of whom was 
born Jesus, who is called Christ.” 
“So all the generations from Abra- 
ham to David are fourteen genera- 
tions; and from David until the car- 
rying away into Babylon are fourteen 
generations; and from the carrying 
away into Babylon unto Christ are 
fourteen generations.”!! Not a gen- 
eration missed. That is how careful 
the Hebrew people were concerning 
their family records, as commanded 
by “the Lord our God.’ 

In 1913 1 visited synagogues in 
Palestine, and was shown where the 
family records of the members were 
kept for preservation through the 
ages. While this was the custom for 
centuries and was carried out in 
other countries whither these people 
took up their abode, whenever pos- 
sible, it became more and more diffi- 
cult through the years, as_ they 
move, or were forced to move for 
long ‘distances, taking only the bare 
necessities with them. This was also 
the case with our early American 

ioneers, and the reason why it is 
impossible to trace some of these 
families to the first coming to this 
country. 

While their genealogical records 
are not as carefully kept as formerly, 
their family spirit is still strong, and 
the ways in which they express their 
loyalty, very definite and commend- 
able. Let us take one instance known 
well to the writer. I have before me 
the souvenir program beautifully 
printed, of the Bashe Schneider 
Cousins Club — 10th Anniversary 
Banquet. 

On the last page are the words of 
the “Star Spangled Banner”, and in 
both Jewish and English, the words 
of their song ‘“Hatikvoh”, translated 

— “the Hope” — the last words of 
which are Tevesl shall be free and 
strong, Building a nation In land of 
David’s song.’ 

Inside is the list of more than 100 
members, the officers, and the pro- 
gram. But more important, the first 
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inside page contains the portrait of 
Bashe Schneider, with a tribute, and 
the reason for organizing the Cous- 
ins Club, to honor her memory. 
Quoting from this page: 

“ long time ago, in the small 
town of Krinki, Poland, lived a man 
and wife, Bashe and Nachman 
Schneider, who brought into this 
world more sons and daughters than 
would be fashionable today. While 
Bashe and Nachman had very little 
of wordly goods to bequeath to their 
children, they endowed them with a 
richness of spirit more precious than 
gold. 

“In the early 1900’s the sons and 
daughters came to America. They 
married and reared good families of 
their own. When Nachman died, the 
children brought Bashe to the ‘New 
World, and later .the two sisters. 
Everyone helped one another, and 
the tamily prospered.” 

The story goes on to tell of the 
get-together in 1938, and the plan- 
ning for annual gatherings, which 
have continued without break, culmi- 
nating in this tenth anniversary, Jan. 
7, 1950. But this is not just a family 
banquet. Contributions have come 
in to help needy families in Europe. 
$25 gifts to one couple on their silver 
wedding anniversary were all turned 
into this Memorial Fund, and mem- 
bers of the Club solicited from busi- 
ness friends until they were able to 
contribute to schools, synagogues, 
and recreation centers in Europe and 
Palestine where rabbis and their as- 
sistants would use the money to the 
advantage particularly of older 
people, and children. This Fund in- 
creases year by year, and the good 
work goes on. 

The closing sentences of this page 
read as follows. 

“The 10th Anniversary of the 
Bashe Schneider Cousins Club finds 
the family still united; still carrying 
on the spirit of the Golden Rule. 
This achievement is the more re- 
markable in view of the Universal 
dis-unity. 

“The sons and daughters and 
cousins of Bashe and Nachman 
Schneider have succeeded in passing 
on to their children a rich heritage. 
May the coming years bring health, 
happiness and continued unity to 
this family.” 

So, in spite of the fact that they 
have not been able to keep to the 
ancient tradition of preserving com- 
plete records, the Jewish people do 
cling to each other and enjoy their 
companionship with each other, and 
at the same time bring cheer to their 
own who are not as fortunate as 
they. In this particular Cousins 
Club, I have friends, and am glad to 
pass on to my readers this story of 
achievement.

set, and read BELGRADE BOMBED 
...GREECE BATTLES TO SAVE 
SALONIKA .. . NAZIS SPLIT 
GREECE . . . YUGOSLAVIAN 
ARMY SMASHED ON ALL 
FRONTS ... and on and on. There 
are over a hundred clippings and 
many front pages bearing banner 
headlines in Volume I. This single 
volume, incidentally, covers only 
thirty-one days of the war. 


I am reminiscent as I read in Vol- 
ume II the New York “Times” of 
May 28, 1941. On the first page, the 
headlines state: ROOSEVELT PRO- 
CLAIMS UNLIMITED EMERGEN- 
CY, WILL RESIST ANY HITLER 
EFFORT TO RULE SEAS... 
For, it was on that day that I re- 
alized that the isolationists might 
be wrong, that the war was fast be- 
coming our war. 


On page 11 of Volume III in this 
series, there appears a_ headline 
under the dateline December 6, 1941. 
The headline reads: WAR NOW UP 
TO UNITED STATES, JAPANKSE 
DECLARE. On page 12, the news 
story states that the Nipponese 
charged “insincerity” at the Amer- 
ican Japanese conferences. “We Jap- 
anese are tensely watching whether 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill com- 
mit the epoch crime of further ex- 
tending the world upheaval,’ ‘was 
stated in Tokyo on the sixth of De- 
cember. - Twelve pages further, and 
forty-eight hours later, I pasted the 
complete front page of the New York 
“Daily News” into my _ scrap-book. 
The page was made up entirely of 
headlines. Seven-eighths of the page 
was taken up by three words: JAPS 
BOMB HAWAII. 


We may smile now about it, but 
only two days later the New York 
“Journal - American” headlines 
blared: JAPS OVER SAN FRAN- 
CISCO, and several pages following 
that headline, in my book of clip- 
pings, are devoted to stories and pic- 
tures of the “air raid” over the West 
Coast city. More solemn were the 
dispatches stating that Germany and 
Italy were at war with the United 
States; the Japanese bombed Manila; 
and, that 1500 Americans were kil- 
led in the initial bombing of Pearl 
Harbor. 


The early December days are cov- 
ered in Volume IV of “Current 
Events.” Those were the days when 
claims ‘were being made that the 
Japanese army was being “mopped 
up” on Luzon, and that the Dutch 
were sinking Japanese shipping al- 
most faster than news could be writ- 
ten and wired across the Pacific. But, 
on December 27, after America had 
celebrated a quiet Christmas, the 
two-inch headlines read: MANILA 
BURNS, CIVILIANS SLAIN. From 
then on, through to the completion of 
this book, the news was sad. Large- 
scale submarine warfare in the At- 
lantic saw the continued sinkings of 
American naval craft. Singapore was 
falling slowly, surely, in the Far 
East. MacArthur’s forces were 
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battling to maintain Corregidor .. . 
The unpreparedness of a nation 1s 
exemplified in the newspaper clip- 
pings of the era. 


Among the many volumes on 
sports, which make up a considerable 
portion of the library, are several 
devoted to detailed summaries, pic- 
tures, and records of World Series. 
The annual event of the baseball 
world is given one volume for each 
of the years 1937, 1938, and 1940. 
More complete statistics on these 
few baseball games could not be 
found anywhere. In the library, al- 
so, are two-volume sets which have 
as their subject one baseball team, 
its triumphs and defeats for the 
years 1939 and 1940. The two most 
monumental sets, however, are 
“Sports: 1937-38” and “Sports: 1941- 
42.” Both of ‘these sets of scrap- 
books contain clippings of almost 
every American (and foreign) sport, 
major and minor. The former’ set 
consists of nine volumes. The latter 
set is eighteen volumes, including an 
index; there is an aggregate total of 
1,026 pages of clippings; and, in this 
1941-42 set, 64 newspapers represent- 
ing cities in 338 states, as well as 
five magazines, were used in compil- 
ing the eighteen volumes. 


Included in the library is a picture 
index for the complete 17-year 
period. 


One cannot spend many years on 
such an unusual hobby and not have 
some unusual experiences happen to 
him. 

One of my experiences began with 
a letter I wrote on May 26, 1941. 
The letter was sent to Hy Turkin, 
then .(and now) a sports writer for 
the New York “Daily News.” In the 
letter, I introduced myself and my 
hobby. I wrote: “Today I was look- 
ing at a set of books I made in the 
years 1937-1938, and came across 
a column (you wrote) in the ‘Daily 
News’ on September 11, 1938. ... 
The column Mr. Turkin had written 
regarded mythical top-management 
moves he would make if he were a 
baseball executive. In rechecking his 
column with events that happened 
later — using my files — I discov- 
ered that many of his mythical 
moves came true. I told him so in 
my letter. 


A few days later I received the 
same letter back. Penned in the up- 
per right-hand corner was: “Dear 
Bob, Thanks very much. Hope you 
enjoy the enclosed tickets. — Hy 
Turkin.” I went to see the baseball 
games to which the press passes ad- 
mitted me. 


The “News” reporter’s answer led 
me to write him again. Again I re- 
ceived an answer from him. Finally, 
a series of letters passed between us. 

It is a long time since September 
19, 1932, when I clipped and pasted 
into a scrap-book my first news 
story. Somehow, I’ve never let go of 
that pair of scissors or that bottle of 
mucilege. I am now working on a 
chronicle of ‘world events, specializ- 
ing in the affairs of the United 
Nations. 

This could go on forever!

The Sharps Borchardt model 1878, 
was first advertised in Forest anc 
Stream, in Dec., 1877. 

According to Sawyer, the Sharps 
Rifle Co. suspended business in Oct. 
1881. They were, however listed in 
the City Directory as late as 1886. 

11. C. Sharps and Co. Pistols. 
(Philadelphia, 1859-1863). Sharps 22 
short R. F. 4 shot pistol, known as 
the No. 1, marked C. Sharps and Co., 
Phila. 1859. Also “C. Sharps Patent.” 

The No. 2 was of 80 cal. long R. F. 
while the No. 8 was chambered for 
the 32 cal. long R. F. 

‘All of these 4 shot pistols or pep- 
perboxes as they were called by a 
great many people, were loaded by 
pressing a button on the frame under 
the barrel. This released the barrel 
catch, and the barrel slid forward 
on a track. No ejector was provided 
on this model and the empty shells 
had to be pushed out with a nail or 
hardwood stick. After loading the 
reverse movement closed and locked 
the piece, the firing mechanism was 
on the hammer and worked by a 
ratchet which revolved the striker 
for each chamber. This was a pro- 
ficient little weapon. 

12. There was a Sharps single 
shot Dragoon Percussion Pistol, cal. 
86 with a 6 inch barrel. This was 
much like the Sharps Percussion 
rifle. 

Around 1857 there came out what 
was. known as the Sharps Breech 
Loading Percussion Rifle of 36 cal. 
Instead of using the linen cartridge 
as the previous models, this model 
used a rimless brass cartridge with 


-a hole in the center of the base to 


admit flame from the cap. Also an 
extension on the base of the shell. 
Like the pin fire, this extension or 
lip 'was used to extract the empty 
cartridge with the fingers as the 
gun had no extractor. 

18. Sharps and Hankins, Successors 
to C. Sharps & Co. (1863 - 1872) 
Sharps and. Hankins Rim Fire Car- 
bine, cal. 52, using the 56-52 R. F. 
cartridge. Like the 56-52 Spencer 
and various others at that time. 
While we are at it, and it might be 
of interest to the readers, in regard 
to the various calibers in these large 
rim fire cartridges, there were listed 
in the Winchester cataloge No. 80 
for 1916, these below mentioned 
cartridges, all in one hundredths of 
an inch like 56-46—meant 46/100; 
56-50 — 50/100=%” and 56-52 — 
51/100. Also 56-56=56/100 which was 
6/100 of an inch larger than % inch. 
Almost a straight shell while the 
others were somewhat tapered. This 
52 cal. carbine was marked Sharps 
and Hankins Phila., also Sharps 
Patent 1859. A similar carbine was 
made for the Navy with a leather 
covered barrel. This barrel slid for- 
ward on a track like the 4 barrel 
pistols did, only it was lever oper- 
ated, on right side of frame. Sharps 
& Hankin’s, Philadelphia, left side of 
frame. Sharps. Patent 1859, also 
brass butt plate with sling swivel 
in stock. This is the description of 


the one the writer has, along with a

14. Next we come to the Sharps 
and Hankin’s Sporting Carbine, cal.

15. Sharps and Hankin’s revolv- 
ing 4 barrel pistol, cal.

Last, but not least of these famous 
pistols called by some, the Bull Dog, 
this pistol, cal. 32 long R. F., had 
round or bird head grips, while the 
precious models had square grips, 
also a button for releasing the bar- 
rel was on the left side of the frame. 
This model was started just prior to 
Mr. Sharps death in 1874 and was 
called the Sharps Triumph No. 2%. 
After his death the factory was sold 
to B. Kittredge & Co. of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, who bought all surplus, and 
advertised them for sale, about 1875- 


Unfortunately, on Friday, March 
13th, 1874, Christian Sharps passed 
to his reward at Vernon, Connecticut, 
age 63 years, 5 months. He was born 
in New Jersey, in 1811, as I have 
said in the beginning of this article. 


As late as 1884, his widow was 
still living in Vineland, N. 


Cause of Mr. Sharp’s death was 
from hemorrhage of the lungs. As 
the American Sportsman for March, 
1874, puts it: “He bled as freely as 
if his head had been severed from 
his body.” Thus the end of a genius, 
who led a useful life and was loved 
and respected by all who knew him; 
one who accomplished so much in 
such a short length of time.
